A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  E.  B.  Harlan,  Private  Secretary. 

Mr.  President:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the 
Senate  a  special  message.  The  documents  referred  to  will  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Senate  as  soon  as  they  can  be  printed.

Springfield,  Ibl.,  November  15,  1871. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Hepresentatwea  : 

It  affor«^s  grounds  for  sincere  congratulation  that  the  Twenty- 
seventh  General  Assembly,  on  meeting  the  fourth  time  for  the  tran« 
saction  of  legislative  business,  finds  the  country  quiet,  and  that  no 
question  will  be  likely  to  distract  the  attention  of  the  representatives 
of  the  people  from  the  great  dnty  of  revising  and  improving  the  laws. 

Ordinarily  I  would  not  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  transmit  to  that  de- 
partment a  formal  mesBage,  upon  the  mere  resumption  of  business, 
after  an  adjournment  by  its  own  action  tor  its  own  convenience;  but 
there  are  certain  special  matters  that  it  is  my  duty  to  present  to  the 
General  Assembly,  and  others  that  have  arisen  since  the  special  ses- 
sion of  the  13rh  of  October,  1871. 

I  have  to  lay  before  the  General  Assembly  the  report  of  the  Trus- 
tees appointed  to  complete  the  Soutbern  Illinois  Normal  University 
building,  at  Carbondale,  and  the  Insane  Hospital  structure,  at  Anna. 
These  reports  have  been  examined  caretully  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities,  atd  also  the  estimates  of  the  Trustees  carefully  revised  by 
that  intelligent  and  indefatigable  B«>ard. 

It  is  my  duty  to  inform  the  General  Assembly  that  I  have  received 
from  the  Trustees  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  bonds  of  the 
city  of  Carbondale,  surrendered  by  the  administrators  of  James  M. 
Campbell,  deceased,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  15,  1871. 
These  bonds  are  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  and  are  the  legal 
property  of  the  State.  I  have  to  suggest  that  some  legislation  will  be 
necessary  to  authorize  their  cancellation,  or  surrender  to  the  city  au- 
thorities. I  have  not  supposed  it  to  be  probable  that  the  General 
Assembly  would  require  the  city  of  Carbondale  to  pay  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  these  bonds.  They  were  given  in  accordance  with  the 
mischievous  policy  of  ofiering  the  location  of  the  State  Institutions  to 
the  highest  bidder,  whereby  cities  and  towns,  excited  by  rivalries  and 
T)leased  with  anticipated  and  fanciful  advantages,  are  tempted  to  bur- 

n  themselves  enormously,  to  discharge  duties  that  properly  devolve 
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upon  the  whole  State.  Garbondale  ie  a  small  city  of,  perhaps,  twenty- 
five  hnndred  inhabitacts,  and  is  indebted  largely  otherwist)  on  account 
of  the  effort  to  secnre  the  location  of  the  University,  and  t^nnot, 
without  great  enoibarrassment,  pay  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  amount 
of  those  bonds.  It  is  due  to  the  people  of  the  city  to  say  that  the 
majority  of  them  are  earnestly  exerting  themselves  to  meet  their 
engagements,  bat  at  the  same  time  eagerly  desire  relief. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  is  also  snhmitted  here- 
with, and  I  feel  no  hesitation  in  commending  it  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

I  submit  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly  certain  papers  forwarded  to  me 
by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to  the  cession  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State  over  certain  cemeteries  that  contain  the  re- 
mains of  soldiers  of  the  late  war.  These  patriotic  men  were,  at  the 
time  of  their  death,  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Bepublic,  and  it  is 
'eminently  proper  that  their  honored  remains  should  be  committed  to 
the  nation's  care.  A  brief  act  will  be  sufficient  to  transfer  the  care  of 
the  soil  in  which  they  repose  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States. 

I  also  Submit  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
requesting  the  passage  of  a  law  by  which  the  United  States,  by  pro- 
oeedingB  m  the  State  courts,  can  condemn  and  appropriate  lands  re- 
quired for  public  buildings.  Such  a  law  would,  in  my  judgment,  be 
iree  from  objections,  ana  the  necessity  for  new  and  ample  buildings 
for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  in  Chicago,  suggests  the  passage  of 
such  a  law  without  delay. 

Immediately  after  the  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  railroad 
and  warehouse  commissioners  took  effect,  I  selected  and  appointed 
Hon.  Gustavus  Koerner,  of  St.  Clair  conntv,  Richard  P  Morgan,  Jr., 
Esq.,  of  McLean  county,  and  David  S.  Hammond,  £6q ,  of  Cook 
county.  In  my  selection  of  these  gentlemen  I  was  influenced  by  a 
desire  to  combine  in  the  board  the  requisite  experience  drawn  from 
different  pursuits  and  from  different  parts  of  the  State.  As  soon  as 
notified  of  their  respective  appointments,  they  assembled  and  organ- 
ized as  required  by  law,  and  will,  no  doubt,  by  the  first  of  December 
next — the  time  fixed  in  the  law — submit  a  report  that  will  afibrd  much 
valuable  information  upon  the  interesting  subjects  confided  to  their 
care.  It  is  my  duty  to  inform  the  General  Assembly  that  the  board 
are  hardly  provided  with  sufficient  means  to  enforce  this  law.  The 
State's  Attorneys,  who  are  the  principal  legal  agents  upon  whom  the 
board  must  rely,  will  cease  to  exist  after  the  terms  of  those  now  in 
office  expire,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  will  be  confi^ded  to 
county  attorneys.  The  law,  in  this  respect  and  also  in  others,  will  no 
doubt  require  amendments  to  make  it  realize  public  expectations. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Ueneral  Assembly,  and 
through  that  department  to  the  people  of  the  State,  a  series  of  papers 
that  present  the  leading  tacts  of  transactions  that  are  without  an  ex- 
ample in  the  history  of  this  or  any  other  of  the  States. 

On  thel.th  day  of  October,  1871,  Lieutenant-General  Philip  H. 
Sheridan,  of  the  United  States  Army,  whose  Head  Quarters,  asCom- 
mander  of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Missouri,  were  in  Chicago, 
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under  anthoritj  that  he  claims  wae  conferred  upon  him  by  the  procla- 
mation of  the  mayor  of  that  city,  ordered  several  companies  of  the 
regular  army  of  the  United  States  into  Chicago,  and,  as  Lieutenant- 
General,  issued  to  Frank  T.  Sherman,  a  private  citizen  of  this  State, 
the  following  order :

DiAB  Snt — With  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor  of  this  chy,  LieatenaDi-General  Sheridan 
directs  that  you  organize  a  regiment  of  infantry,  to  consist  of  ten  (Id)  companies;  each  com- 
pany to  consist  of  one  (1)  Captain,  one  (1)  First  and  one  (1)  Second  Lieutenant,  and  sixty 
(60)  enlisted  men.  to  serve  as  guards  for  the  protection  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  city 
of  Chicago,  for  th«  period  of  twenty  (20)  days.

The  regiment  was  partly  composed  of  companies  of  the  State  militia 
ordered  bv  Lieotetiant-General  Sheridan  or  some  of  his  snbordinates 
to  report*to  him  or  them,  and  of  recruits  enlisted  under  their  authority. 
An  extract  from  the  order  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  mustering 
these  troops  out  of  service,  will  show  its  organization :

The  First  Regiment  Chicago  Volnnteers,  raised  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  and  in 
pursuance  of  orders  dated  October  11,  1S71,  from  these  Headquarters,  is  hereby  honorably 
mustered  out  of  service  and  discharged.

Ttie  foroi  of  the  oath  that  has  been  fnrnished  to  me  as  that  taken  by 
some  of  the  volunteers,  is  as  follows : 

"  We,  the  undersigned,  do  severally  swear  that  we  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegianoe  to 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  we  will  honestly  and  faithfully  obey  the  orders  of  th* 
officers  appointed  over  us;  and  that  we  will  use  our  best  eflbrts  for  the  protection  of  pro- 
^rtyy  and  the  preservation  of  order  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  for  the  period  of  twenty  days." 
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Supported  by  this  force,  Lieutenant-Oeneral  Sheridan  proceeded  to 
eBtablish  military  mle  thronghoat  the  city.  His  gaards  were  estab- 
liahed  and  his  sentinels  posted  on  the  pubuc  streets,  with  orders  from 
him  or  from  sotne  of  his  subordinates  to  arrest  citizens  who  might,  in 
the  judgment  of  snch  guards  and  sentinels,  be  suspicions  persons,  and 
to  fire  npon  and  wound  any  person  who  should  refuse  to  obey  their 
commands ;  and  one  citizen  of  the  dty  who  was  quietly  passing  along 
one  of  the  streets,  was  ordered  by  a  sentinel  to  halt,  and  npon  his  re- 
fosal  to  obey,  was  shot  and  mortally  wounded. 

It  was  not  thought  by  Mayor  Mason  or  Lieutenant  General  Sheri- 
dan to  be  necesary  or  proper  to  consult  with  or  even  inform  me  of 
their  purpose  to  transfer  the  duty  of  protecting  the  lives  and  property 
of  the  people  of  Chicago,  or  the  substantial  government  of  the  city,  to 
the  military  forces  of  the  United  States,  although  I  was  in  telegraphic 
commnnication  with  the  Mayor,  as  will  appear  t)y  several  dispatches 
that  will  be  hereafter  mentioned,  nor  did  either  of  them,  when  we  met, 
on  the  12th  day  of  October,  and  discussed  the  aiiairs  of  the  city  at 
some  length,  inform  me  that  they  had  determined  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  State  was  no  longer  equal  to  its  duties,  or  that  the  Mayor 
had  determined,  as  he  has  elsewhere  said,  to  avail  himself  of  the  strong 
arm  of  the  military  power  of  the  United  States.  Whether  they  sap- 
posed  that  to  be  a  matter  in  which  neither  I  nor  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  which  was  convened  to  meet  on  the  next  day  to  legislate  for 
Chicago,  had  the  least  concern,  or  that  the  assent  of  the  legislature 
and  the  Governor  might  be  safely  presumed,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say, 
bat  they  left  me  to  make  the  discovery  as  others  did,  so  that  I  received 
no  information  of  the  existence  of  the  proclamation  of  the  Mayor,  or 
of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan's  construction  of  his  powers  under  it, 
until  the  17th  of  October,  and  only  heard  of  the  regiment  raised  under 
the  orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  at  a  later  day,  and  from  an 
application,  by  a  person  who  claimed  to  command  one  of  Its  compa- 
nies, to  be  supplied  with  arms. 

It  may  easily  be  imagined  that  the  information  of  these  extraordi- 
nary acts  of  the  Mayor  and  Lieutenant  General  Sheridan,  filled  me  with 
surprise,  for  I  was  conscious  that  I  had  put  forth  every  effort  and  em- 
ployed all  my  official  powers  to  aid  the  people  of  Ohicago,  and  to  pre- 
serve the  peace  and  tranqaility  of  the  city.  On  Monday,  the  9th  day 
of  October,  at  noon,  when  I  understood  the  fire  to  be  still  raging  (and 
anticipating  the  probable  necessity  of  ofiicial  action,  that  could  best  be 
done  at  the  capital),  I  had  despatched  Gen.  E.  B.  Harlan,  my  Secre- 
tary^ (in  whose  energy  and  prudence  I  have  the  highest  confidence)  to 
Chicago,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  Mayor,  and  inform  him 
that  all  the  resources  of  the  State,  that  were  subject  to  my  legal  con- 
trol, were  at  his  service  for  the  aid  and  protection  of  the  people. 

Gen.  Harlan  has  informed  me  that  he  reached  Ohicago  on  the  even- 
in^r  of  the  same  day,  at  about  ten  o^clock,  and  without  delay  visited  the 
office  of  the  Mayor,  who  was  reported  to  him  to  have  retired  to  his 
home;  that  early  on  Taesday,the  10th,  be  delivered  his  message,  and, 
acting  in  the  spirit  of  his  instructions,  at  once  drew  upon  me  for 
$5,000,  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  snfferers,  and  that  he  re- 
mained iu  the  city  during  the  day  to  watch  the  course  of  events,  and 
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apprise  me  of  any  occnrrenoe  that  might  require  my  official  or  per- 
sonal action. 

I  bad,  myself,  immediately  after  the  departure  of  Gen.  Harlan,  for 
Ohica|]^o,  forwarded  the  following  dispatch  to  the  Mayor:  . 

SPBiNQfiiLD,  OeioUr  0,  1871. 
To  Col.  R.  B.  Mason,  Mayer  of  Chicago ; 

Shall  I  Bend  food  for  your  people?    Answer.    Tell  me  what  I  can  do.

At  2:40  o'clock  I  received  from  him  the  following  answer : 

Chioaoo,  October  0,  1871. 
To  JoHM  M.  Pauok: 

We  want  bread,  eheeee,  and  oodted  provUiona;  also,  tents  for  the  houseless.

I  then,  at  once,  caused  2,000  hand-bills  to  be  circulated  throughout 
this  city,  calling  for  contributions  for  Chicago;  and  from  purchases 
made  by  ine,  and  the  contributions  of  the  people,  I  was  enabled,  at 
eight  o'clock,  to  telegraph  the  Mayor : 

SPBuratiSLD,  OetobiT  9,  1871. 
To  R.  B.  Mason,  Mayor  of  Chicago  ; 

Three  car  loads  leave  here  at  ten  o'clock.  Others  follow  to-morrow.  Do  yon  need  pota 
toes,  flour,  etc.?  or  can  you  buy  better  there,  if  money  is  sent? 

JOHN  M.  PALMER. 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th  of  October,  finding  that  telegraphic 
communication  with  Chicago  was  suspended,  and  liaving  no  report 
from  the  Secretary,  I  drew  the  sum  of  $2,000  from  the  Treasury  of 
tlie  State,  and  forwarded  it  to  Mayor  Mason,  by  Rev.  Fred  H.  Wines, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

At  twenty  minutes  past  one  o'clock  of  the  same  day,  I  received  the 
following  dispatch  from  Oen.  A.  Stager : 

Chigago,  October  10, 1871. 
To  GoTiiuros  Palmu: 

The  fire  spent  its  fury  in  all  directions  yesterday  afternoon,  after  completely  destroying  all 
the  business  part  of  the  city  on  the  south  side,  north  of  Harrison  street.  Everything  gone 
on  the  north  side  from  the  riTcr  and  lake  to  Lincoln  Park.  Oas  and  Water  Works  stopped. 
Great  consternation  and  anxiety  exists  on  account  of  the  presence  of  roughs  and  thieves,  who 
are  plundering  in  all  directions.  Two  incendiaries  shot  last  night  while  in  the  act  of  firing 
buildings  in  south  part  of  city.  Strong  southerly  wiod  has  prevailed  since  Saturday  night — 
at  times  blowing  a  gale.  A  li  ttle  rain  fell  last  night  The  Mayor  is  nuw  organizing  a  patroL 
The  poor  and  houseless  are  suflbring.  A.  STAGER. 

And,  understanding  that  he  was  officially  connected  with  the  tele- 
graph lines,  and  would  certainly  receive  my  dispatch,  I  immediately 
answered  him: 

Sprinofbld,  October  10,  1871. 
To  Gen.  A.  Staqeb,  Chicago,  Ills. : 

Please  inform  the  Mayor  that  if  the  presence  of  organized  forces  is  neoessary  for  the  pre- 
servation of  property  and  order,  I  will  at  once  send  two  or  three  well  organized  companies 
into  Chicago.    Thanks  for  your  dispatch. 

JOHN  M.  PALMER 

And  at  half-past  four  o'clock  he  replied: 

Chioaoo,  October  10, 1871. 
To  GoTKiuiOR  Palmh: 

The  Mayor  requests  me  to  say  to  the  Governor  to  send  men  immediately  by  special  train, 
to  report  directly  to  the  Major,  at  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  (866),  Michigan  Avenue. 

ANSON  STAGER 
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On  the  receipt  of  the  last  diapatch  from  General  Stager,  I  directed 
the  Adjatant-General  (Col.  H.  Dilger)  to  issae  the  telegraphic  orders 
to  officerB  of  organized  militia  that  are  appended  to  his  report,  marked 
1,  2,  3,  4.  I  at  once  prepared  and  issued  the  call  for  a  special  session 
of  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  to  meet  on  the  13th  of  October,  and  tele- 
graphed the  call  to  the  members  of  both  Honses,  and  also  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  Mayor  of  Chicago,  in  the  following  words  : 

State  of  Illznoib,  EzBonrin  Dkpartmxxt, 
Gql.  R.  B.  Mason:  Sprutofibld,  October  10,  1871. 

Dkar  Sir— OoL  H.  Dilger,  A^jatant-GemerRl,  will  leave  here  this  eyenlng  with  one  company 
of  militia  and  one  thousatid  maskets.  He  will  also,  after  reporting  to  jou,  organize  for  the 
preservation  of  order  in  your  city. 

CoL  Dilger  is  an  old  soldier','  has  serred  under  my  eye,  on  the  field,  and  will  preserve  order 
at  all  hazsirds.    He  has  orders  to  enforce  law,  and  has  muskets  enough  to  do  it  elTectually.

At  6:10  P.  M.,  I  received  a  dispatch  from  the  Major,  as  follows : 

Ohioago,  October  10, 1871. 
To  HoH.  J.  M.  F aimer: 

Can  yoa  send  ns,  at  once,  one  thousand  muskets,  with  ammunition? 

R.  B.  MASON. 

The  Adjatant-General  left  Springfield  at  nine  o'clock  P.  M ,  and 
reached  Ohicago,  as  he  reports,  at  fonr  o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
Wednesday,  the  11th  of  October,  with  abont  200  well  armed  men  and 
250  mnekets,  and  had  one  thousand  additional  maskets,  with  ammnni- 
tion  boxed,  to  be  sent  after  him  immediately;  and  as  early  as  six 
o'clock  he  called  upon  the  Mayor,  and,  at  his  reqaest,  within  a  tew 
minutes  afterwards,  reported  to  Lientenant-G^neral  Sheridan;  and  as 
other  troops  had,  in  the  meantime,  arrived,  at  eight  o'clock  he  had 
815  men  on  duty,  and  by  four  o^clock  in  the  afternoon  he  had  516  men, 
well  organized,  oi  der  the  command  of  skillful  and  prudent  officers, 
and  one  battery  ot  four  guns,  ready  to  enforce  the  laws,  or  to  suppress 
disorder;  and  he  could,  within  a  few  hours,  have  easily  increased  his 
force  to  two  thousand,  if  necessary. 

I  commend  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  to  the  attention  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  take  occasion  to  eicpress  my  thanks  to  the 
officers  and  men  who  so  promptly  reported  at  Chicago. 

During  the  10th  I  also  continued  to  exert  myself  to  procure  supplies 
for  the  destitute,  and  was  enabled  to  address  to  the  Mayor  the  follow- 
ing additional  dispatch :

I  was  delighted  at  the  information  it  famished  me,  and  at  once  ad- 
dressed to  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan  the  following  dispatch :

Proad  of  the  people  who  had  suffered  so  much  and  behaved  so 
nobly,  and  anxious  to  relieve  them  of  the  presence  of  even  citizen^ 
soldiery,  I  ordered  the  1000  mnskets,  that  were  still  in  the  depot  at 
this  place,  to  be  returned  to  the  arsenal,  and  transmitted  to  Colonel 
Dil^er  the  following  directions :

If  your  senioes  are  not  required,  return  as  soon  as  you  can.

I  think  it  proper,  at  this  point,  that  I  should  say  that  I  do  not  be« 
lieve  that  there  has  been,  at  any  time,  the  least  necessity  for  the  em- 
ployment of  military  forces  in  Ohicago.  During  the  night  of  the  8th 
of  October,  and  all  of  the  9th,  while  the  fire  still  threatened  to  destroy 
the  city,  and  on  the  day  and  night  of  the  10th,  while  the  streets  were 
filled  with  the  homeless  and  hungry,  the  police,  supported  by  a  single 
battalion  of  State  Militia,  that  had  tendered  their  services  to  the  Chief 
of  the  City  Police  on  the  9th  of  October,  preserved  order  and  en*" 
forced  the  law.  The  only  dangers  that  have,  at  any  time,  threatened 
the  tranquility  of  Chicago,  were*  the  fears  of  a  part  of  its  inhabitants, 
coupled  with  their  distrust  of  the  authorities  provided  by  law. 

8ome  time  during  the  afternoon  of  the  llth  day  of  October,  1  re- 
ceived the  following  dispatch  from  Colonel  Dilger : 

CmoAGO,  October  11,  1871, 
To  Gov.  Palmkb: 

The  Ci^  Council  and  General  Sheridan  desire  me  to  say,  your  presence  here  would  have  a 
very  good  effect  The  city  is  so  far  quiet.  I  talie  charge  of  the  North  side  with  our  Spring- 
field boys.    They  behave  veiy  well.

At  9  O'clock  p.  M.,  on  the  same  day,  I  received  from  Lieut.  Gen. 
Sheridan  the  following  answer  to  my  dispatch  to  him  :

Chicago,  October  II,  1871. 
Got.  John  H.  Palmsb,  Springfield  : 

Seven  companies  of  United  States  troops  are  here  or  coining,  and  a  regiment  is  beins  or- 
ganized for  twenty  days'  service,  from  the  old  soldiers  in  the  city  •which  I  think  will  be 
ample.    Shall  keep  your  volunteers  for  a  day  or  so.    Thanks  for  them. 

P.  H.  SHERIDAN. 
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Before  receiving  Lient  Gen.  Sheridan's  answer  I  had  determined  to 
go  in  person  to  Chicago,  and  aocordiogly  took  the  first  train,  and 
reached  there  at  about  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  12th,  and 
called  upon  the  Mayor. 

At  my  interview  with  him  he  assnred  me  that  the  city  was  quiet ; 
and  being  anxious  about  the  position  as  well  as  the  comfort  of  the 
troops  then  in  the  city,  under  my  orders,  I  waited  upon  Lieut.  Gen. 
Sheridan,  and  in  his  presence  received  the  reports  of  the  Adjutant- 
General,  and  of  Major  Beardsley,  of  Rock  Island,  in  whose  judgment 
I  had  great  confidence,  and  he  concurred  with  their  statement  that 
quiet  and  order  prevailed  throughont  the  city,  and  I  left  him  with  the 
expectation  that  the  militia  would  at  once  return  to  their  homes,  and 
that  the  regular  troops  then  in  the  city  would  be  withdrawn  when 
convenient 

Under  these  impressions  I  left  Ohicago  at  9  o'clock  P.  M.  of  the 
13th,  to  meet  the  General  Assembly,  that  was  expected  to  assemble 
on  the  13th,  at  noon. 

It  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  if  I  had  been  jealous  of  my  authority,  or 
eager  to  find  an  occasion  for  controversy,  there  was  enough  in  the  dia^ 
patches  of  Colonel  Dilger  and  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan,  to  arouse  my 
suspicions ;  but  it  did  not  occur  to  me  until  the  17th  day  of  October, 
when  I  received  the  first  distinct  knowledge  ot  the  Mayor's  proclamap 
tion,  and  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan's  construction  of  hie  powers,  that  hd 
claimed,  as  a  military  officer  of  the  United  States  army,  to  command 
the  militia  sent  by  me  to  the  city,  and  the  authority  to  enforce  a 
military  police  therein.  I  woald  not  have  submitted  to  such  an  as* 
sumption  for  a  moment,  for  it  would  have  been  a  violation  of  my  duty, 
as  well  as  of  my  self-respect,  to  do  so. 

I  knew  that  he  was  a  resident  of  Chicago,  and  supposed  him  to  be  a 
citizen  of  the  State,  and  that  he  was  under  the  same  social  and  politic 
cal  obligations  that  other  citizens  are.  I  had  heard  that  he  had 
ordered  regnlar  tn)ops  into  Chicago  during  the  fire,  and  that  he,  like 
other  citizens,  exerted  himself  to  arrest  the  flames  and  maintain  order ; 
and  when  I  ^earned  from  Col.  Dilger,  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  of 
October,  that  the  Mayor  had  referred  him  to  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan, 
and  that  he  had  very  properly  conferred  with  him  as  to  what  might 
be  proper  to  be  done,  I  still  supposed  he  was  acting  as  a  citizen  of  the 
dty  and  the  State,  and  that  the  regiment  of  '^old  soldiers"  was  to  be  a 
voluntary  organization  of  men  accustomed  to  service,  who,  as  citizens, 
wi-re  willing  to  give  to  the  State  a  few  days  for  the  preservation  of 
order  and  law. 

I  do  not  now  suppose  that  the  regiment  of  ^'old  soldiers"  that  he  re- 
ferred to  was  that  which  was  afterwards  raised  by  his  orders,  com- 
p(*eed  mainiy  of  State  Militia  and  the  students  from  Chicago  Univer- 
sity; and  at  our  meeting  on  October  12tb,  I  did  not  imagine  that  I 
was  conferring  with  him  as  a  military  officer  of  the  United  States,  j 
kbew  that  it  was  my  duty  as  Governor  of  the  State,  to  afford  aid  to  the 
local  authorities,  if  necessary,  and  that  hisdnties  were  those  of  a  citizen, 
and  none  other.  I  could  not,  therefore,  imagine  that  he  was  exercis- 
ing the  illeeal  authority  he  afterward  asserted. 

it  is  my  imprebsiou  now,  derived  mainly  from  the  official  report  ot 
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Lieut.  Oen.  Sheridan  to  the  Adjatant-General,  that  he  had  do  regular 
troops  in  Chicago  antii  the  night  of  the  11th  of  October,  as  he  prob- 
ably did  not  issue  his  orders  for  the  movement  of  troops  to  Chicago 
nntil  after  the  issuance  of  the  Major's  proclamation  on  that  day,  apon 
which  he  relies  for  his  authority  to  employ  them,  and  the  leapt  distant 
point  from  which  thf  y  were  drawn  was,  probably,  Louisville  or  Omaha. 
I  am  also  convinced  that  as  late  as  the  12rh  of  October,  he  ordered 
additional  troops  to  Chicago  to  protect  the  banks  from  trouble  from 
their  depositors. 

I  herewith  submit  the  official  report  of  Lieut.  G-en.  Sheridan  :

Sir:  The  dtsoncanized  condition  of  affairs  in  this  city,  produced  by  and  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  late  fire,  induced  the  city  authoritiea  to  ask  for  assistance  from  the  military 
forces,  as  shown  by  the  Mayor^s  proclamation  of  October  It,  1871.  [Copy  herewith* 
marked  A.]  To  protect  the  public  interests,  intrusted  to  me  by  the  Mayor's  proclamation,  I 
ealled  to  the  city,  companies  A  and  K,  of  the  9th  infantry,  from  Omaha;  companies  A  H 
and  K,  of  the  fith  infantry,  from  Leavenworth;  company  I,  6th  infantry,  from  Fort  Scott; 
and  accepted  the  kind  offer  of  Major  General  Halleck,  to  send  to  me  companies  F,  H  and  K, 
of  the  4th,  and  company  E  of  the  16th  infantry,  from  Kentucky.  I  also,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  called  into  the  service  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  regiment  of  volunteers  for 
twenty  days.  [Copy  of  this  call  inclosed  herewith,  marked  B]  These  troops,  both  regulars 
«nd  volunteers,  were  actively  engaged  during  their  service  here  in  protecting  the  treasure  in 
the  burnt  district,  guarding  the  unbumt  district  from  disorders  and  danger  by  further  firea, 
and  in  protecting  the  store-houses,  depots  and  sub-depots  of  supplies,  established  for  the  re- 
lief of  sufferers  from  the  fire.  These  duties  were  terminated  on  the  28d  inst.  as  shown  by 
letters  herewith  [marked  0,  D  and  E;]  and  on  the  24th  inst,  the  regulars  started  to  their 
respective  stations,  and  the  volunteers  were  disohnrged,  as  shown  by  special  ord«*r  No.  76, 
and  general  order  No.  6,  from  the*e  headquarters.  [Copies  hert'wittv]  It  is  proper  to  men- 
tion that  these  volunteers  were  not  taken  into  the  service  of  the  Ignited  States,  and  no  or- 
ders, agreements,  or  promises  were  made,  giving  them  any  claims  against  the  United  States 
for  services  rendered.

I  do  not  think  any  additional  force  will  be  necessary  after  the  lapse  of  ten  or  fifteen  days.

On  the  20th  of  October  I  addressed  him  the  f<«llowing  letter : 

Stats  of  Illinois,  Eziouttvk  Departuknt, 
SpRiNortiLD,  October  20^  l%1 1. 
Hon.  R  B.  Mason,  Mayor  of  OMeago' 

Sir:  The  General  Assembly  has  now,  by  ample  appropriations,  provided  for  the  support  of 
a  police  force  in  Chicago  that  will  be  a<iequate  to  the  protection  of  persons  and  property  in 
the  city,  and  I  trust  no  time  will  be  lost  in  making  all  needful  preparations  for  relieving  the 
military  force  now  on  duty  under  the  orders  of  Lieut  Oen.  Sheridan. 
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Ifc  excited  the  greatest  surpriae  and  has  ocoasioned  me  the  profoundest  mortification,  that 
joa  failed  to  inform  me,  as  jou  could  easily  have  done  by  telemph,  or  through  my  con- 
fidential secretary,  who  reached  Chicago  on  the  9th  of  October,  of  the  necessity,  in  your  judg- 
ment, for  the  employment  of  military  force  for  the  protection  of  the  city;  and  it  has  pained 
me  quite  as  deeply  that  you  should  have  thought  it  proper,  without  consultation  with  me  by 
telegraph  or  otherwise,  to  have  practically  abdicated  your  functions  as  Mayor.  Happily,  there 
is  no  necessity,  either  real  or  imaginary,  for  the  longer  ooniinuance  of  this  anomalous  state 
of  things.' 

The  United  States  troops  are  now  in  Chicago  in  violation  of  law.  Every  act  of  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  United  States  army  that  operates  to  restrain  or  control  the  people,  is  ille- 
gal, and  their  presence  in  the  city — except  for  the  purposes  of  the  United  States — ought  to  be 
no  longer  ountinued. 

It  is  due  to  you  that  I  should  confess,  that  under  the  trying  circumstances  that  surrounded 
you  on  the  occasion  of  the  late  disaster,  it  was  natural  that  you  should  incline  to  accept  aid 
from  any  qaarter,  to  enable  yo«  to  afford  protection  to  persons  and  property  in  your  city;  but 
1  regret  that  it  did  not  occur  to  you  that  your  own  powers,  under  the  Ijiws,  were  adequate  to 
meet  the  emergencies,  and  that  you  were  entitled,  upon  notice  to  me,  to  the  support  of  the 
whole  power  of  the  State. 

From  information,  that  I  have  not  been  afforded  an  opportuni^  to  acquire  officially,  I  have 
learned  that  Lieut  Gen.  Sheridan  has  rendered  valuable  services,  for  which  he  deserves  the 
thanks  of  ihe  people  of  Illinois;  but  it  would  have  been  more  satisfactory  to  them  if  he,  as 
a  citizen,  had  given  to  you  the  assistance  of  his  eminent  abilities  to  organize  the  people  to 
act,  in  conjunction  with  the  civil  officers,  for  their  own  protection.  That  course  would  have 
been  fitr  preferable  to  that  of  concentrating  a  part  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  in 
Chicago,  and  the  assumption  by  him  of  the  substantial  military  control  of  the  city. 

I  hope  you  will  at  once  inform  Lieut  Gen.  Sheridan  of  your  readiness  to  resume  the  com- 
plete government  of  the  city.

Tour  letter,  of  date  18th  inst,  has  been  received.  Had  your  Excellency,  when  in  Chicago, 
on  the  11  th  and  12th  of  this  month,  informed  me  or  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  or'  your 
disapprobatioo  of  the  course  that  I  had  thought  proper  to  pursue,  in  having,  on  the  10th 
inst,  solicited  his  aid  in  preserving  the  peace  and  order  of  the  city,  and  protecting  the  lives 
and  property  of  its  inhabitants,  satisfactory  reasons  could  have  been  given  your  Excellency 
lor  so  doing,  many  of  which  it  would,  even  now,  be  unwise  to  make  public. 

Iq  the  performance  of  my  official  duties,  I  believed  that  the  emergency  required  me  to 
lake  the  step  that  I  did.  I  do  not  believe,  when  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people — ^the 
peace  and  good  order  of  a  large  city — are  in  danger,  that  it  is  the  time  to  stop  and  consider 
any  questions  of  policy;  but  that  if  the  United  States,  by  the  strong  arm  of  its  military,  can 
give  ihe  instantly  required  protection  to  life,  property  and  order,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  in 
power  to  avail  themselves  of  such  assistance. 

Before  the  receipt  of  your  communication  I  had  already,  upon  consultation  with  other  city 
iffioers,  decided  to  dispense  with  military  aid  in  a  day  or  two;  and  I  am  happy  to  inform 
your  Bxeellency  that  on  Monday,  the  28d  inst.,  your  Excellency  will  be  relieved  from  all 
anxiety  on  account  of  the  assistance  of  the  military  in  protecting  the  lives  and  property  of 
this  people.

On  the  S2d  day  of  October  I  first  learned  of  the  death  of  General 
Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  from  wounds  inflicted  by  one  of  the  volun- 
teers enlisted  under  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  and 
OD  Monday,  the  23d  of  October,  in  company  with  the  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, I  visited  Chicago  to  investigate  the  tacts. 

On  the  28th  day  of  October,  from  a  conviction  that  it  was  my  duty 
to  see  that  the  laws  are  enforced,  I  addressed  the  official  letter  to  the 
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Attornej-GeneraL  herewith  submitted,  and  on  the  80th  the  following 
letter  to  Charles  H.  £eed,  Esq.,  State's  Attorney  of  the  Seventh  Ja- 
dicial  CirGoit,  on  the  same  aabject : 


Ohablbs  H.  Rikd:

DiAB  Sm:— I  ibnrmrd  yon  herewith  a  copy  of  aa  official  letter  addrMsed  by  me  to  Hozu 
W.  Bushnell,  Attoroey-Geaeral,  in  relation  to  the  cireamstanoes  of  the  dea&i  of  General 
Thomas  W.  GrosTenor. 

The  matter  has  occasioned  me  a  great  amount  of  anxiety,  and  after  the  most  mature  reflec- 
tion, I  am  forced  to  the  conviction  that  the  indictment  against  Treat,  the  person  who  inflided 
the  wounds  upon  him,  should  also  include  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  Frank  T.  Sherman,  and  the 
persons  who  claimed  to  be  oiBoers  of  the  reputed  **  Oompany  lb,  First  Regiment  of  Chicago 
Volunteers.'* 

Some  of  the  reasons  that  have  Ibroed  me  to  this  conclusion  are  contained  in  my  letter  to 
the  Attorney-General,  and  others  will  occur  to  you,  familiar  as  you  are  with  the  criminal 
laws  and  the  coune  of  criminal  Justice. 

It  would  be  simply  dishonorable  to  you,  and  to  the  State,  to  prosecute  young  Treat  alone^ 
to  oonyiction,  when  you,  and  every  one  besides  that  are  supposed  to  know  what  the  law  is, 
are  bound  to  confess  that,  if  he  is  guilty  of  a  legal  offense,  so  are  those  who  placed  him  in  a 
position  to  do  mischief;  and  neither  you  nor  the  State  authorities  can  find  a  legal  excase  for 
discharging  Treat  without  trial  No  course  Is  open  to  us  but  to  boldly  and  square^  stand 
up  to  the  line  of  duty. 

I  have  written  tills  to  you  because  I  can  well  understand  that  you  may  feel  a  degree  of 
hesitation  in  advising  the  grand  jury  to  find  an  indictment  against  such  persons  as  R.  B. 
Mason.  P.  H.  Sheridan,  Fnsik  T  Sherman;  and  as  this  case  concerns  the  State,  in  ito  po- 
litical capacity  as  much  as  in  other  respecte,  I  think  it  proper  that  the  (Governor  should  take 
the  responsibility  of  what  is  done.  And  while  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  you,  I  do  ad- 
vise the  indictment  and  trial  of  all  concerned.

I  have  thus  presented,  with  a  degree  of  minnteness  that  may  be 
thought  unnecessary  and  tedious,  an  account  of  the  efforts  made  by 
the  State  authorities  to  dischar^  their  whole  duty,  and  protect  every 
interest  of  the  citizens  of  the  State ;  and  then,  to  make  the  history 
complete,  I  will  add  what  is  well  known :  that  on  the  19th  day  of 
October,  1871,  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  a  bill  ap- 
propriating two  millions  nine  hundred  and  fifty  five  thoueand  three 
nundred  and  forty  dollars,  with  interest  thereon  until  paid,  from  the 
treasury  of  the  Dtate,  for  the  relief  of  Chicago  and  for  the  support  of 
its  police  and  fire  departmeuts —which  bill  was  at  ouce  approved  by 
the  Governor. 

It  will  be  easily  perceived  that  this  statement  does  not  present  a 
complete  history  of  the  acts  of  the  Mayor  and  Lieut.  General  Sheri- 
dan,  and  the  persons  who  acted  under  tne  command  of  the  latter.  I 
have  been  informed  that  he  issued  other  orders  in  respect  to  the  or- 
ganization and  government  of  the  regiment,  and  that  either  he  or  his 
subordinates  assumed  the  right  to  command  the  organized  militia  of 
the  State,  and  that  he  also  gave  directions  to  the  city  police  as  to  their 
duties.  Enough,  however,  can  be  discovered  in  the  facts  developed, 
to  justify  the  statement  that  the  conduct  of  the  Mayor  and  the  mili« 
tary  forces — as  well  the  regular  troops  as  the  volunteers  raised  by 
Lieut.  General  Sheridan — was  in  all  respects  violative  of  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  at  the  same 
time,  by  their  direct  effect  and  example,  subversive  of  the  principles 
of  free  government. 
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It  seems  to  me  to  be  so  dear  tbat  the  oondact  complained  of  is  con* 
trarj  to  the  constitntion  and  the  laws,  that  it  is  impossible,  by  anj 
process  of  reasoning,  to  make  it  more  so.  The  Mayor,  the  mere  exec- 
iitive  officer  of  a  city  created  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  without  control 
over  the  police,  and  with  only  the  general  powers  of  a  conservator  of 
the  peace,  abdicated  some  of  the  most  important  functions  and  daties 
of  his  office,  and^  in  connection  with  this  refusal  to  discharge  his  own 
duties,  attempted  to  place  the  laws  of  the  State  under  the  feet  ot 
citizeo,  ^ho,  forgetful  of  his  own  duty  to  respect,  obey  and  enforce 
the  laws,  in  the  capacity  of  an  officer  of  the  United  States  army,  avail- 
ing himself  ot  the  color  of  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Mayor, 
subjected  his  fellow-citizens  to  military  rule.  No  officer  of  the  Uoitea 
States,  or  of  the  State  of  JUiuois,  has  the  constitutional  or  legal  au- 
thority to  exercise  such  transcendent  powers:  for  Lieutenant-G-eneral 
Sheridan  employed  the  troops  of  the  United  States  in  a  manner  not 
authorized  by  Federal  laws.  He  raised  troops  without  the  consent  of 
Congress,  and  imposed  upon  them  an  unlawful  oath.  He  disregarded 
the  provision  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  which  provides  that  '^the 
military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power,"  and  by 
posting  his  guards  and  sentinels  upon  the  streets  of  a  populous  city, 
with  instructions  to  arrest  persons  passing  upon  them,  and  to  fire  upon 
them  in  case  of  a  refui^l  to  obey  tneir  authority,  the  life  of  a  citizen, 
who  was  under  the  protection  of  the  laws,  was  destroyed. 

And  the  ground  upon  which  this  dangerous  assumption  of  authority 
is  defended  is  that  of  emergency  or  necessity.  I  ao  not  admit  that 
any  necessity  or  emergency  that  could  possibly  arise  would  justify  or 
excuse  the  acts  of  the  Mayor  and  Lieutenant-General  iSneridan ;  but 
as  this  defense  for  their  conduct  has  been  vehemently  urged,  and  has, 
no  doubt,  made  some  impression  upon  the  public  mind,  it  may  be 
proper  to  consider  it  in  the  light  of  the  facts. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  State  troops,  on  the  morning  of 
the  llth  day  of  October,  according  to  all  the  evidence  presented  by 
the  papers  submitted,  Lientenant-General  Sheridan  had  not  officially 
interfered  in  the  slightest  degree  wijth  the  affairs  of  the  city,  nor  waa 
there  a  single  soldier  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  in  Chicago. 
If  there  were  any  doubts  upon  that  point  they  are  put  at  rest  by  his 
own  statements,  iu  what  is  published  as  his  official  report.  He  there 
flays :  ^^The  disorganized  condition  of  affiE^irs  iu  this  city,  produced  by 
and  immediately  following  the  late  fire,  induced  the  city  authorities  to 
ask  for  the  assistance  of  we  military  forces,  as  shown  by  the  Mayor's 
proclamation  of  October  U,  1871.  *  *  *  *  *  To  protect  the 
public  interests  entrusted  to  me  ^  ^  Mayor* a  proclamation^  I  called 
to  this  city  Companies  A  and  K,"  etc.  He  obviously  intends  to  in- 
form the  Adjutant- General  that  he  ordered  the  troops  into  Chicago 
after  the  issuance,  and  in  consequence  of  the  Mayor's  proclamation. 
If  he  had  in  fact  ordered  regular  troops  into  Chicago  prior  to  that 
time,  I  leave  him  to  reconcile  that  fact  with  his  report  to  his  official 
superior.  The  fire  broke  out  on  the  night  of  the  8th  of  October,  and 
ceased  during  the  afternoon  of  the  9th,  and  during  the  day  and  night 
of  the  10th  of  October,  the  civil  officers  and  police  force — aided  by  a 
flingle  battalion  of  State  militia  under  Major  Alstrup,  who  had  ten- 
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dered  its  services  to  the  Chief  of  Police  on  the  9th — and  the  people  of 
the  city,  large  nnmbers  of  whom  had  been  sworn  in  as  special  police, 
had  without  difficulty  preserved  order.  At  four  o^clock  on  tue  morn- 
ing of  the  11th  the  Adjntant-Qeneral  of  IlliDois  arrived,  with  two 
hundred  men,  to  increase  the  force,  and  at  8  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  same 
day,  before  the  Mayor's  proclamation  was  issued,  there  were  on 
duty  in  Chicago:  the  regular  police  force,  numbering  upwards  of  four 
hundred  men ;  Major  Alstrup's  battalion,  200  men  [see  his  report], 
the  militia  of  the  State,  315  men  [see  Adjutant-GeneraPs  report], 
others  rapidly  approaching,  and  several  companies  of  organized 
militia  within  easy  reach  [see  Adjutant  G-eneral's  report],  and  the 
whole  male  population  of  Chicago  and  Cook  county  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  local  authorities,  and  that  of  the  State  under  the  orders  of  the 
Governor. 

The  officers  in  command  of  the  troops  sent  by  me  to  Chicago  were 
among  the  most  distinguished  of  the  late  volunteer  service.  In  proof 
of  this,  no  soldier  of  the  late  war  need  be  more  than  reminded  of  Col. 
Hubert  Dilger,  of  the  Artillery  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland ; 
Major  James  M.  Beardsley,  of  the  13th  Illinois  Volunteers ;  Major 
£.  iS.  Johnson,  of  the  7th  Illinois  Volunteers;  Captain  Joseph  W.  S. 
Stambangh,  of  the  U.  S.  Engineer  Corps;  Capjtain  T.  Culver,  whose 
honorable  crutches  attest  his  bravery ;  Captain  E.  Snyder,  a  trained 
soldier  from  the  European  armies,  who  earned  his  American  citizen- 
ship by  valuable  services  in  the  South  and  West,  and  now  fills  the 
honorable  position  of  Professor  of  Languages  and  Military  Tactics,  in 
the  Illinois  Invustrial  University ,  Captain  H.  Knhlmann,  of  equally 
tried  services ;  or  Captain  Donegan  and  his  colored  men,  each  of 
whom  participated  in  the  horrors  of  the  mine  before  Petersburg,  and 
bears  an  honorable  di(<charge  from  the  army.  Nearly  all  the  enlisted 
men — it  may  be  added — were  honorable  soldiers  of  the  late  war. 

Then  what  was  the  emergency  that  occurred  on  the  11th  to  justify 
the  acts  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Lieutenant-General  t  I  have  no  infor- 
mation upon  that  point,  except  what  1  gather  from  Lieutenant-General 
Sheiidun^s  official  report.  He  says,  in  describing  the  employment  of 
his  forces:  "These  troops,  both  regulars  and  volunteers,  were  actively 
engaged,  during  their  service  here,  in  protecting  the  treasure  in  the 
burnt  district,  guarding  the  unburnt  district  from  disorders  and  dan- 
ger by  further  tires,  and  in  protecting  the  store-houses,  depots,  and 
sub-depots  ot  supplies,  established  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  from  the 
fire.  Tnese  duties  were  terminated  on  the  28d  inst.,  *  *  *  and 
on  the  24th  instant  the  regulars  started  to  their  respective  stations, 
and  the  volunteers  were  didcharged."  He  does  not,  it  is  true,  in  this 
report,  made  on  the  25th  day  of  October,  alter  enumerating  these 
mere  police  duties,  allude  to  the  services  of  Company  L,  of  the  regi- 
ment of  volunteers,  that,  as  late  as  the  night  of  the  20th  of  October, 
at  a  distance  of  three  miles  from  the  burnt  district,  while  enforcing 
military  rule  by  guards  and  sentinels,  with  orders  to  arrest  suspected 
persons  and  shoot  such  as  refused  to  obey  their  orders,  killed  Thomas 
W.  Grosvenor,  but  the  omission  must  be  accounted  for  by  supposing 
that  he  regarded  these  operations  as  merely  incidental  to  the  emergent 
duty  of  protecting  the  treasures  in  the  burnt  district,  guarding  the 
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UDhnrnt  district  from  disorders  and  dangers  by  further  fires,  and  pro- 
tecting the  store-honses  of  supplies. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  discussing  the  conduct  of  the  Major  and 
Lientenant-General  Sheridan,  I  have  preferred  to  follow  the  accounts 
given  by  themselves,  rather  than  those  which  have  been  invented  and 
exaggerated  to  create  a  public  sentiment  unfavorable  to  a  fair  judicial 
investigation.  I  presume  no  instance  can  be  found  in  the  history  of 
free  States  where  public  officers,  for  reasons  so  flimsy,  have  under* 
taken  to  suspend  the  laws. 

Influenced  alone  by  a  sense  of  duty,  and  by  the  belief  that  the  acts 
of  the  parties  named  were  contrary  to  the  laws  and  reproachful  to  the 
diaracter  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  of  most  dangerous  example, 
I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  lay  all  the  facts  before  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  people  of  the  State,  in  preparing  and  addressing 
the  letters  of  the  28th  day  of  October  to  the  Attorney  General  and 
State's  Attorney  of  the  -Seventh  Judicial  Oircnit,  and,  indeed,  in  all 
that  I  have  written  or  done  in  regard  to  these  affairs,  I  was  aware  that 
I  could  scarcely  avoid  giving  offense  to  powerful  interests  that  have, 
for  the  present,  the  support  of  the  opinions  and  sympanies  of  many, 
perhaps  a  majority,  of  the  people  of  Chicago ;  and  I  knew,  also,  that 
the  people  of  the  State  are  still  so  far  under  the  influence  of  feelings 
of  hostility  to  secession  and  its  kindred  heresies,  that  they  are  inclined 
to  view  with  distrust  the  assertion  of  the  authority  of  a  State  and  its 
constitntion  and  laws,  whenever  the  authority  claimed  is  opposed  to 
any  pretension  of  the  Federal  government,  or  any  person  who  pro- 
fesses to  act  in  its  name.  Nor  can  I  profess  to  be  entirely  free  from 
such  feelings,  though  I  cannot  bring  himself  to  believe  that  the  Fed- 
eral and  State  governments  are  hostile  or  rival  organisations,  each 
eager  to  grasp  and  absorb  the  proper  powers  of  the  other,  but  I  re- 
gard them  as  in  fact  but  different  agents  and  trustees  of  the  people, 
instituted  by  them  with  different  powers  and  designed  for  different 
purpoees,  and  that  the  people  can  and  will  modify  and  diminish  or 
enlarge  the  powers  of  each,  as  they  may  determine  will  beet  secure 
their  own  liberties  and  promote  their  own  happiness. 

But  while  I  continue  to  occupy  the  place  to  which  I  have  been  as- 
signed by  my  fellow-citizens,  it  is  my  duty  to  exert  all  the  powers 
they  have  conferred  upon  me  to  maintain  the  adjustments  of  political 

Kwer,  precisely  as  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of 
inois  have,  by  their  own  solemn  constitutions,  determined.  I  am 
Dot  at  liberty,  even  by  my  silence  or  indifference,  to  consent  to  acts 
that  will,  by  their  direct  consequences  or  by  their  influence  and  exam- 
ple, insidiously  change  the  spirit  and  substance  of  our  institutions, 
while  the  forms  of  the  government  apparently  remain  unaltered. 

One  of  the  vital  principles  that  underlies  our  whole  system  of  gov- 
ernment, is  that  of  the  complete  separation  and  the  absolute  independ- 
ence of  the  Federal  and  State  governments.  Chief  Justice  Marshall, 
one  of  the  most  eminent  jurists  and  statesmen  whose  names  adorn  our 
history,  said:  ^^In  America  the  powers  of  sovereignty  are  divided  be* 
tween  the  government  of  the  Union  and  those  of  the  States.  They 
are  each  sovereign,  with  respect  to  the  objects  committed  to  it;  and 
sovereign^  with  respect  to  the  objects  coounitted  to  the  other*'' 
t-2 
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And  I  have  supposed  that  snch  is  not  only  the  proper  view  of  the 
relative  powers  of  the  two  systems  in  the  light  of  the  constitution  and 
of  judicial  decisions,  but  that  it  has  its  foundation  in  necessity  and 
reason.  It  is  impossible  to  suppose  the  case  of  two  governmental  agen- 
cies that  possess  the  same  powers,  that  are  subject  to  the  same  duties— » 
with  respect  to  the  same  objects — at  the  same  moment  If  such  a 
view  was  possible,  under  any  incomprehensible  system  of  politics, 
what  woUid  be  the  effect  of  an  attempt  to  give  it  practical 
application  t  It  would  be,  that  on  occasions  of  disorder  or  diffi- 
culty each  would  depend  upon  the  other,  until  the  rights  and 
safety  of  the  people  would  be  imperiled  ;  or,  if  both  shonld  eagerly 
hasten  to  the  discharge  of  the  common  duty,  their  powers  would 
be  bronght  into  collision — for  if  their  powers  and  duties  were  equals 
who  shall  dedde  between  them  !  On  the  late  occasion  in  Ohi- 
cage,  it  was  only  because  the  representatives  of  the  legal  and  right- 
ful authority  yielded — though  unconsciously — ^to  that  which  was 
usurped  and  illegal,  that  we  escaped  an  unseemly  controversy. 

And  it  is  quite  as  difficult  to  imagine  a  case  in  which  the  inhabit* 
ante,  or  any  officer  of  a  city  or  district,  have  the  right,  when  they  re- 
quire assistance,  to  elect  the  government  from  which  they  will  demand 
it.  Chicago  is  a  part  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and,  upon  principles 
that  we  can  understand,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  State  and  the  city 
are  reciprocal.  The  obligation  of  the  inhabitants  ot'  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago, and  of  all  its  officers,  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  sub- 
mit to  and  enforce  its  authority,  is  continual,  and  admits  of  no  inter- 
ruption; and  the  dnty  of  the  State  to  protect  its  people  by  the 
authority  of  its  laws,  and  the  agency  of  its  officers,  can  neither  cease 
nor  be  suspended,  iiut  if  the  people  of  Chicago,  or  its  Mayor,  have 
tlie  right,  upon  occasions  of  urgency,  to  call  in  the  support  of  the  army 
of  the  United  States,  and  thereby  exclude  the  authority  of  the  State, 
how  are  the  officers  of  the  State  to  govern  their  conduct  t 

On  the  11th  day  of  October,  after  the  militia  of  the  State  had 
reached  the  city  under  the  call  of  the  Mayor,  he  decided  to  call  on  the 
military  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  to  authorize  Lieut.  Gen. 
Sheridan  to  reject  the  aid  of  the  State.  In  his  brief  note  to  Lieut. 
Gen.  Sheridan,  of  the  morning  of  that  day,  he  said  :  '^If,in  your  opin- 
ion, the  men  are  not  wanted,  please  order  their  return."  If  this  right 
of  election  and  exclusion  by  the  Mayor  exists,  what  are  the  future 
duties  of  the  authorities  of  the  State?  It'  the  condition  of  Chicago 
should  again  be  snch  that  its  civil  force  is  inadequate,  and  a  call  be 
made  upon  the  Governor  tor  support,  what  would  be  his  duty  (  for  the 
right  of  election  cannot  be  alone  in  the  city,  or  the  Mayor,  and  even 
the  commander  of  the  United  States  forces  might  conclude  that  he 
would  not  interfere. 

It  seems  to  me,  then,  to  be  clear,  that  our  free  institutions  rest  upon 
the  principle  that  the  power  and  duty  of  the  State  to  preserve  order 
and  maintain  the  laws  within  its  own  boundaries  are  complete  and  per- 
fect, and  are  not  subject  to  the  control  or  interference  of  the  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States,  in  any  case  whatever,  nor  can  the  authori- 
ties of  any  city  or  county  relieve  the  State  from  snch  duties.  1  am 
not  forgetful  of  the  fact  that  by  the  provisions  of  the  4th  section  of  the 
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4th  article  of  the  oonetitation  of  the  United  States,  that  goTernment  is 
boond,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  protect  the  States  from  domes- 
tic violence ;  but  this  constitutional  provision,  and  the  laws  enacted  in 
pursuance  thereof,  are  not  in  opposition,  but  accord  with  the  perfect 
independence  of  the  States.    The   language  of  the  constitution  is: 
"The  United  States  *  *  *  *  shall  protect  each  of  them  [the  States] 
on  application  of  the  Legislature  (or  of  the  executive  when  the  Legis- 
lature cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  violence.''    Under  the 
constitution  it  is  left  to  the  State  anthorities  to  determine  the  necessitj 
for  Federal  aid,  and  no  o£Bcer  of  the  army,  under  any  circnmstances, 
is  at  liberty,   without    their  consent,  to  interfere  in  their  internal 
affairs. 

The  objections  urged  by  me  to  the  conduct  of  the  parties  present  no 
question  of  conflicting  authority  between  the  government  of  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Illinois,  nor  do  my  views  impugn  the 
ri^ht  of  the  United  States  to  enforce  its  laws  in  the  States  without  the 
asaeot  of  the  State  authorities,  or  by  agencies  created  by  itself,  under 
its  own  constitution ;  for  the  acts  set  forth  are  opposed  to  the  laws 
enacted  by  both  governments,  and  are  derogatory  to  free  government 
everywhere.  Already  it  appears,  npon  the  authority  of  a  dispatch 
from  Washington,  published  in  a  New  York  paper,  that  the  paralyz- 
ing influence  of  this  dangerous  example  of  military  rnle  is  felt  in 
Chicago.  It  is  stated  in  the  dispatch  1  quote,  that  ^^though  the  peo- 
ple of  Ohicago  are  unwilling  to  admit  publicly  that  they  need  regular 
troops,  they  have  petitioned  the  President,  privately,  for  them,'°and 
it  is  said  \\ssXfawr  compames  of  regulars  have  been  sent  to  Ohicago  to 
givo  to  the  people  of  a  city  of  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  the 
protection  made  necessary  by  their  own  fears. 

It  is  the  language  of  the  constitution  that  '^the  snpreme  executive 
power  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governor,  who  shall  take  care  that  the 
laws  be  faithfully  executed  ;"  %pd  I  have  in  this  instance — as  in  all 
others — faithfully  and  fearlessly  attempted  to  discharge  that  duty  upon 
which  the  vigor  of  the  laws  and  the  preservation  of  all  that  is  precious 
to  the  people  depends.

HoH.  Washington  Bushnbll,  Attorney-  General : 

I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  reported  circum- 
stances of  the  unlawful  killing  of  General  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  a 
well  known  citizen  of  Ohicago,  that  occurred  about  the  20th  October, 
1871. 

The  leading  facts  of  this  deplorable  affair  are,  as  I  am  informed, 
that  General  Grosvenor,  on  the  night  of  the  day  before  mentioned, 
when  peaceably  passing  along  one  of  the  public  streets  of  the  city,  in 
the  direction  of  his  home,  which  was  near  by,  was  challenged  by  an 
armed  man,  ordered  to  halt,  and  upon  his  refusal  to  obey  the  order, 
waa  fired  upon  and  mortally  wounded.  He  was  conveyed  to  his  home, 
and,  after  lingering  a  few  hours,  died. 

It  appears  also,  from  reports  made  to  me,  that  there  are  reasons  for 
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believing  that  Oeneral  Groevenor  was  mortally  wonnded  by  a  yonng 
man  named  Theodore  N.  Treat,  who  is  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin/but  at  the  time  the  wonnds  were  inflicted  upon  General  Gros- 
venor,  was  in  this  State,  a  stnd^int  attending:  the  Chicago  University. 

But  the  facte  that  give  the  most  extraordinary  and  startling  charac- 
ter to  this  unhappy  aflair  are,  that  upon  the  investigation  irjstitnted  by 
the  Coroner  of  Cook  county,  to  ascertain  the  cause  and  manner  of  the 
death  of  General  Grosveuor,  it  was  disclosed  that  at  the  time  of  the 
infliction  of  the  mortal  wounds  upon  the  person  of  deceased,  Treat 
was  a  member  of  a  reputed  military  organization  known  as  '^Company 
L,  First  Begiment  of  Chicago  Volunteers,'*  and  that  he  had  been 
posted  where  he  was  encountered  by  General  Groevenor,  by  some 
person  who  claimed  to  be  his  proper  military  superior,  with  certain 
general  orders  and  instructions  for  his  guidance,  and  that  the  shooting 
of  Grosvenor  was  probably  within  the  fair  and  reasonable  scope  of 
his  orders. 

When  the  facts  thus  disclosed  before  the  inquest,  came  to  my  know- 
ledge,  being  entirely  uninformed  of  the  existence  of  such  a  military 
organization  as  that  of  the  *'Fir8t  Regiment  of  Chicago  Volunteers," 
I  directed  the  Adjutant  General  to  institute  proper  inquiries,  and  I 
find,  from  his  report,  that  on  or  about  the  lltn  day  of  October,  1871, 
Lieutenant-General  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  of  the  United  States  Army, 
in  command  of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Missouri,  and  whose  offi- 
cial headquarters  are  in  Ciiicago,  issued  from  the  headquarters  of  the 
Military  JJivision  before  mentioned,  an  order  or  orders  that  either  pur- 
ported to  authorize  Frank  T.  Sherman,  a  private  citizen  of  this  State, 
to  raise  troops,  organize  them  into  a  regiment,  and  after  organization 
assume  the  command,  or  that  directed  a  regiment  to  be  otherwise 
raised,  and  conferred  the  command  upon  Mr.  Sherman.  I  have  not 
been  able  to  procure  a  copy  of  the  supposed  order,  and  cannot  furnish 
a  more  precise  or  definite  statement  oi  its  contents. 

It  seems  to  be  certain,  however,  that  immediately  after  the  order  or 
orders  already  mentioned  were  issued,  Mr.  Sherman  assumed  the  mil- 
itary rank  of  Ci>lonel  of  the  First  Etegiment  of  Chicago  Yotunteers, 
issued  his  own  orders  to  several  officers  of  the  organized  militia  of  the 
State,  calling  them  and  the  members  of  their  respective  commands 
into  service  for  the  term  of  twenty  days ;  and  he  also  demanded,  or 
accepted  when  tendered,  the  services  of  the  students  attending  the 
Chicago  Uuivereity,  who  were  in  possedsion  of  arms  furnished^  by 
this  State.  He  organized  the  troops  thus  raised,  with  others  en- 
listed specially,  required  them  to  take  an  oath  of  enlistment,  of 
which  you  will  be  furnished  a  copy,  and  gave  to  the  organiza- 
tion, that  included  the  students  of  the  University,  the  designa- 
tion of  "Company  L,  First  Rgiment  of  Chicago  Volunteers;"  and 
thus  Theodore  N.  Treat  became  a  member  of  said  company  and 
regiment,  &nd  subject,  as  he  supposed,  to  the  orders  of  Lieutenant 
General  Sheridan  and  of  Frank  T.  Sherman,  and  others  by  them 
appointed  to  command  him. 

1  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  substantial  truth  of  the  facts  thns 
stated  for  your  information,  can  be  established  by  the  most  comj>lete 
proofs,  and  it  will  probably  be  made  to  appear,  in  addition,  that  on  the 
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11th  day  of  October,  1871,  E.  B.  Mason,  Esq.,  Mayor  of  Chicago,  by 
his  proclamation  of  that  date,  attempted  to  entrust  to  Lieutenant- 
General  Sheridan  the  duty  of  preserving  good  order  and  peace  in  s^id 
city,  and  that  the  orders  from  the  headquarters  of  the  Military  Divi- 
sion of  the  Missouri,  that  purport  to  authorize  the  raising  ot  the  troops 
that  aUerwards  composed  the  First  Itegiment  of  Chicago  Yolnnteers, 
were  issned  by  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  with  the  tnJl  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  Mayor  of  Chicago. 

It  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  admit  of  question,  that  if  the  orders 
of  Lieutenant  General  Sheridan,  authorizing  troops  to  be  raised,  orga- 
nized and  employed  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  under  the  command  of 
officers  appointed  by  himself,  can  be  supported  upon  any  grounds  af- 
forded by  the  Constitution  or  the  laws,  and  that  Theodore  JN.  Treat 
was  a  private  solder  in  such  lawful  military  organization,  and  that 
when  he  inflicted  the  wounds  that  occasioned  the  death  of  Thomas  W. 
Grosvenor,  he  was  acting  in  pursnance  of  the  legal  orders  of  his  pro- 

1>er  military  superior,  he,  as  well  as  his  superiors,  are  guiltless  of  any 
egal  offense. 

If  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  had  the  right  to  raise,  organize  and 
employ  troops  in  Chicago,  while  that  right  continned  in  him,  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  the  extent  that  they 
conflicted  with  that  right,  were  suspended,  and  while  so  *  suspended 
hiid  no  operation  to  provide  punishments  for  acts  done  under  the  sanc- 
tion of  bis  paramount  anthority. 

Nor  can  it  be  material,  in  this  aspect  of  the  case,  whether  his  power 
to  raise,  organize  and  employ  troops  under  the  circumstances  is  one 
that  pertains  to  his  office  of  Lieutenant-General,  or  that  it  resulted 
from  the  proclamation  of  the  Mayor ;  for  if  his  power  is  established 
by  any  mode,  all  the  legal  consequences  before  ad  verted  to  follow,  and 
the  killing  of  a  citizen  by  armed  men,  acting  nnder  his  authority, 
must  be  regarded  as  the  necespary  price  of  public  safety.  But  if  the 
orders  «'f  Lientenar.t  General  Sheridan  are  without  constitutional  or 
legal  warrant,  they  are  utterly  void,  and  afford  no  protection  to  any 
person  for  acts  done  in  obedience  to  them. 

And  does  the  question  thus  stated  admit  of  hesitation  or  discussion } 

No  one  will  pretend  that  the  power  to  raise,  organize  and  employ 
troops«  or  to  call  the  organized  militia  of  the  States  into  service,  per- 
tains to  the  office  df  Lieutenant-General  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States.  Nor  will  it  be  easy  to  find  defenders  for  the  opinion,  if  it 
shonld  be  expressed,  that  the  Mayor  of  a  city  can  either  esercise  or 
impart  such  power  to  another. 

And  I  will  not,  with  you,  discuss  the  dangerous  and  deceptive  the- 
ory of  necessity  or  emere:ency,  that  has  been  so  often  insisted  upon  to 
justify  acts  of  lawless  usurpation.  It  is  answer  enough  that  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  has  not  entrusted  to  the  mayors  of  its  cities,  or 
to  military  officers,  the  delicate  duty  of  determining  when  its  forces 
may  be  called  into  service  or  its  laws  be  suspended. 

If  these  concluBions  are  correct,  I  think  you  will  perceive  that  it  is 
now  thedut>  of  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney-General,andof  all  other 
officers  ot  the  State,  to  exert  tiiemselves  to  aee  that  the  laws  are  en- 
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forced  against  all  the  parties  coocemed  in  these  illegal  and  dangero  na 
acts. 

It  is  not  necessary,  in  determining  upon  the  line  of  datj  to  be 
adopted,  to  inqaire  whether  the  Mayor  of  Ohicago,  Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral  Sheridan,  Frank  T.  Sherman  and  bis  associates  and  supposed  sub- 
ordinates, who  were  the  agents  by  which  the  death  of  Thomas  W. 
Grosvenor  was  produced,  in  assuming  powers  they  did  not  possess, 
and  that  while  free  governmept  endures  cannot  be  conferred  upon 
them,  were  influenced  by  proper  or  improper  motives  or  purposes. 

They  assumed  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State,  and  substitute  in  their  stead  the  law  of  military  force,  to 
be  defined  and  applied  by  themselves.  They,  by  their  lawless  acts, 
attacked  and  insulted  the  dignity  and  authority  of  the  State,  and  have, 
by  their  dangerous  example,  weakened  public  coniidence  in  the  Oon- 
stitution  and  the  laws,  and  in  their  attempt  to  enfore  usurped  and  law- 
less authority  they  have  sacriiiced  the  life  of  a  peaceable  citizen. 

Animated  by  the  convictions  I  have  thus  expressed,  and  confident 
in  the  belief  that  the  State  of  Illinois,  acting  through  the  proper  de« 
partments  of  its  government,  is  capable  of  protecting  its  own  people, 
and  of  enforcing  the  dignity  and  authority  of  its  own  laws,  I  have  to 
request  that  you,  in  con  junction  with  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  Sov- 
enth  Judicial  Circuit,  will  bring  all  the  facts  before  the  Grand  Jury  oi 
Cook  county,  in  order  that  all  persons  concerned  in  the  unlawful  kill- 
ing of  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  may  be  brought  to  a  speedy  trial.

To  His  Ezobllbnoy  John  M.  Palmes, 

Governor  of  Illinois: 

Sib  : — ^The  State  troops  called  by  your  Excellency  to  assist  the  city 
authorities  of  Chicago  in  preserving  peace  and  order  after  the  confla- 
gration, have  returned  to  their  respective  homes. 

At  5  P.  M.  of  the  10th  inst ,  the  telegraphic  order  to  rendezvous  at 
Chicago  left  the  Executive  office.  At  8  A.  M.  of  the  11th  (815)  three 
hundred  and  fifteen — ^and  at  4  P.  M.  of  the  same  day,  five  hundred 
and  sixteen  (516)  men,  of  well  organized  companies,  efficiently  armed 
and  provideci  with  ammunition,  under  the  command  of  distinguished 
officers  of  the  late  volunteer  army,  had  reported  to  me  and  were  on 
active  duty  at  different  posts  within  the  city  of  Chicago. 

1.  The  Springfield  volunteers — Springfield  Zuuaves,  O'Mara 
Guards,  and  Capt.  Cyrus  Donegan's  colored  company — under  com- 
mand of  Lieut.  Col.  E.  S.  Johnson. 

2.  The  Bloomington  German  Kational  Guards,  Capt.  H.  D.  Kuhl- 
maniL 
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3.  The  Champaign  Oadets,  Prof.  E.  Snyder,  commandiDg. 

4.  The  Sterling  City  Guards,  Capt.  Joe.  W.  R.  Stambaugh. 
6,    The  Rock  Fall  Zouaves,  Oapt.  T.  Onlver. 

6.    The  Rock  Island  Light  Artillery,  Maj.  James  M.  Beardeley. 

Total — 616  n;en,  with  four  (4)  pieces  of  artillery. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  mnskets  and  an  ample  supply  of  in- 
ftntry  ammunition  were  at  once  shipped  on  the  special  train  that  car- 
ried the  Springfield  and  Bloumington  volunteers,  to  be  distributed  in 
case  of  emergency,  and  one  thousand  (1,000)  more,  in  charge  of 
another  colored  company  of  militia,  were  held  io  readiness  at  the 
depot  in  S^'ringfield,  to  be  hurried  to  Chicago  at  a  moment's  warning. 

By  calling  on  the  well  organized  militia  companies  of  Freeport  and 
Elgin,  and  by  forming  detachments  of  veteran  soldiers,  residents  of 
Chicago,  who  oflfered  their  services  by  hundreds,  I  could  have  easily 
mustered,  within  twelve  hours,  from  fifteen  hundred  to  twenty-five 
hundred  men — b,  State  force  strong  and  reliable  enough  to  maintain 
the  law. 

Immediately  upon  my  arrival  at  Chicago — 4:50  A.  M.  of  the  11th — 
I  repaired  to  the  Mayor's  Head  Quarters,  365  Michigan  Avenue,  as 
indicated  in  General  A.  Stager's  telegram  of  the  lOtn;  meeting,  on 
my  way  through  the  ruins  of  Madison  street,  an  ofiicer  of  Major 
Alstrnp's  battalion,  Norwegian  Guards,  S.  M.,  on  duty,  who  informed 
me  that  their  battalion,  mostly  composed  of  citizens  of  the  West-side, 
who  had  not  directly  suffiered  by  fire,  had  volunteered  their  services 
to  the  Ohief  of  Police,  and  were  assisting  the  same  in  preservation  of 
order  since  the  9th — a  promptness  which  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
bringing  to  your  notice. 

I  presented  my  credentiab  to  the  Mayor  shortly  before  6  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  11th.  Mr.  Mason  informed  me  that  he  had 
intrusted  the  maintenance  of  order  to  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan,  who  ex- 
pected, hourly.  United  States  troops  for  that  purpose — that  the  call 
for  State  troops  had  not  been  authorized  by  him,  and  that  he  had 
countermanded  the  orders  of  Major  Beardsley,  by  a  telegram  to  the 
sheriff  of  Rock  Island  county,  an  order  to  which  Beardsley,  however 
(a  true  soldier),  paid  no  attention,  and  reported  promptly  for  duty 
with  his  battery. 

The  Mayor  also  expressed  to  me  his  opinion  that  the  city  was  natu- 
rally in  great  excitement  over  the  fearful  calamity,  but  that  not  the 
aligbtest  indication  of  a  lawless,  riotous  disposition  had  ever  been  man- 
iftsted,  and  that  all  the  rumors  of  incendiarism,  murder  and  lynching, 
existed  only  in  the  imagination  of  the  frightened  population — a  state- 
ment which,  after  three  days  of  duty  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  at  all 
hours  of  day  and  night,  from  personal  observation  as  well  as  from  the 
reports  of  the  ofiicers  of  my  command,  I  found  perfectly  substantial, 
and  which  has  also  been  corroborated  by  General  Sheridan. 

For  further  instructions  the  Mayor  referred  roe  to  the  General,  a 
request  to  which,  under  the  existing  circumstances,  I  felt  bound  to 
yield,  and  at  once  complied  with. 
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In  cdnformity  with  General  Sheridan's  arrangements,  the  State 
troops  were  pat  in  position  as  fast  as  thej  arrived,  officers  and  men 
performing  tbeir  hard  and  fatiguing  duties  of  guards  and  patrols,  day 
and  night,  until  relieved  by  regular  troops,  (of  whose  real  e^trength,  in 
the  city,  at  the  time  of  my  dispatch  of  the  lltb,  I  was  misinformed,) 
with  untiring  zeal  and  a  public  spirit  which  cannot  be  praised  too 
highly,  assisted  by  members  of  the  regnlar  police  force  of  the  quArters 
where  they  were  stationed,  as  their  guides.  Their  presence  evidently 
contributed  to  restore  the  coulideiice  of  the  alarmed  citizens,  and 
rough  as  some  of  theni  (laborers,  white  a'ld  black,  who  had  shouldered 
the  musket  in  their  working  srarb,)  may  have  looked,  their  soldier-like, 
dignified  conduct  must  have  impressed  the  citizens  of  Chicago,  wher- 
ever  they  were  stationed,  that  there  was  reliable  help  enougu  for  them 
from  their  fellow  citizens  of  Illinois. 

Not  the  slightest  complaint  has  reached  me,  and  I  feel  only  grieved 
to  report  that  one  of  the  Spriufi^tield  volunteers,  Fred.  Wagner,  while 
on  night  patrol,  was  severely  wounded  by  the  accidental  discharge  of 
a  comrade's  gun.  The  wounded  man  was  carefully  attended  by  Dr. 
M.  P.  Phinney,  who  volunteered  as  surgeon  of  the  force,  and  hopes 
are  entertained  that  he  will  recover. 

Some  of  the  men  who  volunteered  on  the  expedition  are  poor  labor- 
ers, depending  on  their  daily  wages,  and  I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  they  may  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  loss  of  time, 
as  soon  as  exact  rolls  can  be  prepared. 

In  addition  to  this  report,  1  herewith  transmit  Major  Alstrup's  re- 
port, copies  of  the  marching  orders  issued  from  your  office,  and  of  the 
complimentary  orders  issued  to  the  troops  by  Lieut  Gen.  Sheridan, 
before  their  departure  to  their  homes.

Sir:  In  addition  to  my  reply  of  the  Ist  instant,  allow  me  to  state  that  on  Monday  morn- 
ing, October  9th,  I  offered  the  services  of  mj  Battalion  to  the  General  Su^rintendent  of 
Police,  who  accepted  them;  and  mj  Battalion  h*is  performed  special  police  duty  jointly  with 
the  police,  and  under  the  instructions  of  the  police  officials.  About  a  week  afterwards.  Gen. 
F.  T.  Sherman  sent  for  me,  and  instructed  me  that  I  should  have  to  report  to  him  on/y;  and, 
after  much  pursuasiiin,  he  allowed  the  services  of  my  Battalion  to  stay  with  the  police,  but 
still  ordered  me  to  report  to  him  daily,  which  I  did  until  the  General  Superintendent  of  Police 
disbanded  the  Battalion — thanking  them  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Polioe  for  their  senrioes.

Sib  : — In  reply  to  the  resolation  of  the  Senate  asking  ^^what  per 
cent,  of  the  State  and  county  taxes  is  required  under  the  present  laws 
to  pay  the  cost  of  assessing  tbe  property,  levying  and  collecting  said 
taxes,"  I  have  the  honor  to  say,  that  a  careful  estimate  was  made  on 
the  basis  of  the  assessment  of  1870,  and  the  per  cent,  for  that  year 
was  five  and  two-fifths  for  all  expenses  for  levying,  assessing  and  col- 
lecting the  State  and  county,  school  and  all  other  taxes  of  tbat  year, 
collected  on  the  State  assessment — the  amount  being  $17,087,899. 

Of  course  this  does  not  include  abatements  for  insolvencies,  remo- 
vals, errors,  forfeited  property,  etc.,  etc.

the  inclosed  two  drafts  of  Acts,  with  the  hope  that  they  may  beoome  laws  of  the  State. 

These  drafts  submitted  to  you,  are  designed  to  show  to  your  Excellency  the  nature  of  the 

•  Acts  which  it  is  desimble  should  become  laws  of  the  State,  but  any  other  phraseology  may 
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be  adopted,  proyided  the  objects  desired  are  arrived  tt.    They  are  simiUr  to  laws  which 
have  been  ia  force  in  various  States  for  many  years,  and  are  drafted  to  refer  only  to  sites  for 
light-house  purposes  of  the  United  States. 
The  Acts  are — 

1.  **  An  act  giving  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  the  purchase,  by  the 
United  States,  of  land  within  the  State,  for  light-house  purposes." 

2.  *'  An  act  providing  for  the  acquirement,  by  the  United  States,  of  lands  for  light- 
house purposes,  in  cases  of  disagreement  with  the  owners  thereof,  by  means  of  a  jury  for 
condemnation  or  otherwise." 

The  Act  of  Congress,  approved  May  16,  1820,  requires:  "That  no  light-house,  beacon, 
nor  landmark  shall  be  built  .or  erected  on  any  site  previous  to  the  cession  of  jurisdiction 
over  the  same  being  made  to  the  United  States;"  so  that  an  Act  of  consent  to  purchase  or  of 
cession  of  jurisdiction,  must  in  every  case  precede  the  construction  of  a  light-house  or 
beacon. 

By  Act  of  Congress,  approved  the  12th  of  July,  1870,  providing  for  the  annual  reversion 
of  balances  into  the  Treasury  on  the  Istof  July,  appropriations  for  the  construction  of  light- 
houses arc  available  only  during  the  year  following  the  Act  of  appropriation,  and  if  the 
moneys  appropriated  arc  not  us^  in  that  time,  they  revertt  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States. 

The  fiscal  year  for  which  moneys  are  appropriated  commences  on  the  Ist  of  July,  and  ends 
on  the  following  30th  of  June,  and  it  very  often  happens  that  so  much  time  intervenes  be- 
tween the  passage  of  the  Act  of  appropriation,  and  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  where  the  light-house  is  to  be  erected,  in  cases  where  ttpecial  Acts  of  cession  are  neces- 
sary, as  to  seriouBly  embarrass  the  Light-House  Board  in  the  construction  of  light-houses  in 
the  time  limited  as  above  mentioned. 

In  regard  to  the  second  Act,  I  would  observe  that  an  Act  providing  for  the  acquisition  of 
light-house  sites,  in  cases  of  disagreement,  as  to  price,  between  the  United  States  and  the 
owners  thereof,  is  very  oflen  necessary  on  account  of  th^  cupidity  of  the  latter,  who  are  wil- 
ling to  take  advantage  of  the  necessities  of  commerce  to  demand  exorbitant  prices  for  their 
lands.  It  has  happened  that  the  construction  of  light-houses  has  been  delayed  for  years  on 
this  account,  and  in  the  meantime  there  has  resulted  loss  of  life  and  property. 

If  in  their  wisdom  the  Legislature  of  the  Stiite  of  Illinois  should  deem  it  desirable  to 
enact  laws  similar  to  the  drafts  which  I  enclose,  the  duties  of  this  Board  in  the  construction 
of  the  aids  to  navigation,  with  which  it  is  charged,  will  be  facilitated,  and  they  will  expi- 
dite  the  construction  of  the  works  which  it  is  the  design  of  the  Board  to  recommend  to  Con- 
gress for  the  coast  of  your  State.

As  Act  giving  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  Maine  to  the  purchase,  by  the  United  States, 

of  land  within  this  State,  for  public  purposes. 

SicnoE  1.  That  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  given  to  the  purchase,  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or  under  the  authority 
of  the  same,  of  any  tract,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land,  from  any  individual  or  individuals,  bodies 
politic  or  corporate,  within  the  boundaries  or  limits  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
therein  light-houses  and  other  needful  public  buildings  whatever;  and  all  deeds,  conveyances 
of  title-papers  for  the  same,  shall  be  recorded,  as  in  other  cases,  upon  the  land  records  of 
the  county  in  which  the  lands  so  conveyed  may  lie;  and  in  like  manner  may  be  recorded  a 
■oiBcient  description,  by  metes  and  bounds,  courses  and  distant  cs,  of  any  tract  or  tracts, 
legal  divlBions,  of  any  public  land  belonging  to  the  United  States,  which  may  be  set  apart 
hy  the  general  government  for  any  or  either  of  the  purposes  before  mentioned,  by  an  order, 
patent,  or  other  of&cial  document  or  papers  so  describing  such  land.  The  consent  herein 
and  hereby  given  being  in  accordance  with  the  seventeenth  clause  of  the  eighth  section  of

That  whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Ju 
dicial  Court,  upon  the  application  of  any  authorized  agent  of  the  United  States,  that  the  said 
United  States  are  desirous  of  purchasing  any  tract  of  land  and  the  right  of  way  thereto, 
within  the  limits  of  this  State,  for  the  erection  of  a  light-house,  beacon-light,  or  light-keeper*8 
dwelling,  and  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  are  unknown  non-residents,  or  minora,

nearest  to  where  said  lands  lie,  once  in  each  week,  for  the  space  of  four  months,  which  no- 
tice shall  contain  an  accurate  description  of  the  said  lands,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
owners,  or  supposed  owners,  and  shall  require  all  persons  interested  in  the  said  lands  to 
come  forward,  on  a  day  to  be  specified  in  said  notice,  and  file  their  objections,  if  any  they 
should  have,  to  the  proposed  purchase;  and  at  the  time  specified  in  said  notice  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  a  justice  of  said  court  to  empanel  a  jury,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  to 
assess  the  value  of  said  lands  at  their  fair  market  value,  and  all  damages  sustained  by  the 
owner  of  the  lands  so  appropriated  b^  reason  of  such  appropriation ;  which  amount,  when  so 
assessed,  together  ?rith  the  entire  costs  of  said  proceedings,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury  of  said  county  in  which  said  proceedings  are  had,  and  thereupon  the  sheriff  of  the 
said  county,  upon  the  production  of  the  certificate  of  the  treasurer  of  said  county  that  the

Sib: — I  anticipate  that  CoDgress  will  early  in  the  session  make  an  appropriation  for  th» 
erection  of  suitable  public  buildings  iq  the  city  of  Chicago,  in  place  of  those  recently  de- 
stroyed. I  think  it  will  be  necessary  either  to  procure  additional  land  adjoining  the  custom 
house  sitCf  or  to  obtain  a  much  larger  site  in  some  other  convenient  part  of  the  city. 

The  experience  which  the  government  has  had  in  other  places,  leads  me  to  suggest  to  yon 
the  expediency  of  obtaining  authority  of  the  Legislature,  for  the  condemnation  by  the  proper 
State  Court,  of  such  parcels  of  land  as  the  government  of  the  United  States  may  need  for 
public  buihiings,  upon  the  payment  of  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  awarded  by  appraisers 
to  be  appointed  by  the  court.  Precedent  for  this  course  may  be  found  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1870,  by  virtue  of  which  the  government  ob- 
tained a  title  to  a  portion  of  the  site  for  the  new  post-office  building  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

I  make  this  communication  to  you  at  the  present  time  in  order  that  you  may,  if  you  think 
proper,  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois  at  its  present  session  to  the  matter. 

In  absence  of  the  authority  referred  to,  the  government  might  be  under  the  necessity  of 
rebuilding  upon  the  present  site,  which  seems  to  me  -Insufficient  for  suitable  public  buildings, 
or  to. accept  a  site  not  well  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  the  city.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  E.  B.  Harlan,  Private  Secretary, 
Mr.  President:   I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the 
Senate  the  reporc  of  the  Commissioners  to  contract  the  Southern  Illi- 
nois Insane  Asylum  and  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  CTniversity, 
and  also  the  special  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

To-  His  Exoellbnot  J.  M.  Palmbb,  Governor  of  Illinois : 

Pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly,  ap- 
proved April  — ,  1871,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  appointed  to  con- 
struct the  Southern  Illinois  Insane  Asylum,  located  at  Anna,  and  the 
Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  located  at  Carbondale,  met  in 
the  latter  city  on  the  27th  of  April,  1871,  and  organized  by  the  election 
of  R.  H.  Sturgess,  permanent  Chairman,  and  E.  J.  Palmer,  Secretary. 

John  Wood  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Asylum, 
and  R.  H.  Sturgess,  Superintendent  of  the  Normal  University. 

The  former  Commissioners  of  the  Insane  Asylum  were  immediately 
notified  of  such  organization,  and  that  the  new  Board  would  meet  at 
Anna,  on  Tuesday,  May  2d,  to  receive  the  books,  papers,  money,  etc., 
belonging  to  the  Asylum.  The  trustees  of  the  Normal  University 
were  also  notified  that  we  would  meet  them  at  Carbondale,  on  Wed* 
nesday,  May  Sd,  to  receive  books,  etc,  then  in  their  possession. 
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The  Board  met  at  Anna,  at  the  time  mentioned,  and  met,  of  the 
retiring  Board,  George  L.  Owen,  Treasurer,  and  Benj.  F.  Wiley, 
Secretary,  who  surrendered  books,  papers,  ofSce  tixtures,  farm,  stock, 
etc. ;  the  new  Board  taking  formal  possession  of  everything  pertain- 
ing to  the  Institution. 

On  May  3d,  we  met  at  Carbondale,  to  receive  property  belonging 
to  the  Normal  University,  only  one  member  of  the  retiring  Board 
being  present,  the  others  reporting  their  inability  to  attend.  After 
taking  possession  of  such  books  and  property  as  could  be  found,  we 
proceeded  to  the  transaction  of  business. 

NORMAL   UNIVERSnT. 

In  complying  with  the  requirements  of  section  6,  of  the  act  creating 
the  present  Board,  we  were  unavoidably  delayed  by  the  unfortunate 
death  of  the  contractor,  J  M.  Campbell,  who  lost  bis  life  while  em- 
ployed at  the  building.  We  could  do  nothing  until  administrators 
were  appointed  by  the  court.  As  soon  as  this  was  done,  we  notified 
the  administrators  of  our  readiness  to  hear  any  proposals  they  had  to 
make,  or  to  receive  the  assets  in  their  hands,  and  to  proceed  to-  a  final 
settlement. 

In  compliance  with  our  notice,  the  administrators  turned  over  to  us 
the  following  described  assets,  to-wit :  Bonds  of  the  city  of  Carbondale 
to  the  amount  of  $100,000,  less  the  first  year's  coupons  taken  from 
said  bonds ;  the  unexpended  portion  of  the  Illinois  Central  Kailroad 
freight  donation,  to  amount  of  $19,685  63 ;  lands  situated  in  city  of 
Carbondale,  Jackson  and  Williamson  counties;  and  signified  tneir 
readiness  to  have  the  price  of  work  done  and  material  furnished  af- 
fixed by  appraiser,  as  provided  by  said  section  6. 

The  appraisers  selected  were :  David  Johnson,  on  the  part  of  the 
appraisers,  and  Edward  Jnngunfeld,  architect,  of  St.  Louis,  on  the 
part  of  the  Board.  The  two  appraisers  selected  as*  umpire,  Arthur 
Boyle,  of  Cairo. 

The  appraisers  made  a  careful  estimate  by  actual  measurement  of 
the  work  done  and  materials  furnished,  suitable  for  the  building,  and 
allowed  the  estate  the  sum  of  $119,816  19.  As  part  of  material  ac- 
cepted by  the  appraisers  was  not  on  the  premises,  and  other  not  suit- 
able, by  direction  of  your  Excellency  a  deduction  of  $4,355  76  was 
made,  making  the  sum  actually  paid  for  all  work  done  and  material 
furnished,  $115,469  93,  which  we  think  a  fair  and  full  value  for  nil 
material  furnished  and  labor  performed  in  and  around  the  building. 
On  final  settlement  with  the  administrators,  we  found  that  there  was 
due  the  estate  $20,496  46,  and  vouchers  for  that  amount  were  paid  by 
the  Treasurer. 

After  getting  possession  of  the  building  and  material,  in  compliance 
with  requirements  of  section  6  of  the  act  creating  the  Board,  we  had 
such  modifications  of  the  plans  made  as  were  possible  without  im- 
pairing the  usefulness  and  beauty  of  the  building  —  the  principal 
changes  being  made  in  curtailing  the  hight  of  roof,  and  the  substitu- 
tion of  galvanized  iron  for  stone  cornice  on  three  sides,  the  stone  tor 
front  cornice  being  then  nearly  all  prepared.  The  changes  made  les- 
flens  the  cost  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars,  without  in  the  least  detract- 
ing from  the  appearance  of  the  building. 
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After  the  plans  had  been  perfected,  we  sent  adyertisemente,  on  the 
28th  of  June,  to  the  Chieago  JoumaUj  Springfield  Journal^  St.  Lonis 
Democrat^  tiwA' Egyptian  iSun^  Cairo,  invitir»g  bidsnntil  July  18ih,  at 
4  o'clock  P.  M.,  tor  the  completion  of  the  Normal  University  building. 
Five  bids  were  received,  from  the  following  persons : 

W.  F.  Bushnell,  Mendota |1 80,000 

Rapp,  Robinson  k  Darling,  Oarbondale 186,000

Wickwipe  &  Boyle,  Cairo 112,600

The  bid  of  Wickwire  &  Boyle  being  the  lowest  bid,  the  contract 
was  let  to  them,  we  reserving  the  right  in  the  contract  to  suspend 
work  at  any  time  without  incurring  any  additional  expense  on  ac- 
count ot  such  suspension;  and  further  agreeing  to  pay  them  only 
$25,000  until  a  further  appropriation  was  made  or  the  assets  on  hand 
disposed  of,  at  the  same  time  binding  them  to  have  the  building  in- 
closed on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1872.  We  deemed  it 
absolutely  necessary  to  get  the  building  under  roof  as  soon  as  possible 
to  prevent  injury  during  the  winter  season,  and  to  that  end,  although 
we  have  only  half  enough  funds  to  pay  for  that  amount  of  work,  made 
it  a  condition  of  the  contract,  a  copy  of  which,  with  bond  attached,  is 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

We  found  upon  taking  possession  of  the  building  premises  that  we 
had  on  hand  a  building  intended  to  be  magnificent — in  size  209  feet 
by  108  feet — only  built  to  the  top  of  the  first  story,  with  a  debt  (after 
settling  with  Campbell's  administrators)  of  $20,495  46,  and  with  but 
$50,0i)0  with  which  to  liquidate  the  debt  and  go  on  with  the  work. 
But  believing  that  the  interests  of  the  State  required  the  early  com- 
pletion of  the  building,  and  knowing  further,  from  experience,  that 
the  building  in  the  condition  in  which  we  found  it  would  be  injured  to 
the  amount  of  thousands  of  dollars  by  standing  exposed  during  the 
winter,  we  determined,  alter  advising  with  your  Excellency,  to  at 
least  inclose  it,  trusting  to  the  known  magnanimity  of  our  G-eneral 
Assembly  to  provide  the  means  for  paying  the  contractors  for  the  ex- 
penditures incurred. 

The  contractors  are  pushing  the  work  as  rapidly  as  possible,  having 
the  building  nearly  ready  for  the  roof,  and  by  the  time  specified  in 
the  contract  will  have  it  secure.  It  is  our  earnest  wish  to  push  the 
building  to  an  early  completion,  and  if  the  means  are  furnished,  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  have  it  completed  in  time  for  the  fall  term  of  1872.

On  taking  possession  of  the  Insane  Asylam  and  premises,  we  found 
the  basement  storj  not  jetfinistied,  and  only  $33,000  of  the  $125,000 
appropriated  remaining  unexpended.  The  contract  having  been 
made  by  the  former  Board,  we  could  do  no  more  than  urge  a  more 
rapid  prosecution  of  the  j^otk.  The  delay  since  we  have  had  control 
of  the  work,  has  been  caused  mainly  from  the  want  of  funds  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor,  and  his  inability  to  procure  readily  the  material 
called  for  in  the  contract,  a  part  of  the  brick  (the  yellow)  having  to  be' 
broDo^ht  from  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  and  the  white  sand  from  St. 
Loois. 

Od  July  26th,  seeing  no  prospect  of  an  early  completion  of  the 
building,  or  a  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  we  notified, 
through  our  Superintendent,  the  contractors'  securities  to  meet  us  at 
Anna,  on  August  the  Isl,  and  either  furnish  means  for  a  more  rapid 
prospcntion  of  the  work,  or  a  surrender  of  the  contract.  The  securi- 
ties met  as  as  requested,  and  agreed  to  furnish  the  contractor  meaosi

and  also  to  appoint  an  agent  to  disburse  the  funds  so  as  to  satisfy  the 
laborers  on  the  building. 

We,  on  our  part,  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

^^ReBolvedy  That  the  Board  wiU  extend,  during  its  own  pleasure,  the  time  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  asylum  building,  provided  positive  assurance  be  given  that  the  building  shall  be 
inclosed  by  the  Ist  day  of  December,  1871,  and  that  all  the  material  used  and  work  done  be 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  specifications." 

The  securities  accepted  the  proposition  and  signed  the  agreement, 
which  is  in  our  possession. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract,  unless  the  building  was  three-fourths 
done  by  the  first  day  of  August,  1871,  and  completed  by  the  24-th 
day  of  December,  1871,  the  contractor  forfeited  all  rights,  and  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  through  their  Superintendent,  could  take 
possession  and  finish  the  building  at  the  expense  of  the  contractor. 
&at  as  he  contended  that  the  job  was  delayed  through  no  fault  of  his 
owD,  we  concluded,  after  deliberation  and  consultation  with  your 
Excellency,  that  it  would  be  better  to  extend  the  time  for  completion 
than  to  involve  the  State  in  litigation,  besides  incurring  a  further  de- 
lay in  the  completion  of  the  building.  The  work  is  progressing  rapidly 
at  the  present  time,  and  the  building  will  be  inclosed  by  the  time 
specified  in  the  agreement,  made  in  August,  and  will  be  ready  for 
plasteiing  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  weather  will  admit.  We 
deem  it  only  Justice  to  the  contractor  to  state  that  all  the  material 
used  is  of  the  best  quality,  and  the  workmanship  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  in  the  State.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  we  think 
some  allowance  should  be  made  on  account  of  the  material  used  hav- 
ing to  be  brought  from  such  distances. 

The  building  being  erected  will  be  practically  useless,  until  the 
center  and  rear  buildings  are  erected.  The  heating,  ventilating,  cook- 
ing, washing  and  drying  apparatus  all  being  located  (and  properly  so) 
in  the  rear  building,  and  the  oflicers'  and  attendants'  apartments  all 
being  in  center  main  building,  even  temporary  connections  cannot  be 
made  between  rear  building  and  the  wing  now  in  course  of  construc- 
tion without  the  basement  story  of  the  center  building  being  first 
erected.  As  a  matter  of  economy,  we  earnestly  recommend  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  the  erection  of  the  building  named,  during  the 
coming  year. 

We  can  and  will  complete  the  buildings  named  during  ensuing  year 
if  the  means  are  furnished  us  in  time  to  make  the  contracts  at  the 
commencement  of  the  season,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  which  accom- 
panies this  report. 

We  would  state  that  we  have  visited  the  following  insane  hospitals 
within  the  past  few  months,  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  possible,  the  best 
mode  of  heating  and  ventilating^  hospitals  tor  the  insane,  viz :  Long- 
view,  near  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  Illinois  State  Hospital,  Jacksonville; 
St.  Louis  Hospital,  St.  Louis ;  and  Cincinnati  Hospital,  Cincinnati, 
and  find  that  the  plan  for  lieating  and  ventilating  the  Southern  Illi- 
nois Insane  Asylum,  with  some  modifications  and  alterations,  is  as 
near  perfect  as  any  we  visited. 

The  Asylum  Farm,  under  the  arrangements  of  the  former  Board, 
we  consider  a  failure,  the  expenditures  being  much  greater  than  the 
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receipts ;  and,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  contract  of  the  farm  steward, 
we  leased  the  premises  for  one  year,  receiving  a  portion  of  the  crops  in 
payment. 

The  annexed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  amoont 
necessary  to  put  the  Institution  in  running  order,  has  been  carefully 
made ;  and  should  the  amount  asked  for  be  appropriated,  we  shall  use 
our  best  endeavors  to  discbarge  our  duties  faithfully  and  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Institution  and  the  State.

The  State  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  have  nearly  completed 
the  annual  visitation  of  State  and  county  institutions,  required  by  law, 
and  will  submit  their  regular  annual  report  on  or  before  the  litteoDth 
day  of  December.  In  accordance  with  yonr  Excellency's  request,  the 
following  special  report  is  respectfully  submitted,  in  anticipation  of 
the  coming  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Northern  Insane  Asylum  have  submitted 
to  this  Board  their  estimates  of  the  amount  necessary  to  complete  and 
finish  that  institution,  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary  :

The  actual  cost  of  the  items  named,  at  the  time  of  their  completion, 
(including  trustees'  and  office  expenses,  commissions  to  architect,  etc.) 
will  be  $261,782  94.  This  will  include  certain  items  not  contained  in 
the  estimates  on  which  the  appropriations  were  based,  viz :

This  amount,  $323,357  68,  will  have  to  be  appropriated,  now  or 
hereafter,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  act  creating  this 
asylum. 

The  commissioners  of  the  Southern  Insane  Asylum  have  also  sub- 
\nitted  estimates  of  the  cost  of  completing  that  institution. 

The  appropriation  of  1869  ($125,000)  is  the  only  one  made  thus  far 
for  Anna.  An  appropriation  of  $60,000  was  voted  by  the  present 
Asseiubly,  but  the  act  was  not  signed  until  after  the  expiration  of  the 
time  named  in  the  constitution.

After  a  carefal  examination  of  the  situation  and  necessities  of  the 
insane  of  Illinois,  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  interests  of  this  unfortunate  class  require  that  the  State  should 
prosecute  the  work  of  building  the  necessary  asjlums  with  the  utmost 
-^gor.  The  insane  are  properly  the  wards  of  the  State;  and  the  pro- 
vision for  their  care  in  Illinois  is  terribly  inadequate  to  the  existing 
demand.  There  are  between  twentyUve  hundred  and  three  thousand 
insane  persons  within  our  bounds,  for  whom  the  State  has  at  present 
only  one  asylum,  at  Jacksonville,  in  which  not  more  than  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  can  be  successfully  treated.  The  Elgin  institution, 
which  will  be  opened  early  in  1872,  will  be  able  to  receive  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five.  The  institution  at  Anna  cannot  receive  a  sin- 
gle patient  for  at  least  a  year  to  come.  Two  hundred  and  forty  are 
crowded  into  the  Cook  County  Asylum,  which  was  designed  for  one 
hundred  and  fifty.  Three  hundred  more  are  scattered  through  the 
county  almshouses,  outside  of  Cook  county.  If  both  the  Northern 
and  Southern  Asylums  are  completed  by  the  fall  of  187o,  not  one-half 
of  the  insane  of  Illinois  will  even  then  be  cared  for.  With  these  facts 
staring  us  in  the  face,  we  are  compelled  to  recommend  the  greatest  liber- 
ality to  both  these  institutions,  consistent  with  the  financuB  of  the  State. 

The  amount  expended  on  the  Southern  Nprmal  University,  to  date, 
is  $143,543  53.  To  complete  and  furnish  the  building,  and  grade  and 
fence  the  grounds,  will  ab^orb  the  present  balance  on  hand  ($10,883  15), 
and  require  $109,752  60  in  addition.  Good  policy  would  seem  to  dic- 
tate that  the  present  investment  of  nearly  $150,000  should  not  be 
allowed  to  go  to  waste  for  want  of  sufficient  additional  appropriations 
to  make  the  investment  available,  especially  in  view  of  the  effect 
which  this  institution  will  have  upon  the  educational  interests  of 
Southern  Illinois. 

One  other  subject  seems  to  demand  notice  at  the  hands  of  this  Board. 
We  refer  to  the  situation  of  Cook  county  and  the  county] ifistitutions, 
since  the  deplorable  catastrophe  at  Chicago.  The  itkte!btedness  of 
Cook  county,  before  the  fire,  was  $3,300,000,  while  the'oounty  valua- 
tion, at  the  last  assessment,  was  $100,000,000 — which  would  authorize 
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an  indebtedness,  under  the  conetitHtioD,  of  $5,000,000.  The  annual 
couDty  expenses  are  over  $1,200,000,  and  will  not  be  reduced — but 
rather  increased — since  the  lire.  It  is  thought  that  the  new  asseBS- 
ment  to  be  made,  cannot  exceed  $70,000,000;  and  without  exceedincr 
the  constitutional  limit  of  taxation  this  valuation  will  not  produce  euf^ 
ficient  revenue  for  ordinary  expenses,  by  $100,000  or  $150,t00.  The 
Court  House,  of  which  the  county  owned  one-half,  is  in  ruius,  and  the 
county  has  no  available  means  with  which  to  rebuild  it,  while  the 
$3,000,000  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  late  session, 
for  the  relief  of  Chicago,  goes  exclusively  into  the  city  treasury.  With 
the  reducrion  in  value  of  taxable  property  in  Cook  county,  it  is  not 
yet  clear  whether  the  county  can  provide  tor  its  immediate  ueceesities 
by  loan.  The  county  will  probably  apply  for  State  aid,  in  some  forna. 
The  subject  is  beset  by  difficulties,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  determine  what 
is  best  to  be  done ;  but  this  Board  will  gladly  co-operate  in  any  feasible 
scheme  for  the  relief  of  the  county.  And  our  legal  relation  to  the 
insane,  especially,  leads  us  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency 
and  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  imperative  necessity  of  seeingr  that 
the  sufferings  of  this  class,  so  utterly  unable  to  help  tliemselves,  are 
not  increased  by  this  calamity,  through  inaction  on  the  part  of  the  State. 
One  institution,  the  Illinois  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  was  wholly  con- 
sumed by  the  flames.  There  were  twelve  inmates,  totally  blind,  id 
the  house  at  the  time."  A  trifling  appropriation  of  $4,000 — $2,600  for 
the  rent  of  temporary  buildings  until  the  meeting  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  L873,  and  $1,500  for  indispensable  furniture — will  enable 
the  infirmary  to  continue  its  career  of  usefulness,  until  arrangements 
can  be  matured  for  building  a  new  edifice,  upon  suitable  grounds. 
This  is  all  that,  the  institution  aske,  and,  in  our  judgment,  the  request 
should  be  granted  without  hesitation.

**It  is  telegraphed  Ax)ra  Springfield  that  Grovernor  Palmer  is  ^decidedly  opposed  *  to  United 
States  troops  being  stationed  at  or  near  Chicago,  and  'will  oppose  any  such  interference  of 
his  rights  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military  of  Illinois/  We  do  not  beliCTe,  when  the 
Governor  knows  the  circumstances,  that  he  will  do  any  such  thing. 

"The  officers  of  the  Relief  Society,  together  with  a  large  number  of  our  most  prominent 
citizens,  signed  an  application  to  General  Sheridan  to  station  some  of  the  troops  in  his  com- 
mand at  or  near  Chicago,  to  be  used  in  case  of  emergency.  The  large  supplies  the  Relief 
Society  will  have  in  store  during  the  winter  were  not  deemed  safe;  besides,  threatened 
strikes  in  some  quarters  indicated  that  laborers  willing  to  work  might  not  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

^'General  Sheridan  referred  the  appeal  of  our  citizens,  with  his  favorable  judgment,  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  who  immediately  ordered  four  companies  of  the  £ighth  United  States  In- 
fantry from  New  York  to  Chicago,  and  they  will  arrive  to-morrow  morning  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  authorities,  should  the  necessity,  unhappily,  arise  for  their  use.  Only  this,  and 
nothing  more. 

**That  the  government  has  the  same  right  to  establish  a  military  post  near  Chicago  that  it 
has  near  St.  Louis  and  Sew  York,  and  other  cities,  the  most  sensitive  head  of  the  militia  of 
a  State  cannot  question.  Tnat  the  authorities  can  call  upon  the  government  to  assist  in  pre- 
venting a  threatened  outbreak,  or- putting  one  down,  has  been  often  demonstrated;  and  the 
people  of  Chicago  have  a  right  to  the  security  which  the  presence  of  these  troops  affords 
them,  no  one  with  a  grain  of  sense  will  pretend  to  question."

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  to  you  a  printed  slip,  cut  from  the  "  Chicago  Journal,*' 
a  highly  respectable  newspaper,  published  in  Chicago,  and  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to 
Its  contents. 

My  apology  for  troubling  your  Excellency  with  a  paper  of  the  character  of  that  inclosed  is, 
Ihat  it  is  stated  therein  that  "  four  companies  of  the  Eighth  United  States  Infantry  have 
been  ordered  from  New  York  to  Chicago,  and  will  arrive  there  to-morrow  (to-day),  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  authorities,"  and  that  the  reasons  for  ordering  troops  to  Chicago  are,  that 
'*  the  large  supplies  the  Relief  Society  will  have  in  store  during  the  winter  were  not  deemed 
safe;  besides,  threatened  strikes  in  some  quarters  indicated  that  laborers,  willing  to  work, 
might  not  be  allowed  to  do  so,"  and  that  an  application,  stating  these  facts,  was  signed  by 
the  officers  of  the  Relief  Society,  and  other  citizens,  presented  to  General  Sheridan,  and  bj 
pirn  approved  and  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 
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In  addition  to  this,  mmon  in  the  fonn  of  telegraphic  dispatches  from  Washington  and 
Chicago  have  reached  ra«,  that  troops  were  ordered  to  Chicago  for  purposes  connected  with 
the  safety  of  property  and  the  preservation  of  order  in  the  city,  but  no  information  of  the  ex- 
istence of  the  daingers  alluded  to  have  reached  me  from  any  quarter  whatever. 

I  cheerfoily  concede  that  it  is  for  the  President  to  designate  the  stations  of  the  troops 
oomposing  the  army,  and  that  he  is  under  no  obligations,  founded  upon  the  constitution  or 
the  laws,  or  upon  the  rules  of  official  courtesy,  to  communicate  his  orders,  or  the  reasons 
that  influence  him  in  making  them,  to  the  Governor  of  any  of 'the  States,  unless  the  orders 
in  question,  or  the  presence  of  the  troops,  are  intended  in  some  way  to  affect  or  influence 
the  internal  affairs  of  the  particular  State  to  which  the  troops  are  sent  In  the  latter  case,  it 
will  readily  occur  to  you  that  the  Governor  of  the  State,  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  laws, 
ia  deeply  concerned  for  the  troops,  and  the  orders  under  which  they  are  to  act  may  operate 
10  diminish,  or  greatly  increase  the  difficulties  of  his  official  position.  I  am  happy  in  the 
consciousness  that  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  abundantly  able  to  protect 
eveiy  interest  of  the  people  that  depends  upon  ite  internal  peace  and  good  order,  and  am  un- 
willing to  believe  that  the  President  of  the  United  States,  acting  upon  information  of  a  con- 
traiy  character,  communicated  by  private  citizens  to  an  officer  of  the  army,  has  ordered  any 
portion  of  the  army  into  this  State,  to  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  authorities,  either  to  pro- 
tect the  store-houses  of  the  Relief  Committee,  or  to  interfere  with  the  possible,  though  not 
probable  "  strikes  "  of  laborers. 

I,  therefore,  deem  it  due  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  to  frankly  inquire  of  your  Ex- 
cellency whether  the  troops  ordered  to  Chicago  are  intended  or  instructed  to  obey  the  call  of 
any  authorities  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  the  city  of  Chicago,  or  in  any  way  whatever  to  as- 
same  the  protection  either  of  property  or  the  preservation  of  order  in  that  city?

Sir:  I  am  ia  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  Sd  inst,  inquiring  the  nature  of  the  orders,  etc, 
ander  which  four  companies  of  United  States  troops  have  been  ordered  to  the  city  of  Chicago, 
and  asserting  your  ability,  as  Executive  officer  of  the  State,  to  furnish. all  the  protection 
uked  in  the  appeal  of  the  citizens  of  Chicago  from  these  troops. 

In  reply,  I  inclose  you  a  copy  of  the  appeal,  of  General  Sheridan *s  remarks  thereon,  of  the 
9T^en  given  in  sending  the  troops,  and  of  all  correspondence  between  General  Sheridan  and 
Uie  aathorities  here,  since  the  great  fire,  which  laid  so  much  of  the  wealth  of  Chicago  in  ashes. 

I  will  <mly  add,  further,  that  no  thought  here  even  contemplated  distrust  of  the  State  au- 
thorities of  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  lack  of  ability  on  their  part  to  do  all  that  was  necessary, 
or  expected  of  them,  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  within  the  liniite  of  the  Stete. 

The  only  thing  thought  of  was  how  to  benefit  a  people  stricken  by  a  calamity  greater  than 
bad  ever  befallen  a  community  of  the  same  number  before  in  this  country.  I'he  aid  was  of  a 
like  nature  with  that  given  in  any  emergency  requiring  immediate  action. 

No  reflections  were  contemplated  or  thought  of,  affecting  the  integrity  or  ability  of  any 
State  officer  or  city  official,  within  the  limite  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  perform  his  whole 
duty.

Sib:  The  disori^nized  condition  of  affairs  in  this  city,  produced  by  and  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  late  fire,  induced  the  city  authorities  to  ask  for  assistance  from  the  military 
forces,  as  shown  by  the  Mayor's  proclamation  of  October  11,  1871.  [Copy  hereinth, 
marked  A.]  To  protect  the  public  interests,  intrusted  to  me  by  the  Mayor's  proclamation,  I 
called  to  this  city  companies  A  and  E,  of  the  9th  infantry,  frt>m  Omaha;  companies  A,  H  and 
K,  of  the  5th  infantry,  from  Fort  Leavenworth;  company  I,  6th  infantry,  from  Fort  Scott; 
and  accepted  the  kind  offer  of  Major  General  fialleck,  to  send  to  me  companies  F,  H  and  K, 
of  the  4th,  and  company  E.  of  the  16th  infantry,  from  Kentucky.  I  also,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  called  into  the  service  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  regiment  of  volunteers  for 
twenty  days.  [Copy  of  this  call  inclosed  herewith,  marked  B.]  These  troops,  both  regulars 
and  volunteers,  were  actively  engaged  daring  their  service  here  in  protecting  the  treasure  in 
the  burnt  district,  guarding  the  unburnt  district  from  disorders  and  danger  by  further  fires, 
and  in  protecting  the  store-houses,  depots  and  sub-depots  of  supplies,  established  for  the  re- 
lief of  sufferers  from  the  fire.  These  duties  were  terminated  on  the  23d  inst.  as  shown  by 
letters  herewith  [marked  C,  D  and  E ;]  and  on  the  24th  inst ,  the  regulars  started  to  their 
respective  stations,  and  the  volunteers  were  discharged,  as  shown  by  special  order  No.  76, 
and  general  order  No.  5,  from  these  headquarters.

Their  services  were  invaluable,  but  as 
soon  as  the  excitement  subsided,  the  old  cit.v  government  desired  to  again  take  charge,  and 
of  course  I  sent  the  troops  home,  although  it  had  been  my  intention  to  keep  four  companies 
here  during  the  winter.

I  have,  therefore,  been  solicited,  by 
Mr.  Joseph  Medill.  the  in-coming  new  mayor,  and  the  prominent  i-itizen,  to  again  bring  to 
the  city,  for  the  winter,  four  (4)  companies  of  infantry.  I  am  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of 
their  presence  here,  and  ask  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  bring  them.  They  can 
be  spared  from  General  Pope's  command.

I  have  read  your  Excellency's  letter,  and  examined  the  papers  received  with  great  atten- 
tion, and  while  I  am  not  insensible  of  the  kindness  that  prompts  you  to  disclaim  all  distrust 
of  the  authoriiies  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  of  their  ability  to  do  all  that  may  be  necessary, 
or  expected  of  them  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  I 
have  been  unable  to  find  anything  in  them  to  justify  the  extraordinary  measure  of  ordering 
four  companies  of  United  States  troops  into  this  State  to  report  to  Lieutenant-Genenu 
Sheridan  to  act  as  police  under  his  orders. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  very  well  settled  as  a  principle  of  American  public  law,  that  the  duty 
of  protecting  persons  and  property,  and  the  preservation  of  public  order  and  peace  against 
the  efforts  of  disorderly  persons,  or  from  local  internal  disturbance,  is  the  peculiar  and  ex- 
clusive duty  of  the  States,  with  which  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  no  concern, 
and  in  which  it  cannot  interfere,  except  upon  the  application  of  the  Legislature  or  the 
Executive  of  the  States,  as  contemplated  by  the  4th  section  of  the  4th  article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  any  attempt  by  the  officers  of  the  United  States  army  to  employ  any  part  of 
the  military  forces,  as  proposed  by  the  gentlemen  who  made  the  application  for  four  compa- 
nies of  Iniantry  to  be  stationed  at  or  near  Chicago  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  approved  by 
Lieutenant-General  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  in  his  letter  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  29th  of 
October,  and  by  General  W.  T.  Sherman,  by  his  telegraphic  communication  to  Lieutenant- 
General  Sheridan,  of  October  Sjlst,  1871,  must  be  improper,  because  violative  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  laws. 

I  am  not  at  all  forgetful  that  your  Excellency  says  *'  that  what  was  done  in  respect  to 
ordering  the  troops  to  Chicago,  was  upon  the  groand  of  emergency,  to  aid  a  people  who  had 
sufibred  greatly;''  but,  in  this  view,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  General  commanding  the  army 
overlooked  the  fact  that  the  disastrous  fire  at  Chicago  did  not  relieve  the  State  of  Illinois 
from  any  of  its  duties,  nor  transfer  any  of  them  to  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

Emergencies  that  demand  extraordinary  efforts  often  occur  in  the  history  of  governments, 
'>t  remember  another  instance  in  our  history,  when  it  was  held  that  an  event  that 
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created  a  sudden  demand  upon  the  powers  and  resources  of  a  State,  operated  to  transfer  anj 
portion  of  the  duties  to  the  States  of  the  United  States. 

The  great  fire  at  Chicago  ceased  on  the  0th  of  October,  and  the  Executive  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  under  the  belief  that  the  disaster  created  an  **  emergency  "  provided  for  by  consti- 
tution of  the  State,  convened  the  General  ^.ssembly  to  meet  in  session  on  the  1 8th  day  of 
that  month  to  make  legal  provisions  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  occasion,  and  on  the 
19th  day  of  October  that  department  appropriated  from  the  treasury  an  adequate  sum  to 
maintain  a  sufficient  police  force  for  the  protection  of  every  interest  of  the  people.  The 
emergency  was  thus  provided  for  by  the  proper  department  of  the  proper  government,  in  the 
only  way  that  it  could  be  done,  or  can  be  done.  The  State  enlarged  and  strengthened  its  own 
agencies  for  the  enforcement  of  its  own  laws,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  situation. 
The  same  calamity  deprived  the  United  States  of  its  custom-house,  its  post-office,  its  court 
room  and  records,  and  threw  upon  that  government  the  duty  of  adopting  measures  to  supply 
the  loss,  but  it  has  not  yet  occurred  to  the  authorities  of  the  State  that  the  losses  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  interruption  of  its  business,  has  so  far  changed  the  relations  of  the 
Federal  and  State  systems,  as  to  cast  any  portion  of  the  duty  of  providing  for  any  of  the 
wants  of  the  United  States  upon  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  they  are  as  little  able  to  under- 
stand how  it  is  that  events  that  cannot  operate  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  government  of 
the  Statu,  should  operate  to  confer  upon  a  Lieutenant-General  of  the  army  the  authority  to 
interfere  in  matters  of  purely  local  State  concern,  or  to  authorize  the  General  commanding 
the  army  to  recognize  and  approve  the  application  of  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  order  four 
companies  of  United  States  Infantiy  to  report  to  him  to  discharge  the  mere  civil  duties  of 
•'police." 

I  do  not,  of  course,  propose  to  discuss  with  your  Excellency  the  question  of  the  relative 
rights  and  powers  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  States,  under  the  Constitution,  for  I  will 
not  anticipate  the  possibility  of  a  difference  of  opinion  upon  the  point  that  the  duties  of  the 
executive  officers  of  the  two  systems  are  defined  so  accurately,  and  are  kept  so  distinct  by 
written  constitutions  and  laws,  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  a  conflict  between  them.  The 
duty  of  the  President  is  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  are  enforced,  and  that  of  the 
Governor  of  Illinois  is  confined  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  State.  Neither  ob- 
structs the  other,  nor  aids  nor  interferes  with  his  duties.  The  Governor  of  a  State  derives 
none  of  his  powers  from  the  United  States,  nor  are  his  duties  subject,  in  any  respect,  to  the 
consent  or  discretion  of  the  President,  who  can,  in  no  wise,  enlarge,  abridge,  or  interrupt 
them,  either  by  assuming  them  himself,  or  by  entrusting  them  to  others. 

As  these  opinions  seem  to  me  to  l)e  incontrovertable,  I  cannot  doubt  that  the  orders  to 
United  States  troops  to  act  as  police,  or  to  otherwise  interfere  in  the  afifaips  or  duties  of  the 
State,  or  any  of  its  officers,  were  made  without  reflection,  and  that  the  troops  will  be  at  onoe 
withdrawn  from  this  State ;  or,  that  the  orders  for  their  government  will  be  so  modified,  as 
to  prohibit  their  employment  as  police,  or  in  any  other  way  to  interfere  with  any  ot  the  duties 
and  functions  of  any  of  the  officers  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

The  State  of  Illinois  cannot  accept  their  aid,  or  permit  thcur  interferanoe  in  its  affairt, 
without  a  sacrifice  of  the  confidence  of  its  citizens,  nor  without  giving  countenance  to  a 
dangerouB  example.

In  Bobmitting  these  papers  to  the  General  Assemblj,  it  is  not  im- 
proper for  me  to  say  that  when  the  regalar  troope  that  had  occupied 
Chicago  from  the  ll'ih  to  the  23d  day  of  Octooer,  1871,  were  ordered 
to  their  atations,  and  the  volunteer  force  organised  by  Lieat«  Gen. 
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Sheridan  was  disbanded,  I  did  not  believe  it  to  be  possible  that  any 
officer  of  the  TJ.  S.  Armj  coald  again  find  a  pretext  for  intermeddling 
in  the  affairs  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  My  expectation  of  future  ex- 
emption from  military  interference  was  based  upon  the  belief  that  the 
authorities  of  the  State  had  already  done  enough  for  the  maintenance 
of  law,  and  for  the  protection  of  all  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Chi- 
cago, to  merit  their  full  confidence,  and  that  the  local  officers  of  the 
city  were  then  so  alive  to  their  duties,  and  so  confident  in  the  support 
of  a  powerful  State,  that  no  room  would  be  left  for  external  interven- 
tion. Everything,  indeed,  had  been  done  for  the  aid  and  protection 
of  the  people  of  Ohicago  that  was  possible,  and  if  all  their  interests 
were  not  secure,  it  was  because  the  resources  of  civil  government  were 
not  equal  to  their  necessities. 

The  papers  and  correspondence  herewith  transmitted,  demonstrate, 
however,  that  I  was  mistaken,  and  that  the  appropriations  made  by 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  support  of  an  adequate  police  force  in 
Chicago,  the  energetic  discharge  of  duty  by  the  police,  and  the  most 
ordeny  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  people,  were  alike  unavailing — ^for, 
on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1871,  General  W.  T.  Sherman,  upon  the 
application  ot  Lieutenant  General  Sheridan,  ordered  troops  to  Chicago 
to  act  as  police. 

My  letters  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  the  3d  and  20th 
of  November,  will  prove  that  I  have  exerted  myself  to  induce  the 
President  to  withdraw  these  troops  from  the  State,  or  to  prohibit  them 
from  interferin|:  in  its  internal  affairs;  and  those  of  the  President  to 
me,  of  date  of  November  9th  and  25th,  will  show  that  my  efforts  have 
been  fruitless,  and  that  the  President  has  practically  referred  the  whole 
subject  to  the  decision  of  the  officer  whose  conduct  is  questioned. 

Ic  is  manifeet  that  the  order  of  the  President,  described  in  his  letter 
of  November  25,  ends  all  discussion,  and  leaves  Lieutenant-General 
Sheridan  with  tour  companies  of  infantry  in  Chicago  with  discretion- 
ary powers  to  intermeddle  iu  afi'airs  that  are  within  the  exclusive  and 
peculiar,  jurisdiction  of  the  State,  and  with  which  the  President  and 
his  military  subordinates  have  no  rightful  concern  whatever. 

It  seems  to  me,  from  the  letters  of  the  President,  and  the  papers 
laid  before  the  General  Assembly,  that  General  Sherman  and  Lieu- 
tenant-General Sheridan  entertain  the  belief  that,  under  our  system  of 
government,  it  is  a  part  of  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States  to  superintend  the  administration  of  the  local  govern- 
ments, and  that  if  they  are  not  satisfied  with  the  measure  of  protection 
afforded  by  the  States  to  the  persons  and  property  of  their  own  citizens, 
the  officers  of  the  army  have  the  right,  at  their  own  discretion,  to  in- 
troduce a  part  of  the  army,  and,  through  its  agency,  afford  such  addi- 
tional protection  to  the  people  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  proper, 
and  that  their  right  to  interpose  for  that  purpose  does  not  depend  upon 
the  ability  of  the  States  to  discharge  their  duties. 

There  is  no  other  ground  upon  which  the  conduct  of  Generals 
Sherman  and  Sheridan  can  be  placed.  No  one  will  pretend  that  the 
State  of  Illinois  is  not  able  to  inforce  its  own  laws,  and  protect  every 
person  and  all  the  property  within  its  limits ;  but  General  Sheridan, 
in  the  exercise  of  his  superintendence  of  its  affairs,  was  not  satisfied 
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with  the  provisions  made  by  the  State  for  the  safety  of  property,  and 
the  control  of  what  he  is  pleased  to  call  ''the  turbulent  element"  in 
Chicago,  and  he  therefore  informed  the  Adjutant  General  that  'I  am 
satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  their  (four  companies  of  infantry)  presence 
here,  and  ask  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  bring  them  ;" 
and  General  Sherman,  acting  upon  the  same  principle,  promptly  in- 
formed him  by  telegraph  that  ''four  companies  of  the  Eighth  Infantry 
are  ordered  to  Chicago  to  act  as  police,  under  your  letter  of  the  29th." 

The  President,  it  is  true,  in  his  letter  to  me  of  the  9th  of  November, 
informed  me  "that  the  only  thing  thought  of  in  ordering  these  troops 
to  Chicago  was  how  to  benefit  a  people  stricken  by  a  calamity  greater 
than  had  ever  befallen  a  community  of  the  same  number  before  in  this 
conntry.  The  aid  was  of  a  like  nature  with  that  given  on  any  emer- 
gency requiring  immediate  action."  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  Chi- 
cago is  a  part  of  one  of  the  most  wealthy  and  powerful  States  of  the 
Union,  that  the  State  Government  is  in  full  vigor,  and  its  laws  every- 
where enforced,  and  that  its  resources  are  ample  for  the  discharge  of 
all  its  duties.  It  will  surprise  no  one,  then,  that  I  protest  that  no 
emergency  has  existed  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois for  which  it  was  unable  to  provide,  and  nothing  in  the  Constitu- 
tion or  the  laws  to  give  the  President  or  his  military  subordinates  the 
right  to  determine  when  it  is  necessary  or  proper  for  the  authorities  of 
the  United  States  to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  States. 

I  also  deny  that  the  officers  of  the  army  have  the  right  to  determine 
the  measure  of  the  duties  of  any  civil  officer,  under  any  circumstances 
whatever,  or  that  their  powers  are  increased  by  any  emergency  that 
can  possibly  happen  in  the  affairs  of  any  State.  They  are  not,  as  they 
seem  to  suppose,  the  natural  rulers  of  the  people  under  circumstances 
of  difficulty  and  danger,  but  they  are,  at  all  times,  the  inferiors  of  the 
humblest  officer  created  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  land. 

I  cannot  expect  that  Lieutenant  General  Sheridan  will  accept  this 
as  the  proper  estimate  of  his  official  powers ;  for  whatever  concessions 
he  may  have  on  some  occasions  made  to  the  imaginary  authority  of 
the  Mayor  of  Cliicago,  in  his  correspondence  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment, he  has,  in  every  instance,  spoken  of  himself  as  acting  in  his 
military  character,  and  his  orders  for  the  government  of  Chicago  ema- 
nated from  his  headquarters,  and  are  signed  by  the  proper  officers  of 
his  military  staff*. 

In  his  dispatch  to  the  Adjutant  General,  of  the  11th  of  October,  he 
said :  "  There  was  some  excitement  here,  yesterday  and  last  evening, 
but  it  is  now  quieting  down.  Some  of  the  troops  from  Leavenworth 
and  Omaha  are  coming  in.  I  have  taken  all  necessary  steps  to  meet 
the  condition  of  aflfairs  here.''  And  he  says,  in  his  dispatch  to  the 
Adjutant  General,  of  the  12th  of  October :  "J.«  there  may  he  same 
troiMe  here  when  the  banks  have  to  settle  with  their  depositors^  and  to 
keep  down  excitement,  I  have  deemed  it  best  to  ask  General  Halleck 
fur  four  companies  of  infantry,  which  he  has  notified  me  he  has  in 
readiness,  at  Louisville;"  and  finally,  as  the  expression  of  his  own 
opinion  of  the  completeness  with  which  he,  in  his  military  capacity, 
had  grasped  all  the  powers  of  the  government  of  Chicago,  he  says,  in 
Ins  letter  to  the  Adjutant  General,  of  the  29th  of  October :  '' Almost 
t— 20 
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before  the  great  conflagration  in  this  city  had  exhansted  itself,  I  saw 
the  necessity  of  haying  a  few  companies  of  regular  troops  here,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  pnblic  peace,  and  the  protection  of  property  and 
treasure.  Tbeir  services  were  in  valuable,  out  as  soon  as  the  excitement 
subsided^  the  old  city  government  desired  to  again  take  charge^  and  of 
coarse  I  sent  the  troops  home,  although  it  had  been  my  intention  to 
keep  four  companies  here  during  the  winter." 

And  the  General  commanding  the  army  seems  also  to  have  fallen 
into  the  dangerous  error  of  supposing  that  his  official  military  powers 
are  paramount  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws.  He  endorsed  upon 
the  report  made  by  Lieutenant  General  Sheridan,  of  his  operations 
while  enforcing  military  rule  in  Chicago,  his  approval  of  all  the  acts  of 
his  subordinates,  and  that,  too,  with  an  emphasis  that,  he  seems  to 
have  supposed,  will  preclude  all  question  of  the  propriety  of  his  con- 
duct; and  on  the  31st  of  October,  when  the  same  officer  applied  to  him 
for  leave  to  bring  other  troops  to  Chicago,  he  not  only  responded 
favorably  to  his  wishes,  but  informed  him  that  the  troops  were  to  act 
as  police. 

it  is  due  to  the  dignity  of  the  people  of  the  State,  that  I  should  say 
that  I  cannot  consent  that  the  grave  and  important  subjects  that  T 
have  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  President,  shall  be  decided  by 
an  officer  of  the  army ;  but  I  must  hereafter,  as  I  have  done  in  the 
past,  protest  against  all  interference  by  the  officers  of  the  army,  in  the 
affairs  of  this  State.  I  must  protest  against  such  intert'erei  ce,  be- 
cause it  will  establish  a  precedent  dangerous  to  liberty,  because  it  fa- 
miliarizes the  people  with  military  rule,  and  inspires  them  with  dis- 
trust of  the  capability  of  civil  government  to  afford  them  needful  pro- 
tection ;  and  it  is  now  for  the  representatives  of  the  free  people  of  the 
State  to  discharge  their  duties  according  to  their  own  convictions  and 
subject  to  their  own  responsibilities.

and  State,  of  all  the  Iande>,  town  lots  and  real  property  on  which  he 
shall  have  been  unable  to  collect  special  assessments,  with  the  amount 
of  such  special  assessments  due  and  unpaid  respectively  thereon, 
together  with  his  warrant,  or  with  a  brief  description  of  the  nature  of 
the  warrant  or  warrants  received  by  him  authorizing  the  collection 
thereof;  which  report  ehall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  of  the  col- 
lector that  the  list  is  a  correct  return  and  report  of  the  lands,  town  lots 
and  real  property  on  which  the  special  assesements  levied  by  authority 
of  the  city  of  . . . .,  (or  village  of  . . . .,  as  the  case  may  be),  remain 
due  and  unpaid ;  tbat  he  is  unable  to  collect  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  that  he  has  given  the  notice  required  by  law  that  said 
warrants  had  been  received  by  him  for  collection.  Said  report,  when 
so  made,  shall  h^  prima  facie  evidence  that  all  the  forms  and  require- 
ments of  the  law  in  relation  to  making  said  return  have  been  complied 
with,  and  that  the  special  assessments  mentioned  in  said  report  are 
due  and  unpaid. 

"  §  14.  When  said  general  officer  shall  receive  the  report  provided 
for  in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  at  once  proceed  to  obtain  judg- 
ment against  said  lots,  parcels  of  land  and  property  for  said  special 
assessments  remaining  due  and  unpaid,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  or 
may  be  by  law  provided  for  obtaining  judgment  against  lands  for  taxes 
due  and  unpaid  the  county  and  State ;  and  shall  in  the  same  manner 
proceed  to  sell  the  same  for  the  said  special  assessments  remaining  due 
and  unpaid.  In  obtaining  said  judgment  and  making  said  sale,  the 
said  officer  shall  be  governed  by  the  general  revenue  laws  of  this  State, 
except  when  otherwise  provided  herein.  And  the  city  council  or 
board  of  trustees  may  provide  by  ordinance  a  limited  time  within 
which  the  said  general  officer  shall  apply  for  judgment  against  the 
said  lots,  parcels  of  land  and  property :  Provided^  there  shall  be  but 
one  time  of  sale  for  special  as^e^sments  levied  by  authority  of  such 
city  ;  which  sale  may  be  at  the  same  or  at  a  different  time  from  the 
sale  for  State  and  county  taxes,  as  the  city  council  or  board  of  trustees 
may  by  ordinance  provide. 

"  §  15.  The  city  council  or  board  of  trustees  shall,  by  ordinance, 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  such  sale,  and  shall  fix 
the  compensation  to  said  officer  for  making  the  sale,  which  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  fees. 

^^  §  16.  After  making  said  sales,  the  list  of  lots,  parcels  of  land 
and  property  sold*  thereat  shall  be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk,  and  redemption  shall  be  made  as  provided  for  by  the  general 
revenue  law  of  the  State. 

"  §  17.  If  the  collector  shall  receive  any  moneys  for  taxes  or 
assessments,  giving  a  receipt  therefor,  for  any  land  or  parcel  of  land, 
and  afterwards  return  the  same  as  unpaid  to  the  State  officers  an- 
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thorized  to  sell  lands  for  taxes,  or  shall  receive  the  same  after  making 
8nch  return,  and  the  same  be  sold  for  tax  or  assessment  which  has 
beeD  so  paid  and  receipted  for  by  himself  or  his  clerks,  he  and  his  bond 
shall  be  liable  to  the  holder  of  the  certificate  given  to  the  purchasers 
at  the  sale,  for  double  the  amount  of  |he  face  of  the  certificate,  to  be 
demanded  in  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  sale." 

Mr.  Edsall  offered  the  following  amendment ;  which  was  adopted :

''§  19.  All  special  assessments  levied  by  any  city  or  village  nnder 
this  chapter,  shall,  from  the  date  of  assessment,  be  a  lien  upon  the 
real  estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed — and  such  lien  shall 
continue  until  such  special  assessments  are  paid ;  and  the  same  pro- 
ceedings may  be  resorted  to  by  the  collector  upon  any  warrant  or 
order  issued  or  mhde  for  the  collection  of  special  assessments,  as  in 
case  of  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes  under  the  general  laws  of 
the  State. 

'^§  20.  At  any  time  after  the  same  become  due,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  collector  thereof  to  commence  ^uit  in  any  court  of 
record,  in  the  corporate  name  of  such  city  or  village,  against  any  per- 
son or  persons,  for  the  total  amount  of  special  assessments  which  such 
person  or  persons  are  liable  for  the  payment  of.  Such  suit  shall  be 
commenced  by  petition,  and  shall  state  the  several  amounts  of  the 
special  assessments  sought  to  be  recovered,  and  give  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  warrant  or  warrants  issued  for  the  collection  thereof.  Upon 
the  filing  of  the  petition,  a  summons  shall  be  issued,  served  and  re- 
turned as  in  other  suits  in  such  cases.  Upon  the  return  of  such  sum- 
mons, duly  served,  the  court  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  hearing  of 
fluid  petition  without  formal  pleadings,  and  may  render  judgment  for 
all  or  any  part  of  the  special  assessments,  as  the  right  and  justice  of 
the  case  mav  require.  The  original  or  a  certified  copy  (by  the  clerk, 
under  the  corporate  seal,)  of  such  warrant  or  warrants  and  list  or  lists, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  refers  to  the  special  assessments  sought  to  be 
recovered,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  of  said  collector 
to  a  judgment  in  favor  of  such  corporation.  Execution  shall  issue  on 
BQch  judgment  as  in  other  cases,  but  such  execution  may  be  first  levied 
upon  and  collected  from  any  personal  property  of  the  defendant.''

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aod  equalized  for  State  and  county  parposes,  will  produce  a  net 
amount  not  less  than  the  amount  bo  directed  to  be  levied  and  asseased ; 
and  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  extend  such  tax  in  a 
separate  column,  upon  the  book  or  books  of  the  collector  or  collectors 
of  State  ahd  county  taxes  withip  such  city  or  village."

Whereas  a  bill  has  been,  or  is  about  to  be  iutrodaced  into  the  Congress  of  the 
(Jnited  States,  providing  in  sabstanoe,  that  any  honorably  discharged  soldier  of 
the  federal  army  during  the  late  war,  may  settle  upon  and  pre-empt  160  acres  of 
land  anywhere  in  the  public  domain ;  and  that  the  time  said  soldier  scryed  during 
said  war,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  five  years  required  by  law  to  perfect  such 
settlement ;  and  that  any  soldier  who  was  discharged  from  said  service  on  account 
of  wounds  received  in  actual  battle,  shall  be  entitled  to  deduct  from  said  five 
years  required  for  perfecting  such  settlement  and  pre-emption,  the  whole  period 
for  which  he  cnlisled  in  the  service  of  the  United  States;  and  whereas  said  bill 
further  provides  that  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  such  honorably  discharged  sol- 
dier as  aforesaid,  his  wife,  children,  father  or  mother,  in  the  order  named,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  bill;  therefore,

HoH.  John  M.  Palhbb,  Oavernor  : 

The  Board  of  State  Commissioners  of  Pnblic  Charities  have  the 
honor  to  report  to  yon,  that  in  view  of  the  very  extended  accoant  of 
the  State  and  county  institutions  contained  in  its  First  Biennial  Report, 
and  the  numerous,  special  reports  since  submitted  to  yonr  Excellency, 
it  appears  unwise  to  do  more  at  this  time  than  to  state  that  the  Board 
has  been  vigorously  at  work  during  the  past  year,  and  has  done  all 
that  the  law  creating  the  Board  requires.  The  facts  and  figures  ob* 
tained  are  not  yet  tabulated,  and  will  be  reserved,  with  your  approval, 
for  the  Second  Biennial  Report. 

So  far  as  the  institutions  have  submitted  reports,  they  are  running 
within  their  appropriations. 

We  are  able  to  report  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  attention 
paid  to  paupers  and  criminals  in  the  almshouses  and  jails  of  the  State, 
since  our  former  visitation.  At  the  same  time,  the  condition  of  the 
insane  in  many  of  the  county  almshouses  continues  to  be  horrible  in 
the  extreme.  In  one,  we  found  a  tpan  who  had  been  locked  in  his 
cell  for  sixteen  years ;  in  another,  a  man  was  chained  to  a  barn  floor ; 
in  another,  two  slept  on  a  bedstead  without  a  bed,  and  with  no  cover- 
ing except  an  old  rag  carpet ;  in  a  fourth,  two  were  so  badly  frozen 
that  the  ends  of  the  toes  came  off  and  tbe  balls  of  the  feet  came  out. 
These  two  are  this  winter  locked  up  in  jail  to  keep  them  from  freezing 
again.  Common  humanity  requires  that  better  provision  should  be 
made  as  speedily  as  possible  for  men  so  terribly  unfortunate. 

At  any  time,  the  Board  will  not  fail  to  reply  to  inquiries  made  by 
your  Excellency  or  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  will  be  prompt  to 
communicate  any  information  which  seems  to  call  for  official  action. 

We  dislike  to  speak  of  anything  even  indirectly  connected  with  our 

!er8onal  interests ;  but  some  legislation  is  demanded  for  our  relief, 
'he  amount  of  labor  required  by  tbe  law  creating  the  Board  is  greater 
than  we  supposed,  at  the  time  when  we  accepted  our  commissions— 
probably  greater  than  the  General  Assembly  anticipated.  Attendance 
upon  from  four  to  six  meetings  of  the  Board  annually,  with  two  annual 
visitations  of  the  State  institutions,  and  one  annual  visitation  of  the 
county  jails  and  almshouses,  consumes  from  sixty  to  ninety  working 
days  of  each  commissioner's  time,  every  year.  Not  much  less  than 
one-fourth  of  our  time  is  taken  from  our  private  business,  without  com- 
pensation, to  our  individual  detriment  and  loss.  We  have  not  com- 
plained of  this;  but  we  shall  not  be  able  permanently  to  make  so  great 
a  sacrifice,  nor  do  we  think  that  justice  and  the  interests  of  the  State 
require  it.  As  our  work  opens  out  more  clearly  before  us,  so  far  from 
diminishing,  the  amount  of  labor  to  be  done  increases.  It  is  not  for 
us  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  work  done  and  projected;  but  the  evi- 
dences th^t  it  is  appreciated  multiply  continually. 
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We  feel  it  obligatory  npon  aa  to  eay  to  joar  Excellency  that  the  ap- 
propriation of  $5,000  per  aunum  for  the  expouses  of  this  Board  will 
not  bo  snffictent  to  enable  it  to  make  the  yiBitatioD,  etc.,  required  by 
the  law.  Seven  thousand  was  the  estimate  made  by  the  Anditor  of 
Pablic  Accoonts.

Hov.  John  Douohbbty  : 

Lieutenant  Owemor  of  lUinoia: 

Sir:  I  be^  leave  to  hand  yoo,  and  throagh  jjou,  the  honorable 
body  over  which  yoQ  preside,  the  accompanying  draft  for  an  inear* 
ance  law,  and  wonld  invoke  for  it  the  careful  consideration  of  the 
Senate. 

It  has  long  been  felt  by  those  who,  in  different  States,  have  been 
entrusted  with  the  supervision  of  the  business  of  insarance,  that  the 
legislation  of  the  different  States  on  this  important  subject  should  bo 
nniform. 

Comparatively  few  insurance  companies,  fire,  life  or  marine,  have 
contioed  their  operations  within  the  limits  of  a  single  State.  Of  coarse, 
when  the  laws  are  as  various  as  the  States  in  which  a  company  seeks 
to  do  business,  the  greatest  embarrassment  must  neceesarily  ensue  to 
to  the  company.  On  the  other  hand,  the  first  object  of  all  laws  gov- 
erniog  insurance,  viz:  the  protection  of  those  who  insure,  is  more  difB- 
cult  of  attainment,  if  not  entirely  defeated,  by  this  various  and  some- 
times conflicting  legislation. 

About  one  year  ago  I  received  a  letter  on  this  subject  from  Mr.  Mil* 
ler.  Superintendent  of  Insurance  for  the  State  of  New  York,  sug- 
gesting a  onference  of  those  in  charge  of  the  insurance  departments 
of  the  various  States.  I  replied,  highly  iipproving  the  suggestion,  and 
promising  that  Illinois  would  be  represented  at  snch  conference.  A 
convention  was  accordingly  called,  and  met  in  the  city  of  New  York 
in  June  last,  remaining  in  session! some  two  weeks.  Not  only  was 
that  convention  attended  by  many  ot  the  State  Superintendents  of 
Insurance,  or  their  deputies,  but  also  many  holding  noutUcial  positions, 
but  especially  interested  in  the  subject,  and  deeply  versed  in  the  phii* 
osophy,  so  to  speak,  of  Insurance.  After  a  full  and  frank  discussion 
of  all  branches  of  the  subject,  committens  were  appointed  and  the 
convention  adjourned  until  October  last,  to  hear  their  reports. 

At  that  October  meeting  the  invention  adopted  the  draft  for  an  In- 
surance Liw,  which  is  herewith  laid  before  the  Senate,  and  the  mem- 
bers agreed  to  submit  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  Logi6latures|of  their 
respective  States.  But  for  the  fact  that  it  was  only  yesterday  that  I 
could  obtain  any  considerable  number  of  copies  of  this  proposed  law, 
it  would  have  been  submitted  to  your  Honorable  body  at  an  earlier 
day. 

I  shall  enter  upon  no  argument  in  its  behalf.  TThat  has  been  said 
of  the  character  of  the  body  by  whom  it  is  presented  for  couFideration 
shonld,  it  seems  to  me,  secure  for  it  a  careful  and  thoughtful  conside- 
ration. 

It  is,  however,  due  to  myself  to  say  that  I  cannot  approve  that 
feature  of  the  proposed  law  which  would  exclude  companies  doing  a 
life  business  from  taking  tire  risks  in  this  State.  I  do  not  believe  rhe 
convention  would  have  authorized  any  snch  clause  had  their  attention 
been  called  to  it.  This  would  drive  away  every  British  company  from 
this  State  with  which  I  am  acquainted.  In  England  the  same  com* 
panies  do  both  life  and  fire  businessi  and  yet  some  of  these  oompaniei 
% — 85 
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are  eminently  soand  and  safe.  I  submit  to  the  Senate  whether  it 
would  bo  right,  after  the  recent  great  disaeter,  and  the  present  urgent 
demand  for  safe  inBurance,  to  prohibit  our  people  from  insuring  in 
sound  companies  for  such  a  reason. 

I  wish  also  to  say,  that  to  my  mind  the  policy  of  requiring  from  these 
foreign  companies  deposits  in  every  State  in  which  they  do  business, 
is  very  questionable. 

The  present  insurance  law  of  this  State,  though  quite  susceptible  of 
improvement,  is  far  from  being  a  bad  one.  Indeed,  in  the  judgment 
of  capable  men  outside  of  the  State,  it  ranks  among  the  best  laws  which 
have  been  adopted  on  this  subject.  A  few  changes  would  perhaps 
make  it  all  that  would  be  needed,  if  only  the  State  of  Illinois  was  in- 
terested  in  an  insurance  law.  But  the  great  need  of  the  times  in  this 
matter  is  uniformity,  and  I  respectfully  submit  the  proposed  law  of 
the  New  York  Convention,  hoping  that  Illinois  will,  through  its  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  be  the  first  State  to  adopt  this  important  principle  of 
uniformity  in  insurance  laws,  the  insurance  business  being  a  national 
and  not  a  local  interest.

GBKBBAL  FBOVISIOKB. 

§  1.  This  act  may  be  known  as  ^^The  Reciprocal  General  Insur- 
ance act,"  of  the  State  of . 

§  2.  The  object  of  this  act  is  to  revise,  simplify,  and  amend  the 
laws  of  this  State  in  relation  to  insurance,  with  due  regard  to  the  legis- 
lation of  other  States,  so  as  to  secure  mutual  harmony  in  the  promo- 
tion of  the  public  interest,  to  define  the  relation  of  the  State  to  com- 
panies and  individuals,  to  insure  the  stability  of  companies,  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  insured,  and  to  encourage  the  employment  of 
capital.  And  its  provisions  are  to  be  construed  liberally  in  further* 
ance  of  the  protection  of  the  insured,  and  so  far  as  may  be  in  harmony 
with  the  construction  which  may  be  given  by  the  courts  of  other  States 
adopting  a  like  act. 

§  8.  The  words,  ^Hhe  substantial  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
enacted,"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  provisions  of  this  act  which 
define  the  right  to  do  insurance  business  and  provide  for  the  stability 
of  companies  and  the  protection  of  the  insured ;  and  differences  in  re- 
spect to  the  organization  of  the  insurance  department,  the  constitution 
of  companies,  or  the  form  of  judicial  remedies,  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
impair  the  uniformity  which  this  act  is  intended  to  secure. 

§  4.  When,  by  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  nation,  any  tazeSi 
fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits  of  money,  or  of  securities,  or 
other  obligations  or  prohibitions,  are  Imposed  on  insurance  companies 
of  this  State  doing  business  in  such  other  State  or  nation,  or  upon 
their  agents  therein,  so  long  as  such  laws  continue  in  force,  the  same 
obligations  and  prohibitions,  of  whatever  kind,  shall  be  imposed  upon 
all  insurance  companies  of  such  other  State  or  nation  doing  bosiness 
within  this  State,  and  upon  their  agents  here. 
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§  5.  The  term  ^Hx)mpan7,"  as  need  in  any  provision  of  this  act,  snb- 
jectinf^  companies  to  any  oblifi^ation  or  restriction,  indades  individuals, 
partnerships,  joint-stock  associations  and  corporations. 

§  6.  The  term  ^^American  company,"  as  nsed  in  this  act,  desig- 
nates a  company  which  exists  by  the  laws  of  any  State  or  territory  of 
the  United  States,  or  by  the  law  of  the  United  States.  All  others  are 
designated  as  foreign. 

§  7.  The  expression  '^company  of  a  State,  territory  or  nation,"  as 
nsed  in  this  act,  means  a  company  incorporated  by  or  organized  nnder 
the  laws  of  such  State,  territory  or  nation. 

§  8.  Except  in  section  13,  the  word  ^^commissioner"  designates  the 
ofBcer,  by  whatever  name  called,  who  is  charged  tor  the  time  being 
with  the  duties  of  commissioner  of  insurance. 

(i.     The  term  ^^oath,"  in  this  act,  includes  affirmations. 
10.    The  term   ^'directors,"  in  this  act,  designates  the  trustees, 
managers,  or  other  officers  constituting  the  executive  board  of  a  com- 
pany.    Directors  are  included  in  the  term  ^^officere,"  unless  a  contrary 
intention  appears. 

§  11.  The  term  ^^agent"  or  ^^agents,"  in  this  act,  includes  an  ac- 
knowledged agent,  surveyor,  and  all  other  persons  who  shall  in  any 
manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  aid  in  transacting  the  business  of  in- 
surance. Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  imply 
that  an  agent  has  any  power  to  bind  a  company,  not  expressly,  or  by 
necessary  implication,  given  him  by  the  company. 

THB  IKSUBJLNOB   OOHMISSIONEB. 

§  12.  There  is  hereby  established  a  distinct  department,  [or,  a  dis- 
tinct bureau  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  other  office,  as 
the  case  may  be,]  to  be  known  as  the  insurance  department,  [or  bu- 
reau,] which  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  this 
State  in  relation  to  insurance. 

§  13.  [This  section  will  provide  for  the  appointment,  salary,  term 
of  office,  clerks,  deputies,  etc.,  and  may  be  in  the  language  of  statutes 
already  in  force.    If  a  separate  officer  is  not  Appointed,  the  section  may 

be  as  follows ;    The  said is  hereby  declared  to  be, 

oHyffidsiOj  insurance  commissioner.] 

§  14.  No  person  who  is  a  director,  officer,  or  agent  of,  or  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  any  insurance  company,  except  as  insureii, 
shall  be  commiesioner  or  deputy  commissioner;  and  no  officer  or 
agent  of  any  insurance  company  doing  business  in  this  State  shall  be 
deputed  to  examine  the  affairs  of  .a  oompauy  under  this  act. 

I  lo.     It  is  the  duty  of  the  commissioner : 

1.  To  see  that  all  laws  of  this  State  respecting  insurance  companies 
are  faithfully  executed. 

2.  To  iiie  in  his  office  every  charter  or  declaration  of  organization 
of  a  company,  with  the  certificate  of  the  Attorney  General ;  and,  on 
application  of  the  corporators,  to  furnish  to  them  a  certified  copy 
thereof. 

8.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  each  year,  calculate  or  cause 
to  be  calculated,  in  his  office,  by  officers  or  employees  of  his  depart* 
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ment,  [or  barean,]  the  net  valae,  on  the  SUt  of  December  of  the  pre- 
vious jear,  of  all  the  policies  io  force  on  that  daj,  in  each  life  insu- 
rance company  doing  bueiness  in  this  State,  organized  by  aQthority  of 
this  Sratc;  and  of  every  other  life  insurance  company  doing  business 
in  this  State,  that  shall  fail  to  furnish  to  him,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
a  certiticate  of  the  insurance  commiasioner  of  the  State  by  whose  au- 
thoriry  the  company  was  organized,  or  by  the'  State  in  which  it  may 
elect  to  have  its  policies  valued  and  its  deposit  made  in  case  the  com- 
pany is  chartered  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  giving  the 
not  values  of  all  policies  in  force  in  the  company  on  the  blsb  day  of 
December  of  the  preceding  year. 

4.  Calculations  of  the  net  value  of  each  policy  shall  be  based  upon 
the  American  Experience  Table  of  Mortality,  and  four  and  one-half 
per  cent,  interest  per  annum*  And  the  net  value  of  a  policy  at  nny 
time  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  net  single  premium  which  will  at  that 
time  effect  the  insurance,  less  the  value  at  that  time  of  the  tuture  net 
premiums  called  for  by  the  table  of  mortality  and  rate  of  interest  de- 
signated above. 

5.  In  case  it  is  found  that  any  life  insurance  company  doing  bust- 
neES  in  this  State  has  nc^  on  hand  the  net  value  of  all  its  policies  in 
force,  after  all  other  debts  of  the  company  and  claims  agains  t  it,  ex- 
elusive  ot  capital  stock,  have  been  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  insurance  commissioner  to  publish  the  fact  that  the  then  existing 
condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  is  below  the  standard  of  le^ral 
safety  established  by  this  State,  and  he  shall  require  the  company  at 
once  to  cease  doing  new  business;  and  he  shall  immediately  institute 
proceedings,  as  required  in  this  act,  to  determine  what  further  shall  he 
done  in  the  case. 

6.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  after 
having  determined,  as  above,  the  amount  of  the  net  value  of  all  the 
policies  in  force,  to  see  that  the  company  has  that  amount  in  safe  legal 
securities,  of  the  deccription  and  character  hereafter  provided  in  ttiis 
act;  after  all  its  other  debts  and  claims  against  it,  exclusive  of  capital 
stock,  have  been  provided  for. 

7.  He  shall  accept  the  valuations  made  by  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner of  the  State  under  whose  authority  a  life  insurance  company 
was  organized,  when  such  valuations  have  been  properly  made  on 
sound  and  recognized  principles  and  legal  basis,  as  above:  Provided^ 
the  company  shall  furnish  to  the  insurance  commissioner  of  this  State 
the  certiticate  from  the  insurance  commissioner  of  such  State,  set- 
ting forth  the  value,  calculated  on  the  data  designated  above,  of  all 
the  policies  in  force  in  the  company  on  the  previous  diet  day  of  De- 
cember ;  and  stating  that,  after  all  tlie  other  debts  of  the  company,  and 
claims  against  it  at  that  time,  were  provided  for,  the  company  had,  in 
safe  securities  of  the  character  specified  in  this  act,  an  amount  equal  to 
the  net  value  of  all  its  policies  in  force ;  and  that  said  company  is  en- 
titled to  do  business  in  its  own  State. 

8.  Every  lite  msurance  company  doing  business  in  this  State  during 
the  year  for  whicU  the  statement  is  made,  that  tails  promptly  to  furuisti 
the  certiticate  aforesaid,  shall  be  required  to  make  full  detailed  lists  of 
policies  and  securities  to  the  insurance  commissioner  of  this  State,  and 
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Bhall  be  liable  for  all  cbargee  and  expenees  couseqaent  upon  not  hav- 
iog  farnished  eaid  certificate. 

9.  For  every  compauy  doing  lire  inearance  bnsiness  in  this  State 
be  bball  calculate  the  reinsurance  reserve  lor  unexpired  fire  risks  bj 
taking  lit't;  per  cent,  of  the  prciniums  received  on  all  unexpired  risks 
that  have  less  than  one  year  to  run,  and  9k  pro  rata  of  all  premiums  re- 
ceived on  risks  that  have  more  than  one  j'ear  to  run,  provided  that 
when  the  reinsurance  reserve,  calculated  as  above,  is  lees  than  forty 
per  cent,  of  all  the  premiums  received  during  tbe  year,  the  reinsurance 
reserve  in  this  case  shall  be  the  whole  of  the  premiums  received  on 
all  its  nnexpired  risks. 

10.  In  marine  and  inland  insurance  he  shall  charge  all  the  premi* 
ums  received  on  unexpired  risks  as  a  reinsurance  reserve. 

11.  Hftving  charged  against  a  company  the  reinsurance  reserve,  as 
above  determined,  for  tire,  inland,  and  marine  insurance,  and  adding 
thereto  all  other  debts  and  claims  against  the  company,  he  shall,  in 
case  he  finds  tbe  capital  stock  of  the  company  impaired  to  the  extent 
of  twenty  per  cent.,  give  notice  to  the  company  to  make  good  its 
whole  capital  stock  within  sixty  days;  and  if  this  is  not  done,  he  shall 
require  the  company  to  cease  to  do  new  business  within  this  State, 
and  shall,  thereupon,  in  case  the  company  is  organized  under  authority 
of  this  State,  immediately  institute  ie^al  proceedings,  as  required  in 
this  act,  to  determine  what  further  shall  be  done  in  the  case.  Any 
company  receiving  the  aforesaid  notice  of  the  superintendent  to  make 
good  its  whole  capital  stock  within  sixty  days,  shall  forthwith  call  up- 
on its  stockholders  for  such  amounts  as  will  make  its  capital  equal  to 
the  amount  fixed  by  the  charter  of  said  company;  and  in  case  any 
stockholder  of  such  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount 
so  called  for,  after  notice  personally  given,  or  by  advertisement,  in 
such  time  and  manner  as  the  said  superintendent  shall  approve,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  require  the  return  ot  tne  origi- 
nal certificate  of  stock  held  by  such  stockholder,  and  in  lieu  thereof  to 
issue  new  certificates  for  such  number  of  shares  as  the  said  stockholder 
may  be  entitled  to,  in  the  proportion  that  the  ascertained  value  of  the 
funds  of  the  said  company  may  be  found  to  bear  to  the  original  capital 
of  the  said  company  ;  the  value  of  such  shares,  for  which  new  certifi- 
cates shall  be  issued,  to  be  ascertained  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
superintendent,  and  the  company  paying  for  the  fractional  parts  of 
shares;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  such  company  to 
create  new  stock  and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  to  issue  new  certificates 
therefor,  to  any  amount  sutticient  to  make  up  the  original  capital  of 
the  company.  Whenever  the  capital  stock  of  any  joint-stock  lire  or 
marine  insurance  company  of  this  State  becomes  impaired,  the  com- 
missioner may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  the  said  company  to  reduce 
its  capital  stock  and  the  par  value  of  its  shares  in  proportion  to  the 
extent  of  impairment:  Provided^  that  in  fixing  such  reduced  capital, 
no  sum  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  bo  deducted  from 
the  assets  and  property  on  hand,  which  sliall  be  retained  as  surplus 
assets:  And  ptovidedy  that  no  part  of  such  assets  and  property  bhall 
be  distributed  to  the  stockholders :  And  provided^  furtker^  that  the 
i»pital  stock  shall  not  be  reduced  to  an  aipount  less  than  tb»t  required 
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by  law  for  the  organization  of  a  new  compaoy.  To  examine,  or  canse 
to  be  ezamiDOc),  every  detail  of  the  bufiiness  of  any  company  transact- 
ing buBinesB  of  ioBurance  within  this  State,  whenever  in  his  judgment 
sach  examination  is  required  by  the  interests  of  the  policy-holders  of 
sach  company. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  after  he  has 
notified  a  life  insnranoe  company,  organized  under  antbority  of  this 
State,  to  cease  doing  new  business  nndi  the  net  value  of  its  policies  in 
force  is  equal  to  tbat  called  for  by  the  standard  of  safety  established 
by  the  State,  at  once  to  canse  a  rigid  examination  in  regard  to  all  the 
affairs  of  such  company ;  in  case  it  shall  appear  that  there  is  no  fraud 
or  gross  incompetency  or  recklessnees  shown  to  exist  in  the  manage- 
ment, he  may,  upon  publishing  the  facts  in  the  case,  permit  such  com- 
pany to  continue  in  charge  of  its  business  tor  one  year,  provided  there 
is,  in  his  opinion,  reason  to  believe  that  the  company  may  eventually 
be  able  to  re-establish  the  legal  net  value  of  all  its  policies  in  force. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  named  above,  he  may  renew  the  permiesion,  in 
case,  on  examination,  he  is  satisfied  that  the  company  is  likely  to  re- 
trieve its  affairs. 

13*  In  case  the  insurance  commissioner  does  not  permit  the  company 
to  continue  in  the  control  of  its  old  business,  it  is  hereby  made  hia 
duty  to  institute  the  necessary  proceedings  lor  the  protection  of  its 
policyholders,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

14^.  To  publish  the  result  of  his  examination  of  the  affairs  of  any 
company,  whenever  be  deems  it  for  the  interest  of  the  public  so  to  do^ 
in  one  or  more  papers  of  this  State. 

15.  To  suspend  the  entire  business  of  any  company  of  this  State, 
and  the  business,  within  this  State,  of  any  other  company,  during  its 
non-compliance  with  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  whenever  its  assets 
appear  to  him  insufiicient  to  justify  its  continuance  in  business,  by  sus- 
pending or  revoking  the  certificate  granted  by  him  ;  and  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  insurance  commissioner,  or  other  similar  officer  of  every 
State,  and  publish  the  same  in  the  paper  in  which,  by  law,  State 
notices  are  required  to  be  published. 

16.  To  institute,  or  canse  to  be  instituted,  the  necessary  proceed- 
ings, under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  close  the  affairs  of  any  company 
of  this  State  which  shall  appear  to  him  upon  examination  to  be  in- 
solvent, or  fraudulently  conducted. 

17.  To  report  in  detail,  to  the  Attorney-General,  any  violation  of 
law  relative  to  insurance  companies,  their  ofiicers  or  agents,  or  the 
business  of  insurance. 

18.  To  furnish  to  the  companies  required  by  this  act  to  report  to 
him  the  necessary  blank  forms  for  the  statements  required. 

19.  To  preserve,  in  permanent  form,  a  full  record  of  bis  proceed- 
ings, and  a  concise  statement  of  the  condition  of  each  company  or 
agency  visited  or  examined. 

20.  At  the  request  of  any  person,  and  on  payment  of  the  fee,  to 
give  certified  copies  of  any  record  or  papers  in  his  ofiice,  when  ho 
deems  it  not  prejudicial  to  public  interests  so  to  do,  and  to  give  such 
otiier  certificates  as  this  act  provides  for. 
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21.  To  report  annaally  to  the  Legislature,  on  or  before  the 
day  of ,  the  names  and  compensation  of  hie  clerks :  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenses  of  bis  departmeut  for  the  year;  bis  official  acts; 
the  condition  of  companies  doing  business  in  this  State;  and  such 
other  information  as  will  exhibit  the  affairs  of  his  department. 

22.  To  send  a  copy  of  his  annuat  report  to  the  insocpnce  commie* 
eioner,  or  other  similar  officer,  of  every  other  State,  and  to  each  com- 
pany doing  business  in  this  State. 

23.  On  request,  to  communicate  to  the  insurance  commissioner  of 
any  other  State  in  which  the  substantial  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
enacted,  any  facts  which,  by  law,  it  is  his  duty  to  ascertain  respecting 
eompanies  of  this  State  doing  business  within  such  other  State. 

24.  To  adopt  and  to  renew,  from  time  to  time,  when  necessary, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  a  seal  of  office,  an  impression  and 
description  whereof,  with  the  Governor's  certificate  of  approval,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

25.  It  shall  be  bis  duty  to  see  that  no  company  is  permitted  to 
insore  lives,  in  this  State,  whose  charter  authorizes  it  to  do  fire, 
marine,  or  inland  insurance  business,  and  that  no  company  shall  be 
permitted  to  do  fire,  marine,  or  inland  insurance  business  in  this  State 
wboae  charter  authorizes  it  to  insure  lives. 

§  16.  The  insurance  commissioner,  for  the  purposes  of  examina- 
tions authorized  by  law,  has  power,  either  in  person  or  by  one  or  more 
examiners  by  him  commissioned  in  writing  : 

1*  To  require  free  access  to  all  books  and  papers,  within  this  State, 
of  any  insurance  company,  or  the  agents  thereof,  doing  business 
within  this  State. 

2.  To  summon  and  examine  any  person  being  within  this  State, 
under  oath,  which  he  or  any  examiner  may  administer,  relative  to  the 
affiiirs  and  condition  of  any  company. 

3.  For  probable  cause,  to  visit,  at  its  principal  office,  wherever  it 
may  be,  any  insurance  company  not  of  a  State  in  which  the  provisions 
of  law  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  in  force,  and  doing  business  in 
this  State,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  its  affairs  and  condition ; 
and  to  revoke  its  certificate  in  this  State,  if  it  does  not  permit  an 
examination. 

4.  To  revoke  or  modify  any  certificate  of  authority,  when  any  con* 
ditions  prescribed  by  law  tor  granting  it  no  longer  exist. 

6.  The  insurance  commissioner  has  also  power  to  institute  suits 
axid  prosecutions,  either  by  the  attorney-general,  or  such  other  attor* 
ney  as  the  commissioner  may  designate,  for  any  violation  of  this  act : 
and  the  commissioner  is  a  necessary  party  to  any  proceeding  instituted 
for  the  purpose  of  closing  up  the  affairs  of  any  company,  when  the 
same  shall  not  be  in  the  name  of  the  State.  * 

§  17.  Whoever,  without  justifiable  cause,  being  within  this  State, 
refuses  to  appear  and  testify  oefdre  the  commissioner  when  so  required, 
or  obstructs  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  shall  for  each  offense  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  one  year. 

§  18.  Every  instrument  executed  by  the  commissioner  of  this 
State,  or  of  any  other  State,  in  which  the  substantial  provisions  of  this 
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act  shall  bo  enacted,  parsnant  to  aathoritj  conferred  by  thie  act,  and 
anthenticatcd  by  his  seal  of  office,  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in 
this  State ;  and  copies  of  papers  in  his  office  certified  by  him,  and  so 
authenticated,  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  this  State  with  the 
same  effect  as  the  originals.  Every  snch  instrament  so  executed  and 
authenticated  Jby  the  commissioner  of  this  State  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  same  manner,  and  the  same  and  its  record  shall  have  the  like 
effect,  as  if  acknowledged  or  proved  according  to  law.  The  impres- 
sion of  the  seal  may  be  directly  on  paper,  with  or  without  tenacious 
substance. 

§  19.  There  shall  be  paid  by  every  company,  to  whom  this  act 
applies,  the  following  fees  toward  defraying  the  expenses  of  executing 
its  provisions : 

Upon  filing  the  declaration  or  certified  copy  of  charter,  twenty*five 
dollars. 

Upon  filing  the  annual  statement,  or  certificate  in  lieu  thereof, 
twenty  dollars. 

For  each  certificate  of  authority  and  certified  copy  thereof,  twa 
dollars. 

For  every  copy  of  any  paper  filed  in  the  department,  [or  bureau,] 
the  sum  of  twenty  cents  per  folio ;  and  for  affixing  the  official  seal  to 
snch  copy  and  certifying  the  same,  one  dollar. 

For  valuing  policies  of  life  insurance  companies,  ten  dollars  per 
million  of  insurance,  or  any  fraction  thereof. 

For  official  examinations  of  companies  under  this  act,  the  actual 
expenses  incurred. 

For  countersigning  and  registering  policies  and  annuity  bonds,  tho 
reasonable  expenses  of  custody,  registration,  and  issue. 

§  20.  Incase  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  department  exceed 
the  amount  of  fees  collected  under  this  act,  and  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury,  (exclusive  of  the  tax  upon  premiums.)  thts  excess  of  such  ex« 
penses  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  commissioner,  in  equal  shares, 
upon  all  the  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this  State  ;  and 
the  commissioner  has  power  to  collect  such  assessments  and  pay  the 
same  into  the  State  Treasury. 

§  21.  No  cranst'er  by  the  insurance  commissioner  of  securities  of 
any  kind,  in  any  way  held  by  him  in  his  official  capacity,  is  valid  nn* 
less  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State.  Ic  is  the  duty  of  the 
State  Treasurer  : 

1.  To  countersign  any  such  transfer  presented  to  him  by  the  com- 
missioner ; 

2.  To  keep  a  record  of  all  such  transfers,  stating  the  name  of  the 
company  from  whose  account  the  transfer  is  made ;  the  name  of  the 
tf ansferee,  unless  transferred  in  blank ;  and  a  description  of  the 
security ; 

8.  Upon  countersigning,  to  advise  by  mail  the  company  concerned 
of  the  particulars  of  the  transaction ; 

4.  In  his  annual  report  to  the  Legislature,  to  state  the  amount  of 
transfers  countersigned  by  him. 

§  22.  For  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  correctness  of  records,  the 
commissioner  is  entitled  to  free  access  to  the  Treasurer's  record  re« 
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qnired  by  section  31,  and  the  Treasnrer  is  entitled  to  free  access  to  the 
books  and  other  docnments  of  the  insurance  department,  relating  to 
securities  held  by  the  commissioner. 

PSOYISIOKS  APPU0ABL8  TO'  ALL  OLASSSS   OF  OOMPANIXB. 

§  23.  It  is  unlawful  for  insurers  or  their  agents  to  make,  negotiate, 
or  solicit,  within  this  State,  any  contract  of  insurance,  except  as  au- 
thorised in  this  act. 

§  24.  No  company  hereafter  organized  in  this  State  shall  make 
insurance  upon  the  li'ires  of  individuals,  nor  gr^nt,  purchase,  or  dispose 
of  annuities  unless  organized  solely  therefor,  and  doing  such  business 
ezclnsively. 

§  25.  No  declaration  of  organization  or  charter  of  an  insurance 
company  formed  under  any  general  law  of  this  State,  and  no  altera- 
tion or  amendment  thereof,  shall  be  operative  until  it  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Attorney-General  for  examination,  and  fonnd  by  him  to 
be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  such  general 
law,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  lawn  of  the  Uuited 
States  and  of  this  State ;  and  so  certified  by  him,  and  delivered  to  the 
insurance  commissioner. 

§  2f .  The  capital  stock  and  accumulations  of  any  insurance  com- 
pany of  this  State,  shall  be  invested  in  the  bonds  or  treasnry  notes  of 
the  United  States,  or  bonds  of  this  State,  or  any  other  State  of  the 
XJnited  States,  or  of  any  city,  town,  or  county  of  this  State,  or  of  any 
other  State  of  the  United  States  having  legal  authority  to  issue  the 
same,  bearing  interest ;  or  they  may  be  invested  or  loaned  on  mort- 
gages of  nnencumbered  real  estate  in  this  or  any  other  State  of  the 
United  States,  worth  at  least  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  ex- 
clusive of  buildings;  except  when  such  bnildings  are  insured  and  the 
policies  duly  assigned  as  additional  sccnrity,  or  loaned  on  pledges  of 
any  of  the  securities  named  in  this  section  :  Provided^  always^  that  the 
current  market  value  of  such  pledged  securities  shall  be  at  all  times 
dnrin<^  the  continuance  of  such  loans  at  least  twenty  per  cent,  more 
than  the  sum  loaned  on  them,  and  all  such  loans  are  subject  to  the 
power  of  the  company  to  terminate  the  same  in  case  of  depreciation 
of  the  securities  below  that  limit :  And  provided,  that  in  all  investments 
made  upon  mortgage  seenrtties  the  evidence  of  the  debt  shall  accom- 
pany the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  No  dividends  shall  be  paid  ex- 
cept from  surplus  in  excess  of  the  minimum  capital  stock  required  by 
law,  reserved  fund  for  reinsurance  of  policies,  and  other  liabilities  of 
thec'-mpany.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  aifect  the 
power  of  a  company  to  make  dividends  not  impairing  its  capital  and 
Its  reserves. 

S  27.  Before  any  insurance  company  of  this  State  shall  do  any 
business,  the  insnranoe  commissioner  shall  cause  an  examination  to 
be  made,  either  by  himself  or  by  a  disinterested  person  appointed  by 
him  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  certify,  under  oath,  that  the  capital 
herein  required  of  the  company  named  in  the  charter,  accordins:  to 
the  nature  of  the  business  proposed  to  be  transacted  by  such  com- 
pany, has  been  paid  in  in  money,  and  invested  in  such  securities  as 
t— 86 
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ere  reqnired  by  section  . .  of  this  act,  or,  ir  a  mataal  company,  that  it 
has  received  and  is  in  actual  poeseesion  of  the  pre tui urns,  or  bona  fide 
engagpinents  of  insurance,  or  other  Becurities,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
thetuil  extent  and  of  the  value  reqnired  by  law;  and  the  name  and 
the  residence  of  the  maker  of  each  premium  note,  forming  part  of  the 
capital  or  assets,  and  the  amount  of  such  note,  shall  be  reported  to 
the  commisdionur;  and  the  corporators  or  officers  of  such  company 
shall  be  required  to  certify,  nnier  oath,  thU  the  capital  exhibited  to 
those  parsons  is  49/ia  file  property  of  the  ompiny;  which  certifi- 
cate shall  be  filed  in  the  offije  of  the  commissiouer. 

§  '3S.     Bdforeauy  insa'*aa';e  conpaiy  shUl  omnsnc^  baslneas  in 
this  State,  the  following  coaditions  must  be  complied  with  : 

1.     It  must  be  fnlly  organized. 

2*  If  it  be  a  company  not  of  this  State,  a  C3py  of  its  charter,  duly 
accepted,  or  is  declaration  of  organization,  or  deed  of  settlement , 
duly  approved,  as  provided  in  section  ..,  and  duly  certitied  by  the 
insurance  ommissioner  or  other  proper  officer  of  its  own  State  or 
nation,  with  his  certificate  that  the  company  is  entitled  to  assume 
risks  and  issue  policies  therein,  together  with  tbestipniatinn  respect- 
ing service  of  process  in  this  State,  required  by  Article  III.  of  this 
title,  and  a  statement  of  the  place  where  it  is  located,  must  be  filed 
with  the  insurance  commissioner  of  this  State. 

8.  Its  whole  capital  must  be  paid  in  and  invested,  and  its  deposit 
of  securities  made,  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  as  reqnired  by  law ;  and 

4.  It  must  procure  from  the  insurance  commissioner  of  this  State  a 
certificate  that  it  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  this 
State  applicable  to  it^  and  is  entitled  to  assume  risks  and  issue  policies 
in  this  Sta'e. 

§  2^.  No  person  shall  act  as  agent,  in  this  State,  for  any  company 
not  of  this  State,  in  any  manner  whatever  relating  to  risks,  until  the 
last  section  has  been  complied  with  on  the  part  of  the  company,  and 
he  has  received  from  the  insurance  commissioner  a  certificate  of 
authority,  slating  that  the  foregoing  requirements  have  been  complied 
with,  a  record  of  which  certificate  shall  be  kept  in  the  otiice  of  the 
commissioner.  A  renewal  certificate  must  be  procured  and  filed  ia 
the  month  of in  each  year. 

§  30.  Every  a^rent  of  any  insurance  company,  not  of  this  State, 
shall,  in  all  advertisements  of  such  agency,  publish  the  location  of  the 
company,  giving  the  name  of  the  city,  town,  or  village  in  which  the 
company  is  located,  and  the  State  or  government  under  the  laws  of 
which  it  is  organized. 

§  81.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  insurance  company  of  this  State  to 
purchase,  hold,  or  convey  real  estate  anywhere,  and  for  any  other 
insurance  company  to  purchase,  hold,  or  convey  real  estate  within 
this  State,  except  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  and  time  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  Such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  accommodation  in  the  transac- 
tion of  its  business ;  or, 

2.  Such  as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  to  it  in  good  faith,  by  way 
of  security  for  loans  previously  contracted,  or  for  moneys  due ;  or, 
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8.  Sach  as  BhslI  have  been  conveyed  to  it  in  satififaction  of  debts 
previonelv  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings;  or« 

4.  Such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  at  sales  npon  judgments,  de- 
crees, or  mortgages  obtained  or  made  for  such  debts. 

Keal  estate  iawtuUj  acquired  as  aforesaid,  and  not  necessary  for  the 
accommodation  of  tbe  company  in  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
shall  be  £old  and  disposed  of  within  five  years  after  its  acquiring  title 
to  the  same;  unless  tbe  company  procures  a  certidcate  from  the  in- 
surance commissioner  that  the  iuterests  of  the  company  will  suffer 
materially  by  a  forced  sale  thereof,  and  extending  the  time  for  the 
sale  to  a  period  fixed  in  said  certificate.  Any  company  of  a  State  in 
whicb  tbe  provisions  of  law  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  in  force,  may 
parchase,  hold,  and  convey  real  estate  within  this  State,  or  any  other 
of  tbe  said  States,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  time  and  manner  above 
provided  for. 

§  32.  Every  insurance  company  having  deposited  securities  wi'h 
the  insurance  commissioner,  whether  under  this  act  or  any  other, 
must,  by  its  president,  secretary,  or  actuary,  examine  the  securities  and 
compare  them  with  the  books  of  the  department  [or  bureau)  once  or 
more  in  each  calendar  year,  at  such  times,  in  ordinary  business  hours, 
as  the  company  may  direct,  and  if  found  correct  give  the  commis- 
sioner a  written  acknowledgment  that  the  same,  desii^nating  the 
kinds  and  the  amounts,  are  m  his  custody  at  the  date  of  the  acknow- 
ledgment. 

§  33.  Each  violation  of  this  act  shall  subject  the  party  violating  to 
a  penalty  of  fiveJiundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the 
Dame  of  the  people,  either  as  prescribed  by  subdivision  5  of  section 
16,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  paid  into  the  funds  of  the  insurance  de« 
partment,  [or  bureau,]  or  by  tbe  district  attorney  of  the  county  in 
whicb  the  company  or  persons  so  violating  shall  be  situated,  in  which 
case  one-halt  bhail  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such  county,  and  tbe 
other  half  to  tbe  informer  of  such  violation.  In  case  of  non-payment 
of  the  penalty,  the  ofi'ender  is  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  peiiud  not 
exceeding  six  months,  in  the  discretion  of  any  court  having  cognixance 
thereof. 

▲KNITAL  STATXUXirr. 

§  81.  Every  insurance  company  doing  business  in  this  State  must 
transmit  to  the  insurance  commissioner  a  statement  of  its  conditiun 
and  business  for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  3 1st  of  December, 
which  statement  shall  be  rendered  on  tbe  1st  day  of  January  follow- 
ing, or  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  by  fire  inburance  companies,  or 
within  sixty  duys  thereafter  by  marine  and  life  insurance  coinpanies; 
except  that  furti^n  companies  shall  transmit  their  statement  of  busi- 
ness, other  than  that  done  in  the  United  States,  prior  to  the  lolluwing 
first  day  of  July. 

§  36.  The  annual  btatements  required  by  the  last  section  must  be 
in  lorm,  and  sthte  the  particulars  required  by  the  blanks  preicribed 
by  the  commissioner. 

Si  3(}«    The  insurance  commissioner  may  require,  at  any  time,  state* 
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ments  from  any  coiDpany  doiti^  basineeB  within  this  State,  or  any  of 
its  officers  or  agents,  od  such  points  as  he  deems  necessary  and  proper 
to  elicit  a  fnll  exhibit  of  its  business  and  standing. 

§  37.  The  statements  required  nnder  this  act  mnst  be  verified  by 
the  signature  and  oath  of  the  President  or  Vice-President,  with  those 
of  the  Secretary  or  Actuary ;  or  by  those  of  a  majority  of  the  Direc- 
tors. 

§  38.  No  company  having  neglected  to  file  a  statement  required 
from  it,  within  the  time  and  in  tiie  manner  prescribed,  shall  oo  any 
new  business,  alter  notification  by  the  commissioner,  while  such 
neglect  continues* 

§  39.  Any  company  neglecting  to  make  and  transmit  any  state- 
ment required  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  day's  neglect. 

§  40.  Any  company  or  person  willfully  making  a  false  statement 
in  any  report  to  the  commissioner  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$500,  and  not  more  than  $1000,  to  be  imposed  by  any  court  of  com- 
peten  t  j  urisd  iction. 

§  41.  The  insurance  commissioner  has  authority  to  prevent  publi- 
cation of  any  part  of  the  statement,  made  under  this  article,  until  his 
annual  report  to  the  Legislature  is  made. 

§  42.  Every  receiver  or  other  judicially  appointed  trustee  of  an  in- 
surance company  of  this  State,  must  make  the  statements  required 
under  this  article,  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to 
such  receivers  or  trustees. 

§  43.  No  insurance  company  not  of  this  State,  nor  its  agents,  shall 
do  business  in  this  State,  until  it  has  filed  with  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner  of  this  State  a  written  stipulation,  duly  authenticated  by  the 
company,  agreeing  that  any  legal  process  affecting  the  company, 
served  on  the  insurance  commissioner  or  his  deputy,  shall  have  the 
same  efiect  as  if  served  personally  on  the  company  within  this  State* 
Any  such  company  may,  at  its  option,  explicitly  designate  in  its 
stipulation  its  piincipal  oflice  or  agency  in  this  State,  and  in  such  case 
the  stipulation  may  be  that  any  legal  process  served  on  the  insurance 
commissioner  or  his  deputy,  and  also  on  the  person  in  charge  of  such 
ofiice  at  the  time  when  service  is  made,  shall  have  the  eame  effect  aa 
if  served  personally  on  the  company;  and  that  if  there  bene  person 
in  charge,  or  if  he  keep  himself  concealed,  or  avoid  service,  such  pro- 
cess may  be  served  on  him,  or  at  such  office,  by  publication,  or  post- 
ing, or  otherwise,  in  the  manner  which  shall  then  be  prescribed  by 
the  law  of  this  State  for  substituted  service ;  and  that  if  such  company 
should  cease  to  maintain  such  an  office  in  this  State,  so  designated, 
such  process  may  thereafter  be  served  on  the  insurance  commissioner 
or  his  deputy  alone. 

§  44.  So  long  as  any  liability  of  the  stipulating  company  to  any 
resident  of  this  IState  continues,  such  stipulation  cannot  be  revoked  or 
modified  ;  except  that  a  new  one  may  be  substituted  so  as  to  require 
or  dispense  with  service  at  the  office,  or  to  change  the  designation  of 
such  office. 

§  45.  Serr  /co  of  process,  according  to  a  stipulation  under  section 
48,  shall  be  sufficient  personal  service  on  the  company.  A  copy  of 
unnh  qtipulation  certified  by  the  commissioner)  and  hu  certificate  ot 
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the  revocation  or  modification  of  each  sttpnlation,  that  a  company  hM 
no  office  within  the  State  duly  designated  by  such  stipnlation,  and 
thatprocoEB  has  been  dniy  served  on  him  or  his  deputy,  or  either  of 
snch  facts,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  thereof. 

§  46.  When  process  against  or  afifecting  an  insurance  company  is 
served  on  the  insurance  commissioner  or  his  deputy,  he  must  tilr  the 
aame,  and  mail  a  certified  copy  to  the  company  at  its  home  office, 
postage  prepaid. 

§  47.  The  term  ^'process"  in  this  act  includes  any  writ,  summons, 
or  order,  whereby  any  action,  suit,  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced, 
or  which  shall  be  issued  in  or  upon  any  action,  suit,  or  proceeding. 

FIBB  INStTBANOB  OOMPAKIES. 

§  48.  No  joint-stock  fire  insurance  company  shall  be  organized  in 
this  State,  or  do  business  in  this  State,  unless  it  has  at  least  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  capital. 

§  4S).  No  mutual  fire  insurance  company  not  of  this  State  shall  do 
business  in  this  State. 

§  50.  No  fire  or  inland  insurance  company  of  thia  State,  or  doing 
business  in  this  State,  shall  expose  itself  to  any  loss  on  any  one  fire  or 
inland  navigation  risk  or  hazard,  either  by  one  or  more  policies,  to  an 
amount  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  its  paid-up  capital  in  the  case  of  a 
fire,  or  ten  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  an  inland  insurance  company, 
whether  re-insured  or  not. 

§  51.  No  fire  insurance  company  shall  make  any  dividend*  except 
from  the  surplus  profits  arising  from  its  business  In  estimating  snch 
protits,  there  shall  be  reserved  therefrom : 

1.  A  sum  equal  to  the  whole  amount  of  premiums  on  unexpired 
risks  and  policies,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  unearned  pre- 
miums ; 

8.  AH  sums  due  the  company  on  bonds  and  mortgages,  bonds, 
Btocks,  and  book  accounts,  of  which  no  part  of  the  principal,  nor  the 
interest  thereon,  has  been  paid  during  the  preceding  year,  and  for  which 
foreclosure  or  suit  has  not  been  commenced,  or  which,  after  judgment 
obtained  thereon,  shall  have  remained  more  than  two  years  unsatisfied, 
and  on  which  interest  shall  not  have  been  paid ;  and, 

8.  All  interest  due  or  accrued  and  remaining  unpaid  :  Providedy 
that  any  company  may  declare  dividends  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent, 
on  its  capital  stock,  in  any  one  year,  that  possesses  an  accumulated 
fund  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  of  such  divi- 
dend, and  hU  actual  outstanding  liabilities,  equal  to  one-halt'  of  the 
amount  of  all  premiums  on  risks  not  terminated  at  the  time  of  making 
snch  dividend.  Any  dividend  made  contrary  to  this  section  shall 
Bubject  the  company  making  the  same  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  charter, 
and  each  stockholder  receiving  it  to  a  liability  to  the  creditors  of  snch 
company,  to  the  extent  of  the  dividend  received,  beside  the  other 
penalties  and  punishments  prescribed  by  law.  This  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  declaration  of  scrip  dividends  by  participating  companies ; 
but  no  snch  scrip  dividend  shall  be  paid,  except  from  surplus  profits 
•fier  reserving  all  sums  as  above  providedi'  inoluding  the  whole 
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amoQDt  of  premiums  on  onexpirecl  risks.    The  word  '^jear/'  wher* 
ever  used  in  this  sectiou,  shall  beconbtrned  to  mean  the  calendar  year. 

§  52.  Any  joiut  btock  lire  insurance  company  may  (upon  the  writ> 
ten  consent  of  the  holders  of  three-fourths  in  amonut  of  the  stock) 
permit  the  insured  to  participate  in  the  profits  of  its  Dusiness,  and  pro- 
vide-how far  any. scrip,  issued  to  the  insured  for  such  profits,  shall  be 
liable  for  the  losses  to  be  sustained ;  and  any  company  so  doings 
whenever  an  amount  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  has 
been  accumulated,  and  scrip  so  issued  therefor,  may,  upon  the  written 
consent  of  the  holders  ot  three-fourths  in  amount  of  the  stock,  pay  off 
and  cancel  an  amount  of  the  original  ca^'h  capital  equal  to  one  half  of 
the  accumulated  profits,  and  so  may  continue  from  time  to  time  until 
the  whoie  amount  of  the  original  cash  capital  is  paid  off:  Provided^ 
that  betbre  any  portion  of  such  capital  stock  shall  be  so  paid  off,  proof 
eliall  be  exhibited  to  the  insurance  commissioner  that  an  amount  of 
accumulated  protits  has  been  realized,  scrip  issued  therefor,  and  invest* 
ments  made  thereof,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  . «. .  of  this 
act,  at  least  €qaal  to  double  the  amount  so  desired  to  be  paid  off  and 
canceled,  and  the  said  commissioner  shall  also  first  certify  that  be  is 
satisfied  with  such  proof. 

§  53.  JNo  fire  insurance  company  of  any  other  State  of  the  United 
States,  in  which  the  substantial  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enacted, 
shall  be  required  to  make  any  deposit  in  this  State. 

§  54.  ]So  foreign  fire  insurance  company  shall  do  business  in  this 
State,  unless  it  has  on  deposit  with  the  commissioner  of  this  State,  for 
the  benefit  of  all  its  policyholders  in  the  United  States,  the  snmof  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  invested  and  valued  as  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion . .  • ,  or  unless  it  has  complied  with  the  next  section. 

§  65.  A  foreign  fire  insurance  company,  which  has  its  principal 
office  in  the  United  States  in  any  State  where  the  provisions  of  law 
contained  in  this  act  shall  be  in  force,  may  file  with  the  insurance 
commissioner  of  this  State  a  certificate  made  by  the  insurance  com- 
missioner of  such  other  State,  that  he  holds  a  deposit  made  by  such 
company,  such  as  is  described  in  the  last  section.  Ko  deposit  shall 
be  required  in  this  State  from  such  company  while  the  deposit  so  cer- 
tified remains  sufficient. 

§  5t>.  No  foreign  insurance  company  shall  make  any  contract  of 
insurance  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  inland  navigation  risks, 
nor  expose  itself  to  any  such  loss  by  any  one  risk,  for  any  greater 
amount  in  proportion  to  its  capital,  as  determined  by  the  following 
provisions,  tban  companies  of  this  State  may. 

§  57.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  capital  of  any  foreign  in* 
Burance  company  doing  fire  insurance  business  in  this  State  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  agt^regate  value  of  its  deposits  and  investments, 
made  and  certitied  according  to  the  provisions  uf  this  act,  in  the  United 
States,  after  making  the  same  deductions  therefrom,  fur  losses  and  all 
liabilities  within  the  United  States  and  for  premiums  on  unexpired 
risks,  as  are  made  in  the  case  of  companies  of  this  State ;  JPt'ovided^ 
that  such  assets  be  vested  in  and  held  within  the  United  States,  by 
trustees,  citzens  of  the  United  States,  appointed  by  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  company,  and  approved  by  tue  iosorance  oommissiou^r 
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of  the  State  where  invested,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  policyholders 
and  creditors  in  the  United  States.  The  trustees  so  chosen  are  hereby 
empowered  to  take,  hold  and  convey  real  and  personal  property  for 
the  parposes  of  the  trnst,  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  as  insarance 
companies  of  this  State. 

§  />8.  The  annual  certificate  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  given 
to  any  foreign  fire  insurance  company  or  its  agents,  wirhin  this  State, 
nnder  section . . . . ,  mnet  state  the  amount  of  the  capital  of  the  com- 
pany, ascertained  by  him  as  detined  by  the  last  section. 

§  50.  All  the  provisions  contained  in  this  title  reepecting  fire  insu- 
rance companies  shall  apply  to  companies  doing  an  inland  insurance 
businesp,  so  far  as,  from  the  nature  of  the  business  of  inland  insurance, 
the  same  may  be  applicable. 

LIFB  ISrSUBANCS  COMPANIES. 

§  60.  No  life  insurance  company  shall  bo  organized  or  do  business 
in  this  State  unless  it  has  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  capi- 
tal  or  assess,  invested  as  provided  in  this  act. 

§  61.  No  life  insurance  company  of  this  State  shall  do  busioess  in 
this  State  or  elsewhere,  and  no  other  life  insurance  company,  except 
as  provided  in  section  — ,  shall  do  business  in  this  State,  unless  it  has 
on  deposit  with  the  insurance  commissioner  or  other  iinancial  officer 
of  this  State,  as  security  for  all  its  policyholders,  stocks  or  bonds  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States  to  an  amount  the  actual  market 
value  of  which,  exclusive  of  interest,  shall  never  be  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  stock  or  bonds  shall  be  retained  by 
the  commissioner  or  other  designated  ofiicer,  and  disposed  of  as  di- 
rected by  law :  Provided^  however^  that  personal  obligations,  secured 
by  first  mortgages  on  real  estate  within  this  State,  worth,  exclusive  of 
all  buildings,  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  lien,  and  bearing  an 
interest  of  not  less  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  may  be  receiveu  by 
the  said  financial  ofiicer  of  tnis  State,  instead  ot  bunds  or  stocks,  to 
the  amount  of  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  62.  As  long  as  any  policies  of  the  depositing  company  remain 
in  force,  the  insurance  commissioner  shall  hold  the  deposit  mentioned 
in  the  last  section  as  security  for  all  holders  of  its  policies, 

§  63.  Any  iife  insurance  company  of  any  other  State  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  in  which  the  provisions  of  law  contained  in  this  act  shall  be 
in  force,  may  file  with  the  insurance  commibsioner  of  this  State  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  insurance  commissioner  of  such  other  State,  that",  as 
such  officer,  he  holds  in  trust  and  on  deposit,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the 
policyholders  of  such  company,  the  depjsit  above  described,  stating 
the  items  of  the  securities  so  held  ;  and  that  he  is  satisfied  that  such 
securities  are  worth  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Ho  deposit  shall 
be  required  in  this  State  while  the  said  deposit  so  certified  remains. 

§  61.  When  a^.y  life  insurance  company,  doing  busiuefs  in  this 
State,  desires  to  relinquish  its  business,  the  insarance  commissioner 
shall,  on  its  application,  under  the  oath  of  the  president  or  vice-presi- 
dent, and  secretary  or  actuary,  give  notico  of  such  intention  in  the 
paper  in  which  the  State  notices  are  directed  to  be  inserted,  at  least 
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twice  a  week  for  six  months ;  and  after  each  publication  he  shall  de- 
liver up  to  such  company,  or  its  assigos,  any  securities  held  by  him 
belongio^  to  it,  on  being  satisfied  by  the  exhibition  of  its  books  and 
papers,  and  on  examination,  by  himself  or  a  person  appointed  by  him, 
and  upon  the  oath  of  the  president  or  vice-president,  and  the  secre- 
tary or  actuary  of  the  same,  that  all  liabilities  due,  or  to  become  due, 
on  any  agreement  made  with  any  citizens  of  the  United  States,  are 
paid  and  extinguished.  And  the  commissioner  may  also,  from  time  to 
time,  deliver  up  to  such  company,  or  its  assigns,  any  part  of  said  secu- 
rities, on  being  satisfied  by  any  other  competent  proof  that  all  liabili- 
ties due,  or  to  become  due  on  any  agreement  made  by  it,  are  less  than 
one*half  of  the  amount  of  the  securities  he  still  retains.  Any  foreign 
life  insarance  company  having  made  such  publication,  may,  in  the  die* 
cretion  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  withdraw  one-half  of  its  de- 
posit of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  on  registering,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  law  for  registered  policies,  all  its  outstanding  policies 
issued  to  citizens  or  residents  of  the  United  States,  and  covenanting 
to  maintain  unimpaired  the  re-insnrance  deposit  for  such  registered 
policies  at  all  future  times,  and  specially  pledging  for  their  security  all 
future  premiums  payable  on  American  policies. 

§  65.  Any  life  insurance  company  of  this  State  mny,  at  any  time, 
assign  to  the  insurance  commissioner  securities,  such  as  are  described 
in  section  — ,  to  the  amonnt  of  twenty-five  thonsand  dollars  or  more, 
in  addition  to  the  deposits  required  by  that  section,  to  he  held  by  him 
in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  all  holders  of  its  policies  and  bonds  register- 
ed under  section  — ,  and  not  to  be  transferred  by  him  without  the 
written  application  of  the  company,  or  its  receiver  duly  appointed,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  holders. 

§  66.  Upon  being  furnished  by  the  depositing  company  with  poli- 
cies and  annuity  bonds,  consecutively  numbered,  executed  by  the 
company  in  duplicate,  each  bearing  the  words,  ''  The  present  net  value 
of  this  policy  is  secured  by  pledge  of  public  stocks  or  bonds  and  mort- 
gages,'' and  of  such  denominations  and  amounts  as  the  company  may 
require,  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  section  . . .,  the  commissioner 
shall  register  the  same  in  books  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  conn- 
tereign,  seal,  and  deliver  to  the  company  t)ie  originals,  and  file  the 
duplicates.  Mutilated  registered  policies  and  annuity  bonds,  issued 
to  a  company,  shall  be  received  back  by  the  commissioners,  and  others 
delivered  in  lieu  thereof,  of  like  tenor  and  date;  and  in  case  of  lost 
policies  or  bonds,  he  shall  furnish  certified  copies  of  the  duplicates  on 
file. 

§  67.  Beceipts  for  renewal  premiums  on  registered  policies  must 
be  countersigned  or  stamped  in  the  insurance  department ;  and  no 
policies  shall  be  marked  off  or  canceled  on  the  books  of  a  registering 
company,  except  those  the  renewal  receipts  for  which  are  returned  to 
the  department,  or  other  proof  satisfactory  to  the  commissioner  is  fur* 
nished,  that  they  have  not  been  taken  or  have  ceased  to  be  in  force. 

§  68.  The  commissioner  shall  value  the  policies  and  annuity  bonds 
registered  under  the  last  section,  according  to  the  rules  prescribed  by 
section  . . .,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  net  value 
of  said  policies  and  bonds  issued  to  any  company  exceed  the  value  of 
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the  secnrities  be  holds  bj  its  transfer,  as  provided  in  section  . . .  He 
maj,  npon  satisfactory  proof  presented  in  writing,  and  filed  with  him, 
that  the  secnrities  so  held  bj  him  exceed  tbe  net  present  value  of  out- 
standing registered  policies  and  annuity  bonds  issued  to  the  depositing 
company,  allow  it  to  withdraw  the  excess. 

§  (59.  Hereafter  any  company  that  shall  issue  a  registered  policy 
shall  be  thereafter  prohibited  from  issuing  unregistered  policies. 

§  70.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  implying  any  obli- 
gation on  the  part  of  the  State  to  pay  policies  or  annuity  bonds  of 
companies,  except  as  to  the  net  value  thereof  by  a  proper  application 
of  the  securities  deposited  or  transferred  to  the  objects  declared  by 
the  act. 

§  71.  So  long  as  any  deposit  required  by  this  article  is  kept  good, 
and  the  depositing  company  is  solvent,  the  commissioner  may  permit 
the  company  to  collect  the  interest  or  dividends  on  its  securities  so 
deposited  ;  and  from  time  to  time  to  withdraw  any  of  such  securities, 
on  depositing  with  him  others  of  equal  value  and  like  character. 

§  72.  Anv  life  insurance  company,  organized  under  a  law  of  Con- 
gress, shall  elect  one  State  in  which  its  policies  shall  be  valued,  and 
the  certificate  of  the  proper  officer  of  such  State  that  such  has  been 
done,  shall  be  received  oy  tbe  commissioner  of  this  State  as  of  the 
same  force  and  efiect  as  if  such  company  had  been  organized  under 
the  laws  of  such  State.  And  such  company  shall  comply  with  the 
law  of  the  State  so  selected  as  regards  the  deposit  required  to  be  made 
therein  for  tbe  protection  of  policyholders ;  and  the  certificate  of  the 
commissioner  of  such  State  that  said  deposit  has  been  duly  made^ 
shall  be  received  by  the  commissioner  of  this  State  as  of  the  same 
efiect  as  if  said  company  had  been  organized  under  the  laws  of  Um 
State  so  selected. 

ICASnnB  INSTTBAKOB  OOMPANIBS. 

§  73.  No  joint  stock  marine  insurance  company  shall  hereafter  be 
organized  in  this  State,  unless  it  has  a  paid  up  capital  of  at  least  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  74.  No  marine  insurance  company  of  any  other  State  in  which 
the  substantial  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enacted,  shall  be  required 
to  make  any  deposit  in  this  State. 

§  75.  No  foreign  marine  insurance  company  shall  do  business  in 
this  State  unless  it  has  on  deposit  with  the  commissioLer  of  this  State 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  invested  and  valued  as 
prescribed  in  section  .. ..,  or  unless  it  has  complied  with  the  next 
section, 

§  76.  A  marine  insurance  company  of  a  foreign  nation  which  has 
its  principal  ofiice  for  the  United  States  in  any  State  in  which  the 
substantial  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enacted,  may  file  with  the 
insurance  comraiesioner  of  this  State  a  certificate  made  by  the  insu- 
rance commissioner  of  such  other  State,  that  he  holds  a  deposit  made 
by  such  company,  such  as  is  described  in  the  last  section.  No  deposit 
shall  be  required  in  this  State  from  such  company  while  the  deposit  so 
certified  remains.

for,  and  such  new  assessment  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  such  assessment 
had  been  made  at  the  time  provided  by  law.  The  county  board,  upon 
the  return  of  the  assessment  made  under  this  act,  shall  have  authority 
to  levy  the  annual  taxes  for  county,  town,  school  or  other  purposes 
authorized  to  be  extended  against  the  assessment  of  property,  the  same 
as  if  SQch  assessment  had  been  made  in  the  manner  and  time  provided 
by  law." 

Additional  section,  to  be  called  "  Section  2.  Whenever  a  large  part 
of  the  taxable  property  of  any  township,  city,  town  or  village  in  any 
county  of  this  State  has  been  heretofore,  or  may  be  hereafter  destroyed 
by  fire  or  other  casualty,  after  the  annual  assessemenf  thereof,  and 
before  the  collection  therefore,  the  county  board  may  proceed  under 
and  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  make 
a  new  assessment  as  to  such  township,  city,  town,  village,  or  tax  dis- 
trict ;  or  such  county  board,  or  authority  levying  the  same,  may  abate 
or  remit  on  the  property  so  destroyed  a  portion  or  all  of  the  tax  there- 
on, in  their  respective  districts,  except  the  State  tax." 

Strike  out  section  3 and  insert  the  following:  "Section  8.  Whereas 
by  reason  of  the  destruction  of  the  assessment  rolls  of  Cook  county, 
for  the  State,  county  and  other  taxes  for  the  year  1871,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  collect  any  portion  of  said  taxes  therein  until  a  new  assessment 
shall  be  made ;  therefore  an  emergency  exists,  and  this  act  shall  take 
efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage." 
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Amend  the  title  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  ^^A  bill  for  ah  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  re-aBsessment  and  taxation  of  property  where  the  records 
of  assessment  have  been  lost  or  deetroyed|  and  to  anthorize  the  re-assess- 
ment or  abatement  of  taxes  in  certain  cases."

act  of  Congress,  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  shall  be  made  by  Congress,  annu- 
ally, to  support  one  or  more  military  professorships  in  each  of  said  colleges.

A  message  from  the  Governor^  by  £.  B.  Harlan,  Private  Secretary. 
Mr.  President :  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the 
Senate  a  written  communication,  viz : 

State  op  Illinois,  Exboutive  Depabtmbnt, 

Spbinofeeld,  Jan.  13, 1872 

Hon.  John  DouansBTr,  JPvsaidenS  of  t As  Senate  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  to  the  Senate  a  bill  for  "An  act  to  regu- 
late the  manner  of  applyins;  for  reprieves,  commutations  and 
pardons,"  without  my  approval.  It  is  natural  that  the  people  of  the 
State  should  feel  a  great  degree  of  anxiety  and  solicitude,  to  subject 
the  absolute  discretionary  power  conferred  upon  the  Governor  by  the 
constitution  in  respect  to  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons,  to 
such  wise  and  proper  regnlations  as  will  prevent  abuses. 

I  fnily  share  in  the  anxiety  of  the  people  on  this  interesting  subject, 
and  will  at  any  time  gladly  concur  with  the  General  Assembly  in  any 
measure,  that  will,  in  my  judgment,  tend  to  a  result  that  is  by  all 
regarded  as  so  desirable. 

It  may  be  considered  by  many  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  framers 
of  the  constitution  did  not  think  proper  to  select  some  other  depository 
for  this  important  power,  or  to  associate  with  the  Governor  the  offi- 
cers of  some  other  department  of  the  government,  and  in  that  way 
divide  the  responsibility  that  always  attends  the  remission  or  modifi- 
cation of  the  penalties  adjudged  by  the  tribunals  against  persons 
guilty  of  crimes:  but  that  course  did  not  commend  itself  to  their 
^oice,  and  by  tne  constitution  the  Governor  is  made  the  only  and 
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ezclnsive  judge  of  the  propriety  of  granting  reprieves,  commntatione 
and  pardons  in  any  partioolar  instance,  subject  only  to  his  proper  offi- 
cial responsibilities. 

The  only  power  conferred  upon  the  General  Assembly,  is  that  of 
regulating  the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieves,  commutations  and 
pardons;  and  the  doty  of  preparing  laws  intended  to  give  effect  to  the 
power  mentioned,  is  almost  as  delicate  as  the  proper  exercise  of  the 
pardoning  power. 

It  will,  no  doubt,  be  admitted  that  it  would  be  a  fatal  objection  to 
any  measure  intended  to  regulate  the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieves, 
commutations  and  pardons ;  that  its  operation  would  be  to  restrict 
the  power  of  the  Governor  in  the  determination  of  questions  confided 
to  his  discretion  by  the  constitution,  or  that  its  effect  would  be  to  de- 
prive persons  of  the  power  to  make  applications  to  the  Governor.  An 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  that  prohibited  all  applications  to  the 
Governor  by  persons  convicted  of  crimes  for  a  reprieve,  commutation 
or  pardon,  would  be  palpably  unconstitutional,  and  laws  that  imposed 
impossible  conditions  upon  applicants  would  be  equally  objectionable, 
and  such  it  seems  to  me  would  be  the  effect  of  this  bill  if  it  becomes 
a  law. 

The  first  section  of  the  bill  requires  that  every  application  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  for  a  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon,  shall  be 
by  a  petition  in  writing,  and  the  second  section  directs,  that  notice  of 
such  application  shall  be  given  to  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  city  or 
county  where  the  offense  was  committed,  at  least  three  weeks  before 
such  application  is  presented  to  the  Governor,  and  it  is  made  the  duty 
of  the  State's  Attorney  to  give  such  notice  to  the  parties  interested  in 
prosecuting  said  party  convicted. 

In  considering  the  provisions  of  the  bill  thus  referred  to,  it  may  be 
admitted  that  as  a  general  rule,  applications  to  the  Governor  for  re- 
prieves, commutations  and  pardons,  should  be  by  petition,  in  writing, 
but  experience  has  proven  that  there  are  many  exceptions  that  should 
be  properly  allowed  to  the  rule. 

The  penitentiary  and  jails  are  but  miniature  representations  of  the 
outer  world,  as  they  contain  persons  of  advanced  age,  and  almost 
childish  youth,  and  every  grade  of  character,  shading  away  from  the 
most  intelligent,  as  well  as  the  most  hardened  and  atrocious,  to  mental 
feebleness,  that  is  scarcely  capable  of  forming  a  criminal  intention;  and 
the  inmates  of  the  penal  institutions  of  the  State  are  drawn  from 
every  station  in  life,  and  the  conditions  that  surrounded  them  before 
conviction  attend  them  there,  and  greatly  influence  the  possibilities  of 
pardon. 

It  is  a  fact  that  will  be  abundantly  shown  by  an  examination  of  the 
files  of  the  executive  office,  that  to  applications  made  to  the  Governor 
for  the  commutation  of  the  sentence,  or  the  pardon  of  the  most  noto- 
rious criminals  that  have  ever  been  convicted  of  crimes,  will  be  found 
the  names  of  judges,  senators,  representatives,  and  other  eminent 
persons,  residing  in  this  and  other  States.  And  applications  of  this 
class  are  pressed  upon  the  Governor,  notwithstanding  the  person 
whose  pardon  is  almost  demanded  by  an  array  of  powerful  names,  was 
defended,  on  the  trial  that  resulted  in  his  conviction,  by  the  ablest 
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connsel,  and  every  nieaii9  neceBsary  to  the  proper  vindication  of  his 
alleged  innocence  was  within  easy  reach.  Persons  of  this  class  will 
be  able,  withont  difficulty,  to  comply  with  any  mere  formal  method 
for  applying  for  pardon  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

But  many  of  the  inmates  of  the  penitentiary  are  obscnre  and  poor 
and  ignorant  and  helpless,  and  their  crimes  have  sprang  from  impulse, 
provocation,  temptation,  poverty,  ignorance,  or  inexperience,  and  in 
others,  the  feeble  and  irresolute  have  been  deliberately  seduced  to 
crime  by  artful  and  hardened  offenders,  who,  when  they  themselves 
have  been  pursued,  have  surrendered  their  tools  and  victims  as  a 
means  of  providing  for  their  own  escape. 

It  is  often  the  interest  of  the  parties  who  have  for  their  own  pur- 
.  pose  secured  the  conviction  of  persons  of  the  character  describee^  to 
embarrass  every  means  the  Governor  may  employ  to  ascertain  the 
facts  of  the  case :  and  in  many  other  cases,  everything  that  tends  to 
obstruct  the  way  to  the  attention  of  the  Governor  is  a  real,  and  often 
insurmountable  difficulty. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  offences  of  many  persons  confined 
in  the  penitentiary,  are  intimately  related  to  poverty,  destitution,  and 
ignorance,  and  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  provisions  made  by 
our  laws,  for  securing  a  fair  and  intelligent  trial  for  the  helpless,  feeble 
and  poor,  does  no  great  credit  to  our  judicial  methods.  Many  of  die 
class  of  convicts  under  consideration,  are  without  property  or  friends 
in  the  State ;  and  others,  foreigners,  almost  totally  ignorant  of  the 
language  in  which  the  trial  was  conducted.  To  require  of  such  per- 
sons the  observance  of  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  act  before  the  Gov- 
ernor is  allowed  to  consider  the  question  of  pardon,  would  be  but  to 
cat  them  off  from  all  hope. 

But  if  it  could  be  supposed  that  every  convict  in  the  penitentiary 
and  in  the  jails  could  find  means  to  prepare  a  petition  and  file  it  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  ana  could  thus  succeed  in  giving  the 
notice  required  by  the  bill  to  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  proper  dty 
or  county,  there  is  still  another  act  to  be  done  before  the  Governor 
could  investigate  the  case,  and  that  is  one  that  neither  the  convict  nor 
his  friends  can  do,  nor  can  the  Governor  compel  this  last  act  to  be 
done,  nor  provide  any  other  mode  tor  doing  it  The  final,  though 
essential  act,  is  that  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  city  or  county  where 
the  offence  is  conamitted,  shall  find  the  persons  interested,  ta  oppose 
the  application  for  pardon,  and  give  them  the  notice  prescribed  by  the 
bill.  The  theory  of  the  bill  is,  that  in  every  case  of  conviction  and 
sentence  for  crime,  there  may  be  found  some  person  interested  in  the 

Erosecution  of  the  offender;  but  the  fact  is  that  many  convictions  are 
ad  for  offences  that  affect  no  particular  person,  or  so  affect  whole  com- 
munities that  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  State's  Attorney  to  elect  the 
persons,  who,  more  than  others,  could  be  said  to  bo  interested  in  the 
prosecution.  In  other  cases,  the  offences  are  against  the  property  of 
corporations,  such  as  railroad  companies,  banking  and  insurance  com- 
panies, and  the  bill  fails  to  indicate  who,  under  such  drcamstances  the 
State's  Attorney  shall  notify  as  ^^he  person  interested  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  said  parties  convicted.    The  practical  diificultieB  that  would  re- 
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suit  from  an  attempt  to  give  effect  to  this  provision  of  the  bill,  coald 
be  illnstrated  by  other  examples,  bat  enough  will  readily  oocnr  when 
attention  is  directed  to  the  sabject. 

In  my  jadgment,  it  is  essential  to  any  bill  that  will  properly  regu- 
late the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieyeS|  commutations,  and  pardons, 
that  all  the  means  prescribed  as  preliminary  to  the  hearing  of  the  ap- 
plication, should  be  within  the  power  and  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Governor. 

If  notice  is  prescribed,  the  applicant  should  be  authorized  to  give  such 
notice,  and  the  Governor  should,  under  some  circumstances,  be  per- 
mitted to  dispense  with  notice,  or  to  substitute  notice  by  publication, 
when  the  nature  of  the  offence  of  the  convict  makes  that  course  more 
proper,  or  when  the  party  injured  by  the  crime  of  the  applicant  for 
pardon  cannot  be  iound ;  but  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill  the 
State's  Attorney  must  select  the  person  to  be  notified,  and  he  alone  is 
authorized  to  give  the  notice,  and  no  authority  is  given  to  the  Governor 
to  revise  his  conclusions,  nor  are  there  any  means  by  which  the  State's 
Attorney  can  be  compelled  to  perform  this  duty  of  giving  notice,  and 
the  notice  is  essentially  preliminary  to  the*  right  of  the  Governor  to 
hear  the  application. 

If  a  case  could  be  supposed,  where  the  State's  Attorney  should  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  give  the  notice,  the  Governor  would  be  powerless,  and 
the  application,  however  meritorious,  could  never  be  heard. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  cases  where  pablic  justice  demands 
that  the  Governor,  npon  his  own  motion,  shall  investigate  and  pardon 
offenders;  and  perhaps,  after  all  that  has  been  said  upon  the  subject, 
the  ODly  security  that  can  be  found  against  the  abases  of  the  pardoning 
power  is  publicity,  and  the  watchful  criticisms  of  the  press  and  the 
people.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  E.  B.  Harlan,  Private  Secretary, 
Mr.  President :  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  inform  the  Sen- 
ate that  he  has  approved  and  signed  a  bill  of  the  following  title,  viz : 

Senate  bill.  No.  298,  for  ^'Au  abt  to  provide  against  the  evils  result- 
ing from  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  State  of  Illinois." 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  accounts, 
books,  etc.,  of  the  Police  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis, 
was  then  submitted,  as  follows  : 

Springfield,  111.,  Jomua/ry  16,  1872. 

To  the  Ihventys&oenih  General  Assembly  : 
The  following  preamble  and  resolution,  to-wit : 

Wherxas,  by  an  act  of  the  General  iUsembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  entitled' **An  act  to 
establish  a  police  force  for  the  city  of  East  St  Louis,"  approred  February  22,  1867,  certain 
Police  Commissioners  were  appointed  for  said  city;  and  whereas  said  commissioners  have,  as 
is  alleged,  expended  large  sums  of  money  and  issued  and  sold  certificates  of  indebtedness 
against  said  city  under  said  act,  and  an  act  amendatory  thereof  at  the  session  of  1869;  and 
n^ereas  it  is  provided  by  said  first  named  act  that  said  commissioners  shall  keep  a  journal  of 
their  pioceedings  and  cause  all  their  receipts  and  disburseiQents  of  money  to  be  faithfully 
enter^  in  books  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  said  journal  and  books  and  all  other  documents 
in  their  possession,  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  or  any  committee  appointed  by  it  for  that  purpose;  therefore, 

JUsolved  byths  Senate^  the  Hovm  of  JitpregenioHves  eaneutrivg  therein^  That  a  joint  committee 
consisting  of  two  Senators  and  three  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  be  appointed, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  journal,  books  of  account  and  documents,  in  the  pos- 
session of  said  commissioners;  to  ascertain  the  items  received  and  paid  out,  and  for  what 
purpose ;  what  amount  of  certificates  were  issued,  with  their  respective  dates,  and  what  salcM 
thereof  have  been  made,  and  to  know  (how  much  in  gross  and  in  detail)  what  money  in  cer- 
tificates and  in  their  possession,  the  items,  if  any,  and  nature  of  their  indebtedness,  and  for 
what  purpose  incurred.  And  said  committee  may  swear  witnesses  and  compel  their  attend- 
ance before  them,  and  take  evidence  on  all  the  items  aforesaid,  and  shall  report  to  this  Gene- 
ral Assembly. 

— Having  passed  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives,  a  com- 
mittee consisting:  of  W.  0.  Fla^g  and  James  Epler  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate,  and  J.  B.  Miller,  J.  S.  Lee  and  B.  H.  Iross,  on  the  part  of  the 
House,  was  appointed  to  perform  the  duties  required  by  said  resolu- 
tion. 

Previous  to  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  on  the  17th  day 
of  April,  1871,  the  committee  met,  and  by  motion,  decided  to  meet  at 
the  city  of  East  St.  Louis,  on  the  2d  day  of  May,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M., 
to  proceed  with  the  investigation. 

And  in  pursuance  of  said  motion  the  conmiittee  met  at  the  appointed 
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time  at  the  City  Hall,  in  the  citj  of  East  St.  Louis,  and  organized 
by  the  election  of  J.  R.  Miller,  Chairman,  and  W.  0.  Flagg,  Secretary. 
The  Police  Commissioners  were  present  and  placed  before  the  com- 
mittee, through  their  President,  E.  W.  Wider,  their  books  and  papers; 
also  their  written  report,  which  was  read.  The  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners, with  the  documents  accompanying  it,  embraces  a  history  of 
the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Soard,  from  its  organization  to  the 
time  when  it  ceased,  on  account  of  adverse  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  copies  of  which  are  submitted  herewith,  to  exercise  any  of  its 
police  powers,  covering  a  period  of  nearly  four  years.  The  above  re 
port,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  are  herewith  submitted, 
marked  "A," 

After  an  examination  of  the  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  hear- 
ing the  testimony  of  the  commissioners  and  other  sworn  witnesses, 
your  committee  adjourned  until  such  time  as  some  additional  accounts 
could  be  made  up,  and  met  again  on  the  3d  day  of  October,  and  sub- 
sequently received  complete  financial  reports,  herewith  submitted. 
They  now  respectfully  report  that,  on  the  2d  day  of  March,  1867,  in 
accordance  with  the  aforesaid  act  of  February  22,  1867,  the  Governor 
appointed  and  commissioned  E.  W.  Wider,  S.  W.  Toomer  and  John 
Eidman,  Police  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis,  and  on 
the  4th  day  of  March,  1871,  th«  Board,  after  qualifying,  as  provided 
for  in  section  3  of  said  act,  formed  a  permanent  organization  by  the 
election  of  E.  W.  Wider,  President,  and  John  Eidman,  Treasurer, 
and  the  appointment  of  policemen  and  officers ;  and  in  accordance  with 
section  14  of  said  act,  the  Board,  on  the  22d  day  of  March,  1867,  by 
the  following  notice,  publicly  declared  that  their  organization  was 
complete,  to-wit:

To  all  vhom  U  may  concern: 

Public  notice  la  hereby  given  that  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  police  force  for 
the  citj  of  East  St.  Louis,"  approved  February  22,  1867,  is  now  in  full  force,  and  the  organi- 
zation of  the  police  force  so  created  is  complete ;  and  from  the  time  thereof  thenceforward 
all  ordinances  of  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis  are  declared  null  and  void,  so  far  as  they  conflict 
with  this  act»  or  assume  or  confer  upon  the  Mayor,  or  any  other  person,  the  power  to  appoint^ 
dismiss,  or  in  any  or  to  any  extent,  employ  or  control  any  police  organized  under  such  ordi- 
nances, or  any  of  them.  And  from  this  public  declaration,  as  aforesaid,  the  police  force  or- 
ganized under  such  ordinances,  or  any  of  them,  shall  cease  to  exist,  and  all  its  functions  and 
powers  be  at  an  end.

The  16th  section  of  said  act  provides  that  "it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Board,  with  all  convenient  speed,  after  qualifying  as  aforesaid, 
and  annually  thereafter,  to  estimate  what  sum  of  money  will  be  neces- 
sary for  each  fiscal  year  to  enable  them  to  discharge  the  duties  hereby

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  with  their  police  force,  being  actively 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  without  any  provision 
being  made  by  the  city  council  for  their  support,  were  forced  to  resort 
to  the  only  alternative  left  them,  and  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1867, 
began  the  issue  of  certificates  of  indebtedness,  by  authority  of  the  16th 
section  of  the  act,  as  cited  above. 

The  first  certificates  issued  were  received  by  the  officers  and  police 
for  services,  at  the  rate  of  85  cents  on  the  dollar,  being  the  rate  estab- 
lished by  a  sale  for  cash  of  a  part  of  the  same  issue.  Tije  continued 
hostility  of  the  city  council  to  the  Board,  and  the  probable  large  in- 
crease of  these  certificates  of  indebtedness,  caused  them  to  continually 
depreciate  in  value,  until  a  large  number  of  them  were  sold  at  the  rate 
of  12^  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  some  at  even  a  lower  rate.  A  number 
of  these  certificates  were  bought,  and  are  still  held,  by  friends  of  the 
police,  while  a  large  number  was  sold  at  public  sale^  and  purchased  for 
purposes  of  speculation. 

1  our  committee  find  that  the  Commissioners  kept  a  regular  set  of 
books— one  containing  a  record  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  all 
their  official  acts,  orders,  resolutions,  etc. ;  one  containing  account  of 
▼eceipta  and  expenditures,  known  as  the  treasurer's  book ;  also  one 
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known  as  the  scrip  book,  containing  a  record  of  the  number  and  face, 
yalne  of  each  certificate  iesned,  the  date  of  issne  and  of  sale,  the  name 
of  purchaser,  and  the  rate  per  cent,  for  which  they  were  sold,  and  the 
amounts  realized. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  these  books  and  records,  your  com* 
mittee  are  enabled  to  make  the  following  statement,  for  each  year,  of 
the  amount  of  certificates  sold  and  the  amount  realized  for  the  same, 
and  the  yearly  amount  expended  :

We  submit  herewith  a  statement,  in  detail,  of  the  amount  received 
and  disbursed,  and  for  what  purposes,  of  sales  of  scrip,  and  to  whom 
sold,  as  required  by  the  joint  resolution. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  add  that  it  appeared  from  the 
evidence  heard,  and  from  facts  within  the  personal  knowledge  of  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  that  the  Commissioners  discharged  their  duties 
with  energy  and  fidelity,  and  secured  a  safety  to  the  people  which  had 
been  previously  unknown.  They  seem  to  have  done  this  with  rea* 
sonable  economy,  and  to  have  kept  accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys 
coming  into  their  possession,  and  of  their  disbursement 

As  regards  the  Commissioners  and  persons  who  have  received  the 
scrip  issued  in  payment  for  services,  or  by  purchase,  the  feeling  of  the 
holders  appears  te  be  that  the  State  should  relieve  them  to  the  extent 
of  the  amount  for  which  scrip  was  actually  sold;  that,  Inasmuch  as  the 
General  Assembly  passed  an  act  under  which,  having  faith  in  its  con- 
stitutionality, innocent  parties  gave  their  time  and  money  for  scrip, 
which,  in  consequence  of  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court,  proved 
worthless,  that  therefore  the  State,  in  good  faith,  should  bear  the  loss. 
Without  indorsing  or  denying  this  proposition,  your  committee  submit 
it  to  the  General  Assembly  for  their  consideration.

two,  and  on  or  before  the  same  day  in  eacn  year  thereafter,  make  out 
and  file  with  the  treasurer  of  his  county  a  statement  in  writing  (or  re- 
turn) setting  forth,  so  far  as  the  same  appears  by  such  tax  book,  roll 
or  warrant  in  his  posseseion,  the  name  of  the  owner,  the  nature  of  the 
tax,  the  description  of  the  property,  if  real  estate,  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty, and  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  assessment,  and  also,  that  th^taxes 
or  assessments  are  due  and  unpaid,  and  that  he  has  used  due  dili- 
gence to  coUeot  the  same ;  and  shall  make  oath  before  said  treasurer 
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or  some  officer  anthorized  to  administer  oatbs^  that  the  facts  stated  in 
such  return  are  trae ;  and  shall,  (except  as  to  such  tax  books,  rolls  or 
warrants  which  may  or  shall  have  been  issued  bj  the  authority  of  any 
city  containing,  by  the  last  preceding  federal  census,  more  than  one 
hundred  thoasand  inhabitants)  at  the  same  time  return  and  deliver  to 
such  treasurer  the  tax  books,  rolls  or  warrants  in  their  hands  for  the 
collection  of  such  taxes  or  assessments,  and  with  the  delivery  thereof 
shall  make  full  settlement  with  and  pay  over  to  such  treasurer  all  mo- 
neys by  them  collected  and  not  before  accounted  for  and  paid  over  to 
the  authorities,  otticers  or  persons  entitled  by  law  to  receive  the  same: 
Pravidedj  how&oer^  that  as  to  all  such  taxes  and  assessments  as  may 
have  been  heretofore  levied  by  the  authority  of  any  such  city  contain- 
ing more  than  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  as  aforesaid,  the 
statement  or  return  hereinbefore  mentioned  may  be  made  to  the  county 
treasurer  at  any  time  that  the  legislative  authority  of  such  city  may  by 
resolution  direct,  and  the  county  treasurer  may  at  any  time  after  such 
return  shall  have  been  made,  apply  for  judgment  upon  and  for  the 
8ale  of  the  real  estate  for  such  taxes  or  assessments,  giving  like  notice 
of  such  application  and  of  such  sale,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  herein  re> 
quired  to  be  given  upon  other  ^'returns"  being  made  to  him :  And 
provided^  furtker^  that  all  taxes  and  assessments  for  the  collection  of 
which  any  application  for  judgment  may  have  been  made  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  may  be  collected  und^  existing  laws,  but  if  judg* 
meut  shall  have  or  shall  hereafter  be  refused,  as  to  any  of  said  last 
mentioned  taxes  or  assessments,  the  same  may  be  '^returned"  by  the 
proper  officer  to  the  county  treasurer  and  collected  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.  A  failure  to  make  return  to  the  county  treasurer  at 
the  time  provided  for  return,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  be  construed 
to  make  it  unlawful  to  return  the  same  thereafter,  or  in  a  subsequent 
year,  if  not  returned  at  the  time-  required.  The  amount  of  any  tax  or 
assessment  due  on  lands  and  lots,  and  remaining  unpaid  for  the  former 
year  or  years  shall  be  added  to  the  tax  for  the  current  year,  and  the 
amount  thereof  shall  be  reported  against  the  collector,  with  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  for  the  current  year.

Senate  bill,  No.  811,  for  ^An  act  to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay 
the  debts  of  the  State  Beform  School." 

Senate  bill,  No.  385,  for  ^^An  act  to  prescnbe  the  amount  of  service, 
and  fix  the  pay  of  police  commissioners,  and  to  provide  for  the  trial 
and  removal  or  discharge  of  ofBicers,  or  policemen,  from  the  police 
force,  in  counties  contaming  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  in- 
habitants." 

By  unanimous  consent, 

Mr.  Bowman  offered  the  following  resolution ;  which  was  laid  over 
under  the  rule : 

Whsbbas,  by  an  act  of  GoDgrress  of  the  United  States,  approved  September  20th, 
A.  D.  1650^  entitled  "An  act  granting  the  right  of  way  and  making  a  grant  of 
land  to  the  States  of  liUnois,  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  in  aid  of  the  construction 
of  a  railroad  from  Chicago  to  Mobile,"  certain  la^ds  were  eranted  to  the  State  of 
Illinois  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  building  a  railroad  from  a  point  at  or  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  to  Dubuque  in  the  State 
^  of  Iowa,  with  a  condition  inserted  in  said  act  that  if  said  railroad  shall  not  be 
completed  within  ten  years,  the  said  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  bound  to  pay  to  the 
United  States  the  amount  which  may  be  received  upon  the  sale  of  any  part  of  said 
lands  by  said  State,  and  the  title  to  the  residue  (not  sold)  of  said  lands  shall  re- 
invest in  the  United  States;  and  whereas  it  was  farther  enacted  by  section  seven 
of  said  act,  **That  in  order  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  said  central  railroad  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  the  city  of  Mobile,  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
liabilities  hereinafter  conferred  on  the  State  of  Illinois  shali  be  granted  to  the 
States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  from  said  citv  of  Mobile  to  a  point  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Ohio  river,  and  that  public  lands  ox  the  United  States  to  the  same  extent,  in 
proportion  to  the  length  of  the  road,  on  the  same  tertas,  limitations  and  restric- 
tions, in  every  respect  shall  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  said  States  of  Alabama 
and  Mississippi,  respectively  ;'*  and  whereas,  although  that  portion  of  said  Chicago 
and  Mobile  railroad  within  the  State  of  Illinois  was  completed  within  six  years 
after  the  passage  of  said  act,  and  has  been  since  and  is  now  maintained  and  opera- 
ted, and  a  largre  part  of  said  railroad  between  the  Ohio  river  and  Mobile  has  also 
been  completed  and  is  now  operated,  but  a  portion  South  of  the  Ohio  river  for  20 
miles  or  more  has  never  been  constructed,  and  the  road,  the^fore,  frem  Chicago 
to  Mobile  has  never  been  completed,  and  the  purposes  of  said  act  of  Congress, 
therefore,  never  answered  audits  oonditions never  complied  with ;  therefore,  be  it 

Jieiolved  hy  the  Senate,  the  ffoiue  of  BepreeerUcftites  eonewrring  herein^  That  our 
lElepresentatives  and  Senators  in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  their  best  exertions 
to  have  the  aims  and  purposes  of  said  act  carried  out  at  the  earliest  possible 
period.

^^They  shall  also  have  power  to  lease  any  water*power  belonging  to 
to  the  State,  connected  with  said  canal  or  river  improvements,  for  any 
period  not  longer  than  fifteen  years :  Prowded^  however^  that  the  an- 
nual value  of  the  use  of  such  power  shall  first  be  ascertained,  and  ev- 
ery five  years  thereafter,  by  three  disinterested  appraisers,  under  oath, 
to  be  selected  by  the  Governor.  In  all  Teases  to  be  made,  the  rental 
shall  not  be  less  than  said  appraisals,  and  before  any  lease  shall  be 
made,  public  notice  shall  first  be  given  of  such  contemplated  leasing, 
for  at  least  sixty  days,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  neighbor- 
hood." Strike  out  of  line  8,  section  6,  the  word  "such."  Strike  out 
line  16,  section  6,  the  words,  "or  otherwise." 

Strike  out  after  the  word  "sell,"  in  1st  line  of  section  6,  "at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder  fpr  pafsjh,  ftfter  having  duly  advertise4 
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8Qch  sale;"  also  the  words  ^*of  like  character,"  in  same  section «  and 
insert  in  place  of  li^t  words  ^^or.  personal  property,  uunecessary  for  the 
proper  management  of  the  canal  or  river  improvements ;  bnt  before 
sold,  all  such  property  shall  be  first  appraised  by  three  disinterested 
persons,  under  oath,  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  not  be  aold 
at  less  than  such  appraisement."

Said  board  may  employ 
one  page  at  two  dollars  per  day,  two  secretaries  at  five  dollars  per  day 
each,  and  one  janitor  or  doorkeeper  at  three  dollars  per  day.

of  said  act,  "That  in  order  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  said  central  railroad  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  the  city  of  Mobile,  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
liabilities  hereinafter  conferred  on  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  granted  to  the 
States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  from  said  city  of  Mobile  to  a  point  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Ohio  river,  and  that  public  lands  of  the  United  States  to  the  same  extent,  in 
proportion  to  the  length  of  the  road,  on  the  same  terms,  limitations  and  restric- 
tio^ia,  in  every  respect,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  said  States  of  Alabami^ 
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and  MiwisBippi,  respectively  ;**  and  whereas,  although  that  portion  of  said  Chicago 
and  Mobile  railroad  within  the  State  of  Illinois  was  completed  within  six  years 
after  the  passage  of  said  act,  and  has  been  since  and  is  now  maintained  and  opera- 
ted, and  a  large  part  of  said  railroad  between  the  Ohio  river  and'Mobile  has  also 
been  completed  and  is  now  operated,  but  a  portion  8oath  of  the  Ohio  river  for  20 
miles  or  more  has  never  been  constructed,  and  the  road,  therefore,  fr«m  Chicago 
to  Mobile  has  never  been  completed,  and  the  purposes  of  said  act  of  Congress, 
therefore,  never  answered  and  its  conditions  never  complied  with ;  therefore,  be  it

well  drilled  officers  and  effective  soldiers  at  less  than  the  present  cost  of  maintain- 
ing a  siugle  regiment  of  infantry ;  therefore, 

BesolvM  by  the  Senate^  the  HauM  of  RepreM7Uatiee$  concurring  herein^  That  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  procure  the  passage  of 
a  law  providing  an  annual  appropriation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  each  State  in  which  a  college  or  industrial 
university,  founded  on  a  congressional  grant  of  lands,  may  be  established  and  in 
operation,  with  an  actual  attendance  of  one  hundred  male  studeats,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enlarging  the  present  facilities  for  imparting  a  more  thorough  military 
education,  as  well  as  to  pay,  in  part,  the  salaries  of  necessary  officers,  professors 
and  instructors,  and  also,  that  our  said  Senators  and  Representatives  be  further 
requested  to  provide  for  furnishing  the  necessary  arms,  accoutrements,  camp  and 
garrison  equipage  and  ammunition  for  the  use  of  such  colleges  and  universities.

Sib  :  In  the  *'act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of 
the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  cO,  1^7^  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,''  passed  by  Congress,  and  approved  by  the  President,  1871,  the 
following  para£^raph  occurs,  under  the  title  of  ^'  Survey  of  the  Ooast:" 

^^  For  extending  the  triangulation  of  the  coast  survey  so  as  to  form 
a  geodistic  connection  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  of  the 
United  States,  including  compensation  of  civilians  engaged  in  the 
work,  per  act  of  March  3,  1848:  Provided,  that  the  triangulation 
shall  determine  points  in  each  State  of  the  Union  which  shall  make 
requisite  provision  for  its  own  topographical  and  geological  surveys.'* 

The  geodistic  connection,  under  the  above  authority,  was  started  in 
July  last,  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Louis,  and  the  secondary  triangulation 
already  extendi  for  some  distance  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  Tbe  assis- 
tants in  the  survey,  who  are  employed  on  this  duty,  must  necessarily 
have  the  right  to  enter  upon  private  lands,  erect  signals  and  secure 
the  stations  for  future  use,  either  for  National  or  State  purposes ;  and  I 
would  therefore  respectfully  request  that  you  would  recommend  to  the 
Legislature  of  Illinois  the  passage,  at  its  present  session,  of  a  law 
similar  to  the  laws  passed  by  the  seaboard  States,  for  the  protection 
of  the  signals  and  stations  of  the  triangulation  and  of  the  officers 
engaged  in  its  execution,  and  for  the  assessment  of  damages  in  case  of 
disagreements  as  to  the  extent  of  the  injury  which  may  be  occasionally 
and  unavoidably  done  to  private  property  during  the  progress  of  the 
work.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresenta- 
ii/oes  in  General  Assembly  convened^  Persons  employed  under  an  act 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  passed  the  tenth  day  of  Feb- 
rnnry,  in  the  year  1807,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  may  enter  npon 
lands  within  this  State  for  any  purpose  which  may  be  necessary  to 
effect  the  objects  of  said  acts,  and  may  erect  works,  stations,  buildings, 
or  appendages  for  that  purpose,  doing  no  unnecessary  injnry. 

§  2.  It'  the  parties  interested  cannot  agree  upon  the  amounts  to 
be  paid  for  damages  caused  thereby,  either  of  them  may  petition  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  lies,  who  shall 
appoint  a  time  for  a  hearing,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  order  at  least  four* 
teen  days'  notice  to  all  persons  interested, ^nd  with  or  without  a  view  of 
the  premises,  as  they  may  determine,  hear  the  parties  and  their  wit- 
nesses, and  assess  the  damages. 

§  3.  The  county  commissioners  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  a  re* 
port  of  their  doings,  which  shall  be  conclusive,  unless  one  of  the  par* 
ties  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  filing  of  such  report,  file  a  petition 
to  said  court  for  a  new  hearing  to  be  had  in  such  superior  court ;  in 
which  case,  after  such  notice  of  such  t^etition  to  the  opposite  party,  as 
the  said  superior  court,  if  in  session,  or,  if  in  vacation,  as  any  judge 
thereof,  or  of  the  supreme  court,  or  any  county  commissioner  of  the 
county  in  which  such  petition  is  pending,  shall  direct,  a  trial  shall  be 
had  in  said  court,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  civil  actions  are  tried, 
and  such  hearing  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  civil  actions. 

§  4.  The  person  so  entering  upon  land  may  tender  to  the  party 
injured  amends  therefor ;  and  if  the  damages  finally  assessed  do  not 
exceed  the  amount  tendered,  the  person  tendering  shall  recover  costs; 
otherwise  the  prevailing  party  shall  recover  costs. 

§  5.  The  costs  to  be  taxed  and  allowed  in  all  such  cases,  either  be- 
fore the  county  commissioners  or  the  superior  court,  shall  be  the  same 
as  are  ordinarily  taxed,  according  to  the  rules  and  practices  of  the 
superior  court. 

§  6.  Whoever  willfully  iniures,  defaces  or  removes  any  signal, 
moiiUment,  building  or  appendage  thereto,  used  or  constructed,  under 
said  acts  of  Congress,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offence;  and  shall  be  liable  for  damages  sustained  by  the  United 
States,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort.

Sir  :  I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  treaty  concluded  in  this  city, 
on  the  eighth  day  of  May  last,  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain : 
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Sythe  27th  article  the  govern  ment  of  Her  Britannic  M^esty  engages 
to  urge  upon  the  government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  secure  to 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  the  use  of  the  Welland,  St.  Lawrence 
and  other  canals  in  the  Dominion,  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Dominion,  and  the  government  of  the  United  States 
engages  to  urge  upon  the  State  governments  to  secure  to  the  subjects 
of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  the  use  of  the  several  State  canals  connected 
with  the  navigation  of  the  lakes  or  rivers  traversed  by  or  contiguous 
to  the  boundary  line  between  the  possessions  of  the  high  contracting 
parties  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States. 

The  wisdom  and  the  importance  of  these  reciprocal  concessions  of 
the  nsQ  of  the  artificial  channels  of  water  communication,  contempla- 
ted by  the  treaty,  on  terms  of  equality  to  the  citizens  or  subjects  of 
either  power,  are  apparent.  The  rapid  increase  of  population  and 
production  of  the  vast  territory  on  either  side  of  the  boundary  line, 
and  on  the  npper  lakes,  demands  all  the  channels  of  communication 
with  the  tide  waters  which  either  nature  or  the  enterprise  of  man  has 
made  available. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  use  of  the  artificial  water  commn- 
nications,  which  the  treaty  contemplates,  will  contribute  to  a  rapid  in* 
crease  of  trade  through  those  several  channels,  and  will  tend  to  a  con* 
sequent  increase  in  the  tolls  and  returns  of  profits,  both  direct  and  in- 
direct, to  each  and  all  of  the  canals  thus  opened  to  the  use  of  a  larger 
extent  of  country. 

As  the  period  is  approaching  when  the  legislature  of  your  State  is 
about  to  convene,  I  desire  to  bring  the  provisions  of  this  article  of  the 
treaty  to  its  notice,  and  to  urge  upon  your  State  government  to  secure 
to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  the  use  of  the  several  State 
canals  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  connected  with  the  navigation  of 
the  lakes  or  rivers  traveled  by  or  contiguous  to  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  possessions  of  the  United  States  and  those  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  in  North  America,  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  inhabitants 
of  the  United  States. 

I  address  a  similar  request  to  other  States,  through  which  are  con- 
structed canals  connected  with  the  navigation  of  the  lakes.

general  laws  of  this  State  in  relation  to  railroad  incorporations  and  the 
powers  and  duties  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provibions  of  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  and  be  applicable  to 
railroad  incorporations  organized  under  this  act.  Tbe  repeal  of  the 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  not  be  construed 
as  to  affect  any  rights  acquired  thereunder ;  but  all  corporations  formed 
under  .such  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  may,  if  they  will  adopt  this  act,  be 
entitled  to  proceed  thereunder,  and  have  all  the  benefits  of  this  act. 
And  the  fixing  of  the  terminus  by  any  such  corporation  shall  have  the 
same  eifect  as  if  it  had  been  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly."

and  if  such  owjuer  and  corporation  pannot  lUgree^  then  the  yalue  of 
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such  material,  and  the  damage  occatsioned  to  each  real  estate,  may  be 
ascertained,  determined  and  paid  in  the  manner  that  may  now  or  here- 
after  be  provided  by  any  law  of  eminent  domain,  but  the  valae  of  such 
materials,  and  the  damages  to  each  real  estate,  shall  be  ascertained, 
determined  and  paid  for  before  such  corporation  can  enter  upon  or 
take  the  same.''

Whereas,  James  P.  Golden,  deceased,  late  a  citizen  of  the  county  of  Adams* 
and  State  of  Illinois,  was,  in  the  fall  of  1870,  by  means  of  the  false  and  frauda- 
lent  pretences  of  one  Stephen  M.  Bellew,  induced  to  accompany  the  said  Bellew 
to  the  State  of  Texas ;  and  was  there,  to-wit :  in  the  county  of  Collin,  in  the 
State  of  Texas,  on  the  2l8t  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1870,  by  the  said  Bellew,  most  in- 
humanly and  brutally  murdered ;  and  whereas,  the  said  Bellew  was  afterwards,  in 
the  State  of  Illinois,  suspected  of  the  said  crime  of  murder ;  and  whereas,  John 
W.  Golden,  the  father  of  the  said  James  P.  Golden,  at  an  expense  of  over  fiTe 
thousand  dollars,  caused  the  said  Bellew  to  be  arrested  and  returned  to  the  ssid 
Collin  County,  and  there  caused  him,  the  said  Bellew  to  be  indicied,  and  by  a  jarj 
of  said  county  convicted  and  condemned  to  death  for  the  murder  of  the  said 
James  P.  Golden  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Houm  of  Bepresentatives  of  th$  State  oflllinoie,  the  Senate  om^ 
eurring  herein,  That  the  €k)Yemor  of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  pay  to  the  said  John  W.  Golden,  out  of  the  moneys  now,  or  that  here- 
after may  be,  in  his  hands  as  a  contingent  fund,  all  or  such  portion  of  the  expense 
necessarily  incurred  by  the  said  John  W.  Golden  in  the  prosecution  and  convic- 
tion  of  the  said  Stephen  M.  Bellew,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Governor,  after  care- 
ful investigation,  shall  seem  right  and  proper :  Provided,  the  amount  so  paid 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars.

such  corporation  is  formed ;  and  shall  file  such  certilicate  for  record  in 
the  recorder's  office  of  the  county  where  such  corporation  is  organized, 
and  that  thereupon  such  church,  society^  congregation  or  other  organ- 
ization (as  the  case  may  be)  shall  become  and  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  in  fact  and  in  law  by  the  name  stated  in  such  certificate.

The  call  shall  specitj 
the  time  and  place  of  the  election,  and  shall  be  read  at  oome  regular 
meeting  of  such  congregation,  church  or  society,  at  least  five  days  be- 
fore the  time  of  the  proposed  meeting. 

^^  §  8.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  such  call,  the  members 
of  such  congregation,  churcii  or  society,  or  such  persons  as  are  by  the 
rules  or  by-laws  of  such  congregation,  church  or  society,  entitled  to 
vote  at  the  elections  thereof,  may  organize  by  electing  one  of  their 
members  chairman,  and  another  as  secretary  of  the  meeting,  and  may 
proceed  to  elect  by  a  plurality  vote,  any  number,  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  ten,  lay-members  of  such  congregarion,  church  or  so- 
ciety, as  trustees  or  wardens  and  vestrymen,  (or  such  other  officers, 
whose  duties  are  similar  to  those  of  trustees,  as  shall  be  agreeable  to 
the  usages  and  customs,  rules  or  regulations  of  such  congr^ation, 
church  or  society,)  and  may  adopt  a  corporate  name;  and  upon  the 
filing  of  the  affidavit,  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  and  their  successors 
shall  be  and  remain  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  so 
adopted. 
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'*  §  4.  The  chairman  or  secretary  of  such  meeting  shall,  as  eoon  as 
maj  be  after  each  meetiDg,  make  and  tile  m  the  office  of  the  recorder 
of  deeds  in  the  coantj  in  which  snch  congregation,  charch  or  societj 
is  organized  (which  shall  be  recorded  by  saw  recorder),  an  affidavit 
Bubstantiallj  in  the  following  form :

^^§6.  A  failure  to  elect  trustees  at  any  time  shall  not  work  a  dis- 
solution of  such  corporation,  but  the  trustees  last  elected  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

'^  §  7.  AH  elections  of  trustees  after  the  first,  and  elections  to  fill' 
vacancies,  may  be  called  and  conducted  upon  such  notice  and  in* such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  rules,  usages  or  by-laws  of  the 
congregation,  church  or  society,  but  the  qualification  and  number  of 
the  trustees  shall  at  all  times  be  the  same  as  required  in  the  second 
section  of  this  act.  No  certificate  of  election,  after  the  first,  need  be 
filed  for  record. 

*'  §  8.  A  trustee  may  be  removed  from  office  by  an  election,  called 
and  conducted  in  like  manner  as  elections  for  trustees,  or  his  office  de- 
clared vacant  for  a  failure  to  act,  or  for  an  abandonment  of  the  faith 
of  the  congregation,  church  or  society. 

*^§  9.  Upon  the  incorporation  of  any  congregation,  church  or  so- 
ciety, all  real  and  personal  property  held  by  any  person  or  trustees  for 
the  use  ot  the  members  thereof,  shall  immediately  vest  in  such  corpo- 
ration and  be  subject  to  its  control,  and  may  be  used,  mortgaged,  sold 
and  conveyed  the  same  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  to  such  corporation 
by  deed ;  but  no  such  conveyance  or  mortgage  shall  be  made  so  as  to 
affect  or  destroy  the  intent  or  effect  of  any  grant,  devise  or  donation, 
that  may  be  made  to  such  person  or  trustee  for  the  use  of  such  congre- 
gation, church  or  society. 

*^  §  10.  Any  corporation  that  may  be  formed  under  this  act,  or  un- 
der any  law  ot  this  State  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies, 
may  receive  by  gift,  devise  or  purchase,  land  not  exceeding  in  quan- 
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tity  ten  acres,  and  may  erect  or  baild  thereon  sneh  bonaeB,  buildings 
or  other  improyements  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  convenieDce 
and  comfort  of  each  congregation,  cbnrch  or  society,  and  may  lay  oat 
and  maintain  thereon  a  barying  groand  ;  but  no  sacn  property  shall 
be  need  except  in  the  manner  expressed  in  the  gift,  grant  or  devise; 
or  if  no  ase  or  trast  is  so  expressed,  except  for  the  benefit  of  the  con- 
gregation, chnrch  or  society  for  which  it  was  intended. 

*^§  11.  The  trasteoe  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  the 
real  and  personal  property  of  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  congregation,  charch  or  society,  and  may,  when  directed  by  the 
congregation,  charch  or  society,  erect  houses  or  buildings,  and  im- 
provements, and  repair  and  alter  the  same;  and  may  when  so  directed,

Mr.  Whiting,  from  the  committee  on  mannfactoree  and  mining,  to 
which  was  referred  House  bill,  No.  694,  for  "An  act  providing  for  the 
health  and  Bsfetj  of  persons  employed  in  coal  mines,"  reported  the 
same  back,  with  amendments,  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
same. 
'    The  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in,  and  the  bill 

Ordered  to  a  third  reading,  and  amendments  printed. 

Mr.  Boyd,  from  the  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which'  was  re- 
ferred Senate  bill,  No.  383,  for  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  appoint^ 
ment  of  a  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Agent,  and  for  the  disposition,  distribn- 
tion  and  maintenance  of  the  children  of  the  Soldiers' Orphans'  Home 
located  at  Normal,"  reported  the  same  back,  with  amendments,  and 
recommended  its  adoption. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in,  and  the  amendments 
adopted. 

Mr.  McNulta  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  bill : 

Amend  Senate  bill  No.  383,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause,  and  inserting  the  following: 

"§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  to  proceed  forthwith  to  find  homes  for  all  children  who  may  be  en- 
titled by  law  to  admission  into  the  Soldiers'  Orphans*  Home,  and  for  those 
children  in  that  institution  whose  interest  would,  in  their  judgment, 
be  better  subserved  by  being  removed  therefrom,  in  manner  lollowing: 

"Each  child  having  a  parent  living  shall  be  sent  to  or  provided  a 
home  with  such  parent,  unless  it  shall  appear  to  said  trustees  that  the 
condition  and  circumstances  of  the  parent  are  such  that  it  will  not  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  child  to  be  left  or  placed  with  such  parent; 
in  which  case,  and  also  in  case  of  children  whose  parents  are  dead,  a 
home  shall  be  sought  with  the  kindred  of  the  child  ;  and  for  any  such 
children  as  cannot  be  properly  and  favorably  placed  the  parent  or 
other  near  kindred,  homes  shall  be  provided  with  whom  and  wher- 
ever such  can  be  best  and  most  suitably  obtained. 

"§  2.  Before  any  child  less  than  14  years  of  age  shall  be  removed 
to  any  home  other  than  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  the  trustees 
shall  make  a  contract  with  the  party  to  whom  the  child  is  about  to  be 
entrusted,  specifying:  the  amount  per  year  for  the  maintenance  of  each 
child,  which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  stipulating  that  the 
child  shall  be  properly  treated,  comfortably  clothed,  practically  but 
carefully  inured  to  the  industries  and  economies  of  lite,  and  sent  to 
school  whenever  six  years  of  age,  at  least  six  months  in  each  year, 
until  such  child  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  fouiteen  yenrs  ;  that 
such  child  will  not  be  removed  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State  without 
the  consent  of  said  trustees  so  to  do,  (and  when  Biich  consent  is  given, 
that  the  child  will  be  returned  in  conformity  with  such  c- n8e?it  or  upon 
notice  from  the  trustees  to  do  so,)  nor  to  remove  such  child  from  one 
county  to  another  for  a  longer  period  than  one  month,  without  the 
consent  of  the  judge  ofthecountv  court,  and  notice  to  said  trustees  of 
jpoch  contemplated  removal ;  and  th^  shall  take  a  bond  in  the  penal 
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sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
with  secarity  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditionB  of  the  con- 
tract,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court  of  McLean 
county,  or  of  the  county  Where  it  is  intended  any  such  child  shall  be 
taken :  Fromded^  that  no  mother  shall  be  required  to  give  a  bond  for 
the  keeping  of  her  child. 

*^§  8.    The  judge  of  the  county  court  of  each  county  wherein  any 
such  child  or  children  may  be  placed,  shall  be  the  ex-officio  guardian  of  * 
the  same  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  bis  duty  to  see  that 
all  such  children  within  his  county  are  humanely  treated,   properly 
cared  for,  and  protected  in  all  their  rights  under  the  law  and  the  con- 
tract for  their  maintenance;  and  for  this  purpose  he  shall  have  power 
from  time  to  time  to  appoint  three  discreet  persons  of  mature  age,  of 
the  vicinage,  in  no  way  related  by  consanguinity   or  affinity    to  any 
person  having  the  custody  of  any  such  child  to  be  visited,  to  visit  such 
child,  or  he  may  visit  such  child  in  person ;  and  such   person   so  ap- 
pointed,   or  such  judge,   shall  talk  to  such   child    out  of  hearing 
of  any   persori  whomsoever ;    and  if  any  two  of  such  persons  or 
such  judge  shall  be  satisfied   that  the  spirit  of  the  contract  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  child  has  not  been  complied  with,   or  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  child  warrant  its  removal ,  then  a  citation  shall 
issue  from  the  county  court  to  such  person,  and  notice  thereof  to  the 
said  n^asters,  by  mail  or  otherwise,   to  show  cause,  if  any  there  be, 
why  such  child  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  custody  of  such  person  ; 
and  such  judge  shall  hear  all  testimony  that  may  be  offered  on  behalf 
of  the  child,  or  of  the  person   having  the  custody  thereof,  and  shall 
decide  according  to  the  equities  of  the  ease. 

^%  4.  In  counties  undler  township  organization,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  supervisor  of  every  town  where  any  soldier's  orphan  may  be 
placed  in  compliance  with  any  law  of  this  State,  to  visit  all  such 
children  within  his  town,  at  least  once  in  three  months,  or  whenever 
directed  so  to  do  by  the  judge. of  the  county  court;  and  in  counties 
not  under  township  organization,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the 
associate  justices  to  visit  all  such  children  in  such  portions  of  their 
county  as  may  be  designated  by  the  county  judge,  at  least  once  in 
three  months,  or  whenever  directed  so  to  do  by  such  judge ;  and  such 
supervisor  and  associate  justice  shall  make  and  sign,  in  dupLcate,  a 
report  to  the  county  judge  of  the  condition  of  each  child,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  judge,  and  the  other  for- 
warded by  him,  within  ten  days  from  the  first  days  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October,  to  the  trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home,  at  iN^ormal,  Illinois ;  and  upon  the  loss  of  any  report,  shall  ftur- 
nish  a  certified  copy  thereof  on  application.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  State's  Attorney  to  appear  in  all  cases  for  the  soldier's  orphan, 
and  he  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as  may  b6  provided  for 
like  cases,  or  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  court,  to  be  paid  in  like  man- 
ner as  other  tees ;  and  supervisors  and  associate  justices  shall  receive 
the  same  mileage  and  per  diem  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  them 
for  other  services,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner. 

''§  5.  The' trustees,  in  extending  the  benefits  of  this  act  by  provid* 
ing  homes  for  ^Idiers'  orphans,  shall  provide  first  for  those  who  most 
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need  care  and  protection,  and  apportioning  its  benefits,  as  near  as 
may  be,  among  tbe  several  counties  of  the  State  applying  tberetbr,  in 
proportion  to  the  population  thereof. 

^^§  6.  The  treasurer  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  shall  pay  all 
bills  quarterly  made  nnder  contract  for  the  nuiintenance  of  children, 
as  herein  provided  for,  and  all  bills  of  particulars  verified  by  the  b&- 
davit  of  the  party  expending  the  money  for  the  transportation  of 
children  to  and  from  the  homes  provided  for  them — all  such  bills  to 
be  approved  in  triplicate  by  the  judge  ot  the  county  court  where  the 
children  may  be  taken. 

*'§  7.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  act,  the 
earn  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereol  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated ;  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  lor  the  aame,  in  favor  of 
the  Treasurer  of  tho  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  in  sums  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  on  estimate  of 
money  needed,  and  all  future  payments  on  voufshers  of  money  ex- 
pended approved  by  the  Governor."

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  Senate  the  memorial  of  H.  A. 
Yan  Glahn,  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  also  certain  papers  submitted 
to  me  in  connection  therewith. 

I  have  no  personal  information  of  the  facts  of  which  the  memorial- 
ist complains,  bnt  if  the  matters  set  forth  by  him  are  true,  they  afford 
an  astonishing  commentary  upon  the  modes  of  administering  jnstice 
in  the  courts  of  this  State. 

I  invite  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Senate  to  th^  enormous  aggre- 
gate of  the  expenses  incarred  by  a  citizen  of  this  State  in  a  contro* 
versy  in  its  courts,  and  suggest — assuming  the  statements  contained 
in  the  accounts  submitted  to  be  correct — that  there  ought  to  be  some 
practical  mode  devised  for  controlling  the  discretion  of  the  circuit 
judges  in  taxing  the  costs  of  masters  in  chancery,  short-hand  reporters 
and  attorneys.  Parties  aggrieved  should  not  be  compelled  to  submit 
to  such  orders  as  this  case  professes  to  exhibit,  wittiout  at  least  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  for  redress.

To  His  Excellekoy  John  M.  Palmbb, 

Oovemor  of  Illinois  : 

Sir:  We  submit  the  accompanying  draft  of  a  bill  for  "An  act  mak- 
ing an  additional  appropriation  for  the  New  State  House,"  and  if  it 
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raeeU  yonr  approval,  would  reepectf oily  ask  that  yoa  lay  the  same  be- 
fore this  General  Assembly^  together  with   this  cotnmunication,  and 
with  sach  recommendations  as  yoa  may  deem  proper. 
The  whole  sum  expended  on  the  New  State  Koase,  up  to  January 

1. 1872,  amounts  to  $1,238,155  33,   leaving  in  the  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  State  House,  $161,844  67. 

The  second,  or  principal  story  is  nearly  completed,  ready  for  the 
iron  beams  for  the  floor  above,  which  will  probably  be  put  in  place  by 
the  first  of  March  next ;  and  if  the  necessary  means  are  furnished,  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  put  the  building  under  roof  by  the  first  of  April, 
1873,  and  to  have  the  ofElces  for  the  several  departments  of  state  ready 
for  occupancy  by  September  1,  1874,  and  the  nails  for  the  two  houses 
and  supreme  court  rooms,  bv  January  1, 1875. 

In  order  to  do  this  it  will  require  an  additional  appropriation  by 
this  General  Assembly  of  $350,000. 

We  have  now  on  the  ground  nearly  all  the  brick  and  lumber  re- 
quired to  complete  the  building. 

The  cut  stone  is  furnished  from  the  Penitentiary,  and  they  have 
now  on  hand,  and  are  cutting  the  stone  for  the  upper  story. 

The  stone  and  brick  masonry,  granite  work,  metallic  ceilings,  and 
wrought  iron  work  for  the  floors,  roof  and  dome,  are  all  under  con- 
tract, and  at  prices  much  below  the  estimates  prepared  by  Messrs. 
Bauer,  Carter  and  Deakman,  architects  and  master  builders,  under 
the  direction  of  the  25th  General  Assembly. 

We  have  prepared  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  different  classes  of 
work  to  be  done,  to  put  the  building  under  roof,  which  we  submit  in 
round  numbers,  as  follows : 

Stone  and  stone  cutting. $180,000 

Granite  work , 65,000 

Wrought  iron 181^000 

Cast  iron , ,....     20,000 

Metallic  ceilings  and  concrete 40,000 

Stone  and  brick  masonry • 1 26,000 

Roofing  and  guttering 45,000

Incidentals 20,000 

Amouniing  to $820,000 

Deducting  the  unexpended  balance 461,000 

Leases  to  be  provided  for $359,000 

The  estimate  of  the  quantity  of  wrought  iron  required,  and  the  cot^t 
of  roofiDg  and  guttering,  artj  based  on  former  estimatop,  and  we  have 
no  doubt  the  actual  cost  will  fall  below  the  above  figures,  and  nfdnce 
the  amount  to  the  sum  asked  for,  viz.,  $350,000. 

In  making  the  contracts,  the  fulfillment  of  which  is  necessarily  ex- 
tended through  several  years,  we  found  it  necessary,  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  State  against  exorbitant  prices,  to  stipulate  that  no  work 
should  be  ordered,  under  the  contract,  until  an  appropriation  was 
made  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  same.  This  necessitates  the  appropria* 
tion  being  made,  in  some  cases,  somewhat  in  advance  of  the  tiii;e 
when  it  will  be  wanted  for  use. 

The  frame  work  of  the  roof  will  not  be  needed  until  about  January 

1.1873,  but  it  will  require  some   months  for  its  construction,  and  to 
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receive  it  at  that  time,  it  mast  be  ordered  in  adTance,  which  cannot 
be  done  nnleas  this  appropriation  is  made.  The  same  is  also  trne  of 
that  portion  of  the  work  not  nnder  contract. 

If  no  provision  is  made  for  the  roof  nntil  after  the  meeting  of  the 
next  General  Assembly,  and  then  made,  even  with  the  emergency 
clause  added,  the  best  part  of  the  year  1873  will  be  required  for  the 
constrnction,  and  patting  up  the  roof,  and  the  year  be  virtually  lost, 
and  the  occupation  of  the  building  delayed  another  year. 

We  mi£rht  here  add,  that  unless  the  appropriation  is  now  made,  the 
safety  of  the  building  may  necessitate  tne  suspension  of  the  work  be- 
fore the  ezpendltare  of  all  the  means  at  our  disposal.  It  is  not  deem* 
ed  safe  to  put  up  those  long,  high  walls,  which  surround  the  two  halls, 
with  their  heavy,  overhanging  cornice,  until  the  roof  is  prepared  to 
put  on,  to  keep  them  in  position. 

We  have  no  interest  in  tbis^matter,  only  that  common  to  every  citi- 
zen of  the  State.  We  believe  a  vigorous  prosecation  of  the  work  the 
most  economical,  but  woald  not  urge  this^  to  the  detriment  of  any 
other  great  interest.  At  the  same  time,  we  feel  it  our  duty,  owing  to 
the  urgent  necessity  for  the  early  completion  of  the  building,  to  pre- 
sent the  case,  leaving  it  in  the  bands  of  the  General  Assembly. 

This  appropriation,  if  made,  will  not  affect  the  amount  of  taxes  to 
be  collected  in  1872. 

The  Question  that  now  present  icself  is :  Shall  we  have  the  building 
ready  for  occupancy  by  all  the  departments  of  the  Stat^  by  January  1, 
1876,  or  shall  we  defer  that  consummation? 

We  address  this  alternative  to  the  good  judgment  of  this  General 
Assembly,  and  will  cheerfully  submit  to  their  decision.

Mr.  President:  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House 
of  Representatives  has  adopted  the  following  resolntion,  to-wit : 

Whereas  the  rates  of  toll  upon  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  have  been  such 
as  to  have  a  tendency  to  divert  the  traffic  from  the  river  and  canal  to  the  compe- 
ting lines  of  railroads ;  and  whereas  this  diversion  of  trade  has  caused  the  number 
of  canal  boats,  not  engaged  in  carrying  stone,  to  be  very  greatly  redaced,  so  that 
with  the  most  favorable  rates  of  toll,  it  will  require  some  time  to  restore  the  ca- 
nal tonnage  to  a  carrying  capacity  adequate  to  the  increased  facilities  in  water 
transportation,  secured  by  the  improvement  of  the  Illinois  river  from  LaSalle  to 
Peoria ;  and  whereas  the  present  rates  of  toll  upon  corn,  wheat,  oats,  lumber,  lath 
and  shingles,  are  sccb  aff  to  leave  a  margin  to  boat  owners  too  small  to  enable  them 
to  compete  succesefully  with  riyal  lines  of  transportation ;  and  whereas  it  is  be- 
lieved that  a  reduction  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  per  cent,  from  the  rates  ch&iiged 
upon  the  articles  mentioned,  and  perhaps  upon  many  others,  would  increase  the 
revenue  of  the  canal,  encourage  the  building  of  boats  and  elevators,  stimulate 
productive  industry  throughout  the  valley  of  the  Illinois,  and  in  some  degree  con- 
trol the  cost  of  transportation  upon  all  railroads  having  their  termini  upon  the 
Mississippi  and  Lake  Michigan ;  and  whereas  the  cost  of  superintendence  and  re- 
pairs upon  the  canal  and  river  improvements  would  not  be  materially  increased 
if  the  amount  of  transportation  were  doubled,  trebbled  or  quadrupled,  the  net 
revenue  to  be  derived  from  this  important  public  work  depend  mainly  upon  such 
increased  business ;  therefore, 

Beaolved  by  iTie  House  of  Repre9mtaHv6$^  the  Senate  concurring  herein.  That  the 
canal  commissioners  be  respectfully  requested  to  reduce  the  rates  of  toll  upon 
grain,  lumber,  lath  and .  shingles,  to  three-quarters  or  two-thirds  of  the  present 
rates,  and  to  make  a  corresponding  reduction  upon  all  other  articles  which,  ia 
their  opinion,  would  increase  the  traffic  without  impairing  the  revenue  of  the  ca- 
nal :  Provided^  that  no  reduction  of  tolls  shall  be  made  to  an  amount  equal  to  or 
below  the  actual  expenses  of  the  canal  to  the  State. 

In  the  adoption  of  which  I  am  instrncted  to  ask  the  concarrence  of 
the  Senate.

Besolved  by  the  Eoiue  of  BepresentativeSy  ths  Senate  concurring  herein^  That  bur 
Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed  and  our  Representatires  requested  to  procure 
Buch  a  modification  of  said  acts  of  Congress  as  will  permit  and  direct  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  to  issue  said  scrip,  in  parcels  of  40,  80  and  160  acres  6ach,  so 
that  the  same  may  be  ayailable  to  the  several  counties  of  the  several  states. 

.Besolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolution  be  transmitted, 
without  delay,  to  each  of  our  Senators  ana  Representatives  in  Congress.

Mr.  Whiting  presented  a  petition  from  the  citizens  of  Tiskilwa,  re- 
monstrating against  the  repeal  of  the  temperance  law  ;  which  petition 
was  referred  to  the  commi.tee  on  domestic  relations. 

Mr.  Keddick  presented  a  petition  from  the  citizens  of  Granville  re- 
naonstrating  against  the  repial  of  the  temperance  law ;  which  petition 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  domestic  relations. 

Mr.  Edsall,  from  the  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
a  resolution  concerning  the  collection  of  tolls  on  the  Illinois  and  Mich- 
igan Canal  and  Little  Wabash  liiver,  reported  the  followiotr;  which 
was  laid  on  the  table  and  1,000  copies  ordered  printed  : 

To  the  UonordbU  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Your  committee  on  the  jadiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolu- 
tion asserting  the  power  of  the  State  to  levy  and  collect  tolls  upon 
boats  and  crafts  passing  through  and  using  the  locks  and  improve- 
ments of  the  navigation  of  the  Illinois  and  Little  Wabash  rivers  have 
had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  respectfully  report  their  opinion 
thereon  as  follows : 

As  a  general  proposition,  it  seems  to  be  settled  that  the  States  have 
the  same  power  to  improve  navigable  waters  situated  within  their  re- 
spective boundaries,  which  they  possess  over  other  high\va)6;  and 
that  where  money  has  been  expended  in  making  such  improvement  it 
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is  competent  for  the  State  to  impose  tolls  on  the  commerce  which 
passes  throogh  and  has  the  benefit  of  the  improvement,  even  where 
the  river  improved  by  the  State  is  one  over  which  the  regalationsof 
commerce  imposed  by  the  Federal  Government,  extend.  (Cooley  on 
Constitutional  Limitations,  692 ;  Kellogg  vs.  The  Union  Oompany, 
12  Oonn.  Eep.  7 ;  Thames  Bank  vs.  Lovell,  18  Oonn.  Eep.  600.) 

Bat  the  opinion  has  been  advanced  that  this  power  cannot  be  exe^ 
cised  in  States  which  were  carved  out  of  the  Northwestern  Territory, 
in  consequence  of  Article  4,  of  the  Ordinance  of  I7d7,  which  provides 
that : 

^'The  navigable  waters  leading  to  the  Mississippi  and  St.  Lawrence) 
and  the  carrying  places  between  the  same,  shall  be  common  highways 
and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory  as  to 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  those  of  any  other  State  that 
may  bo  admitted  into  the  confederacy,  without  any  tax,  impost  or 
duty  therefor." 

In  the  case  of  Strader  vs.  Crraham,  10  How.  82,  the  Chief  Justiee 
and  it  would  seem  a  majority  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  held  that  this  ordinance  was  abrogated  by  the  subsequent  adop- 
tion of  the  Constititution  of  the  United  States  and  the  constitutions  of 
the  several  States  formed  out  of  that  Territory,  except  so  far  as  its 
principles  may  have  been  embodied  in  those  constitutions,  fiee  also 
Pollard's  Lessee  vs.  Hagan,  3  How.  212,  230. 

Upon  this  question  Justice  Catron  declined  to  express  an  opinion 
and  Justice  McLean  dissented,  holding  that  the  Ordinance  of  1787  h 
still  in  force  and  is  not  thus  rescinded. 

In  view  of  his  position  upon  this  question,  the  opinion  of  this  great 
judge,  which  we  shall  presently  cite,  is  entitled  to  the  highest  cousids- 
ration. 

The  case  of  Spooner  vs.  McConnell  et  al.,  1  McLean^s  Itep.  337, 
was  a  bill  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Ohio,  \r%  enjoin  the  defendants,  who  were  Cunal  Commission- 
ers of  the  State  of  Ohio,  from  erecting  a  dam  across  the  Maamee,  a 
iiavi*^^able  river  within  that  State,  to  supply  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
Canal  wi'h  water;  and  the  question  was  distinctly  presented  whether 
tlie  exercise  ofsnch  power  on  the  part  of  the  State  was  prohibited  by 
Article  4  of  the  Ordinance  of  1787,  cited  above. 

The  question  was  maturely  considered  and  elaborate  opinioas  were 
delivered  by  both  of  the  learned  judges  of  that  court.  In  the  opinion 
of  Judge  McLean  it  is  held  that  :• 

^^The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  had  reference  to  the  navigable 
rivers,  and  the  carrying  places  as  they  then  were.  And  ic  that  State 
they  were  to  remain  free,  without  tax,  etc.  Bat  this  does  not  prevent 
the  Legislature  from  improving  the  navigation  of  rivers  and  the  carry- 
ing places  between  them.  Such  improvements  can  in  no  sense  be  con- 
sidered iis  repugnant  to  the  ordinance,  but  in  promotion  of  its  great 
object;  and  it  would  seem  to  be  no  violation  of  the  compact  if  the 
Legislature  should  exact  a  toll,  not  for  the  navigation  of  the  rivers  ii 
their  natural  state,  but  for  the  increased  facilities  established  by  the 
lunds  of  the  State. 
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<'  The  carryiog  places  between  the  navigable  points  at  the  date  of  the 
compact  were  in  their  natnral  state.  No  way  had  been  opened  for  a 
solitary  traveler,  much  less  for  purposes  of  commerce. 

"  In  this  wild  and  unimproved  State  neither  the  Territorial  nor 
State  Legislature  could  prohibit  the  passage  over  these  carrying 
places,  nor  impose  a  tax  on  travelers  or  merchandise  for  passiog  over 
them.  Bat«if  the  Legislature,  with  the  funds  of  the  State,  or  through 
the  instrumentality  ot  an  incorporated  company,  should  construct  a 
canal,  a  tUrn-pike  road  or  a  railroad,  connecting  the  navigable  parts  of 
these  rivers,  it  could  be  no  violation  of  the  ordinance  to  exact  a  toll 
for  the  use  of  their  ways. 

^^This  would  not  impair  any  right  given  by  the  compact,  but  would 
require  a  compensation  for  a  benefit  conferred ;  and  it  would  be  no 
sufficient  answer  to  this  to  say  that  the  traveler  or  transporter  of  pro- 
duce or  merchandise  had  a  right  to  thread  his  way  through  the  un- 
broken forests,  and  therefore  these  must  be  permitted  to  remain  in 
their  natural  state. 

^^  Navigable  rivers  and  the  carrying  places  between  them,  are  placed 
on  the  same  footing  by  the  compact ;  and  the  only  difference  between 
them  is,  the  rivers  have  established  channels  whilst  the  carrying 
places  are  unmarked.  They  are  both  in  their  natural  condition,  and 
the  State,  it  would  seem,  is  no  more  prohibited  from  improving  the 
navigation  of  the  rivers  than  the  carrying  places  between  them  ;  and 
if  a  toll  may  be  charged  for  the  increased  facilities  in  the  one  case,  for 
the  same  reason  it  may  in  the  other.  We  therefore  can  entertain  no 
doubt  that  the  Legislature  may  improve,  at  their  discretion,  the  navi- 
gable rivers  of  the  State,  and  authorize  the  construction  of  any  works 
on  them  which  shall  notmateriailv  obstruct  their  navigableness.  They 
may  build  a  dam  over  the  Maumee  if  it  shall  be  so  constructed,  with  a 
lock  or  otherwise,  as  not  materially  to  obstruct  its  navigation." 
(I  McLean^s  Eep.  862-3.) 
And  Judge  Leavitt,  in  his  opinion,  says : 

^'  Certain  it  is,  the  clause  under  review  was  designed  for  good,  and 
not  for  evil.  So  far  as  it  was  intended  to  restrict  the  action  or  power 
of  States  or  individuals,  it  was  to  disable  them  from  the  infliction  of 
public  injnry.  The  people  of  the  United  States  were  not  to  bo  de- 
prived of  the  use  of  the  water  courses  in  the  Northwest  Territory,  by 
any  unjust  or  wanton  exercise  of  power  over  them  ;  but  it  was  not 
contemplated  that  the  hands  of  the  States  should  be  so  tied  up  as  that 
it  should  not  be  in  their  power  to  remove  a  natural  impediment  to 
navigation,  or  avoid  such  an  impediment  by  canals  or  other  improve- 
ments. A  contrary  construction  would  be  a  perversion  of  the  great 
and  primary  design  of  the  clause.  It  would  embarrass,  if  not  entirely 
arrest  some  of  the  great  works  of  internal  improvement  in  progress 
or  projected  in  the  West.  It  would  place  it  in  the  power  of  a  single 
individual  to  thwart  the  wishes  and  seriously  to  injure  the  interests  of 
entire  communities  and  States.  Take  the  case  before  the  Court  as  an 
illustration  of  the  consequences  of  such  a  doctrine.  By  the  joint  and 
simultaneous  action  of  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  the  Erie  and 
Wabash  Canal  has  been  authorized  and  commenced.  It  is  designed 
as  a  channel  of  intercourse  between  Lake  Erie,  and  the  interior  of  In- 
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diana,  and  when  completed  will  be  greatly  promotive  of  the  interests 
not  only  of  those  States,  bnt  of  a  large  portion  of  the  Union. 

^'  To  sanction  the  doctrine  that  for  purposes  so  beneficent  and  patri- 
otic«  it  is  not  competent  for  those  States  to  use  or  control  the  waters  of 
their  navigable  streams,  would  be  pregnant  with  the  most  injurioas  re- 
sults.   For,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  if  this  power  does  not 
exist  in  these  States,  it  exists  nowhere.    The  same  reason  4br  denying 
it  to  the  States  applies  with  equal  force  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,    That  body,  as  the  representative  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  is  a  party  to  the  compact,  and  as  much  bound  by  its  stipnlatious 
as  the  States  individually.    If,  therefore,  the  ordinance  is  to  receive  a 
construction  that  shall  tie  up  the  hands  of  all  the  parties  to  the  com- 
pact from  making  any  improvements  in  navigation  in  the  West,  a  fatal 
dIow  will  have  been  inflicted  upon  the  prosperity  of  that  region. 
Upon  this  principle,  if  a  rapid  or  other  natural  obstruction  occurs  in  a 
stream  otherwise  navigable,  it  is  not  competent  to  resort  to  the  instru- 
mentality of  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial  channel 
whereby  to  avoid  such  obstruction.     And  by  a  parity  of  reasoning  it 
would  not  be  competent  for  a  State  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  or  turnpike  over  or  along  any  of  the  ^portages  or  carrying 
places'  referred  to  in  the  ordinance,  and  thereby  hinder  the  free  and 
common  use  of  the  same,  by  the  imposition  of  tolls,  as  a  compensation 
for  the  benefits  of  such  improvements.     Such  a  construction  of  that 
instrument  would  be  subversive  of  one  of  its  leading  designs.     It  is  no 
answer  to  the  views  here  thrown  out  to  say  that  these  improvements, 
when  completed,  will  subject  those  who  use  them  to  the  payment 
of  a  Hax,  impost  or  duty.'    The  object  of  the  ordinance,  so  far  as 
it  provides  an  exemption  from  these  charges,  was  to  prevent  the  im- 
position of  any  duty  for  the  use  of  the  streams  and  carrying  places  re- 
ferred to  in  their  natural  state ;  and  it  might  also  be  justlv  extended 
in  its  meaning,  so  as  to  prevent  onerous  and  oppressive  tolls  or  exac- 
tions for  their  use,  in  an  improved  state.    Reasonable  tolls,  imposed 
and  paid,  for  the  use  of  a  canal  or  artificial  road,  are  not  to  be  viewed 
as  unjust  exactions,  but  as  a  fair  compensation,  in  consideration  of  the 
increased  facilities  for  trade  and  intercourse  afforded  by  such  improve- 
ments."   (I  McLean's  Rep.,  878,  379.) 

In  another  case  arising  under  the  same  article  of  the  Ordinance  of 
1787  the  same  principles  are  reaffimed,  and  it  is  held  that: 

'^  The  ordinance  had  reference  to  navigable  waters  in  their  natural 

State,  and  that  a  state  by  virtue  of  its  sovereignty  may  exercise  certsin 

rights  over  its  navigable  waters,  subject,  however,  to  the  paramount 

power  in  Congress  to  regulate  commerce  among  the  several  States.    * 
«  #♦*  «  «  *  * 

"  It  would  be  difficult  te  maintain  the  power  in  any  State,  to  obstruct 
any  of  its  navigable  waters  which  extend  through  other  States,  or  are 
connected  with  the  sea,  or  with  waters  falling  into  the  sea.  And  it 
might  be  more  curious  than  useful  to  inquire,  in  what  the  powers  of 
the  States  generally  differ  in  this  respect  from  the  powers  of  the 
States  bound  by  the  ordinance.  A  toll  charged  for  the  improvement 
of  the  navigation  of  a  river  is  not  within  the  ordinance.  In  auch  case 
the  tax  would  not  be  for  the  use  of  the  river,  in  its  natural  atatei  bu^ 
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for  the  increased  commercial  facilities." — ^Palmer  vs.  Commissioners 
of  Oayahoga  Co.^  3  McLean's  Bep.  226.      ' 

A  careful  examination  of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Oonrt  of  this 
State,  referred  to  in  support  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  has  no  power 
to  collect  tolls  for  the  use  of  its  improvements  upon  the  Illinois  and 
Little  Wabash  Bivers,  will  show  that  no  such  question  was  before  the 
court  for  its  determination.  Bat  the  question  really  decided  was  that 
the  right  to  ^  free  navigation  of  our  western  rivers,  and  the  right  of 
the  State  to  provide  means  for  crossing  them  by  bridges  or  otherwise, 
are  co-existent,  and  neither  can  be  permitted  to  destroy  or  essentially 
impair  the  other. — Illinois  Biver  Packet  Co.  vs.  Peoria  Bridge  Asso- 
ciation, 38  111.,  467 ;  City  of  Chicago  vs.  McGim,  51  111.,  266. 

The  court,  in  these  cases,  carefully  refrain  from  expressing  an  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  article  4,  of  the  ordinance  of  1787,  is  in  force  in  this 
State  or  not.  (88  III,  478.)  That  which  is  said  by  the  conrt  concern- 
ing the  provisions  of  that  ordinance,  upon  the  hypothesis  that  the  same 
is  still  in  force,  when  the  entire  opinions  are  considered,  is  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  existence  of  the  power  in  the  State  to  improve  the 
navigation  of  rivers  within  its  borders,  and  collect  tolls  upon  the  com- 
merce which  has  the  benefit  of  such  increased  commercial  facilities. 
(38  111.  Bep.,  481.)    In  this  case  the  court  say : 

*^  But  it  is  not  only  the  navigable  waters  which  shall  be  common 
highways,  and  forever  free,  but  also  the  'carrying  places'  between  the 
same. 

^^  To  understand  folly  this  provision,  we  must  consider  the  condition 
of  the  country  through  which  these  streams  flowed,  and  the  mode  by 
which  the  trifling  commerce  of  that  region  was  carried  on,  when  the 
ordinance  of  1787  was  adopted.    History  tells  us  it  was  then  a  barba- 
roQB  region,  peopled  by  savages,  whose  frail  barks  were  the  only  ves- 
sels which  floated  on  those  waters,  and  whose  light  paddles  were  then 
their  only  propelling  power.    These  slight  vessels,  loaded  with  the 
products  of  the  chase  or  of  successful  trapping,  on  their  route  to  Mon- 
treal or  Qoebec,  then  the  great  market  for  furs  and  peltries,  on  reach- 
ing the  highest  point  accessible  to  them  by  water  would  be  unloaded, 
and  the  boats  and  cargo  carried  on  the  backs  of  the  employees  across 
by  land  to  another  stream,  flowing  in  the  required  direction.    These 
places  were  called  ^portages,'  or  carrying  places.    Who  shall  say  that 
these  noted  carrying  places  shall  not,  at  some  future  day,  be  occapied 
by  a  railroad,  or  several  of  them,  and  by  canals,  should  the  wants  of 
the  extended  and  growing  commerce  of  the  fruitful  regions  where 
thej  are,  demand  them  ?     Shall  this  provision  of  the  ordinance  be  an 
insuperable  bar  to  such  improvements,  and  thus  fetter  forever  the  com- 
mercial energies  of  that  region  !    All  that  can  be  claimed  is,  that  as 
carrying  places  they  shall  remain  free  as  a  common  highway  to  all 
whose  interests  may  require  their  use  as  such — interests  so  trifling  and 
inconsiderable,  so  dwarted  by  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  country, 
as  not  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  canal  boat,  the  steamboat  and  the 
railroad  car.    The  same  considerations  apply  to  the  rivers  themselves, 
and   must  be  made  practical  by  the  necessities  of  our  existence  as  a 
great  commercial  people."    (88  111.  Bep.,  481.)

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Should  it  finally  be  held  that  this  article  of  the  ordinacoe  of  1787  U 
still  in  force,  this  language  shows  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  onrSu- 
preme  Court  to  overrule  the  decisions  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  above  cited.  It  was  there  held  that  the  ordinance  had 
reference  to  navigable  waters  in  their  natural  state;  that  it  was  not 
intended  to  prevent  a  State  from  improving  the  navigableness  of  such 
waters ;  and  that  a  toll  charged  for  the  use  of  the  improvement  of  the 
navigation  of  a  river  is  not  prohibited  by  the  ordinance,  for  in  such 
case  the  tax  would  not  be  for  the  use  of  the  river  in  its  natural  state, 
but  for  the  increased  commercial  facilities.  (Palmer  vs.  Commission- 
ers  of  Cuyahoga  Co.,  3  McLean,  227.  Spooner  vs.  McConnell  et  aL, 
McLean,  352,  378 ) 

Your  Committee  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  has  the 
right  to  collect  reasonable  tolls  from  such  boats  or  other  craft  as  have 
the  benefit  of  the  improvements  made  by  the  State  upon  the  Illinois 
and  Little  Wabash  Bivers ;  and  that  the  Canal  Commissioners  have 
the  legal  rirht  to  enforce  the  recent  act  of  this  General  Assembly,  au- 
thorizing the  collection  of  such  tolls.  And  your  Committee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Bewlcedy  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  the  State  has  the  right  to  coUeci 
reasonable  tolls  from  such  boats  and  other  crafts  as  have  the  benefit  of  the  im- 
provements made  by  the  State,  upon  the  Illinois  and  Little  Wabash  Riyers,  and 
that  the  Canal  Commissioners  have  the  legal  right  to  enforce  the  recent  act  of  this 
General  Assembly,  authorizing  the  collection  of  such  tolls.

The  resolution  of  the  House,  relating  to  the  return  of  the  same,  was 
then  taken  up  and  adopted,  and  the  bill  (S.  B.  No.  145,)  ordered  re- 
turned to  the  House. 

The  special  order,  being  consideration  of  Senate  bill,  Ko.  205,  for 
<^An  act  to  provide  for  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain," 
was  then  taken  up. 

The  question  being  the  adoption  of  the  following  Senate  amendments 
to  the  House  substitute  for  the  bill : 

Amend  by  striking  out  section  2,  and  insert  the  following : 
*^  §  2.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  ri^ht  to  take  private  property 
for  public  use,  without  the  owner^s  consent,  or  the  right  to  construct 
or  maintain  any  public  road,  railroad,  plankroad,  turnpike  road,  canal, 
or  other  public  work  or  improvement,  or  which  may  damage  property  ' 
not  actually  taken^  has  been  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter  be  conferred 
by  general  law  or  special  charter  upon  any  corporate  or  municipal  au- 
thority, public  body,  officer  or  agent,  person,  commissioner  or  corpo- 
ration, and  the  damages  or  compensation  to  be  paid  tor  or  in  respect 
of  the  property  sought  to  be  appropriated  or  damaged  for  the  purposes 
above  mentioned,  cannot  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  interested,  or 
in  case  the  owner  of  the  property  is  incapable  of  consenting,  or  his 
name  or  residence  is  unknown,  or  he  is  a  non-resident  of  the  State,  it 
ahall  be  lawful  for  the  party  authorized  to  take  or  damage  the  property 
80  required,  or  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain  any  public  road, 
railroad,  plankroad,  turnpike  road,  canal,  or  other  public  work  or  im- 
provement, to  apply  to  the  judge  of  the  circuit  or  county  court,  either 
in  vacation  or  term  time,  where  the  said  property  or  any  part  thereof 
is  situate,  by  tiling  witti  the  clerk  a  petition,  setting  fortd,  by  refer- 
ence, his  or  their  authority  in  the  premises,  the  purpose  for  which  said 
property  is  sought  to  be  taken  er  damaged,  a  description  of  the  pro- 
perty, the  names  of  all  persons  interested  therein  as  owners  or  other- 
wise, as  appearing  of  record,  if  known,  or  if  not  known,  stating  that 
t-98 
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fact,  and  praying  snch  jndge  to  canse  the  damages  or  compeneation  to 
be  paid  to  the  owner  to  be  asseBsed.  If  the  proceedings  seek  to  affect 
the  property  of  persons  under  guardianship,  the  guardians  or  conser- 
vators of  persons  having  conservators^  their  conservators  shall  beniade 
parties  defendant,  and  if  of  married  women,  their  husbands  shall  also 
De  made  parties.  Persons  interested,  whose  names  are  unknown^  may 
be  made  parties  defendant  by  the  description  of  the  unknown  owners, 
but  in  all  such  cases  an  affidavit  shall  be  tiled  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
petitioner,  setting  forth  that  the  names  of  such  persons  are  unknown. 
In  cases  where  the  property  is  sought  to  be  taken  or  damaged  by  the 
State  for  the  purpose  of  etitablishing^  operating  or  maintaining  any 
state  house  or  state  charitable  or  other  state  institutions  or  improve- 
ments, the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  Governor  or  such  other  pe^ 
son  as  he  shall  direct,  or  as  shall  be  provided  by  law/' 

Amend  section  5,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section,  the  follow- 
ing: 

^'Any  number  of  separate  parcels  of  property,  situate  in  the  same 
county,  may  be  included  in  one  petition,  and  the  damages  or  compen- 
sation for  each  shall  be  assessed  separately^  by  the  same  or  different 
juries,  as  the  court  or  judge  may  direct.  Amendments  to  the  petition, 
or  to  any  paper  or  record  in  the  cause,  may  be  permitted  whenever 
necessary  to  a  fair  trial  and  final  determination  of  the  questions  in- 
volved. Should  it  become  necessary  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings 
to  bring  a  new  party  before  the  court  or  judge,  the  court  or  judge  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  such  rule  or  order  in  relation  thereto  as  may 
be  deemed  reasonable  and  proper ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  make 
all  necessary  rules  and  orders  for  notice  to  parties  of  the  pendency  of 
the  proceeding,  and  to  issue  all  process  necessary  to  the  execution  of 
orders  and  judgments  as  they  may  be  entered.'' 

Amend  section  6  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "county,"  in  line 
9,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following :  "At  a  time  to  be  named 
in  the  venire." 

Amend  section  7  by  inserting  the  words  "and  damages"  after  the 
word  "compensation,"  in  1st  line.  Also,  strike  out  of  4th  line,  the 
words  *'or  justice  of  the  peace." 

Amend  section  8,  line  3,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "compensa- 
tion," in  8d  line,  the  words  "and  damages."  Also,  insert  the  words 
"or  damages"  after  tho  word  "taken,"  in  lino  4.  Also,  strike  out  of 
said  section,  in  line  1,  the  words  '•or  justice  of  the  peace." 

Amend  section  9  by  inserting  after  the  word  "taken,"  in  line  2,  the 
words,  "or  damage."  Also,  after  the  word  "compensation,"  in  line 
5,  insert  the  words  "and  damages ;"  and  insert  the  word  "or"  alter 
the  word  "court,"  in  line  4,  and  strike  out  the  words  "or  justice,"  in 
line  4. 

Also,  amend  section  9  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section,  the  fol- 
lowing ; 

"  Provided^  that  no  benefits  or  advantages  which  may  accrue  to 
lands  or  property  affected,  in  common  with  adjoining  lands  or  pro- 
perty in  the  vicinity  on  which  such  road,  canal  or  improvement  aoes 
not  pass,  shall  be  set  off  against  or  deducted  from  such  compensation 
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or  damages,  in  any  case  where  any  private  corporation  seeks  to  exer- 
cise the  right  of  eminent  domain  under  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  of  line  1  the  words,  "or  justice." 
Also,  in  line  8,  after  the  word  "compensation,"  the  words  "and  dam- 
ages." 
Strike  out  section  11. 

Amend  section  12,  by  striking  out  of  lines  2  and  3  the  words,  "not 
mentioned  in  the  original  petition,  and  which  will  be,"  and  insert  in 
liev  thereof  the  words  "taken  or."    Also,  add  at  the  end  of  section 
13  the  words,  "and  determined." 
Also  amend  by  inserting  the  following  as  sections  13  and  14: 
"  §  13.    In  case  of  the  laying  out,  re-locating  or  changing  any  pub- 
lic road,  street  or  alley,  by  county,  town  or  municipal  authority,  ex- 
cept in  cities  containing  1,000  population  or  over,  as  may  now  or  here- 
after be  provided  by  law,  the  petition  for  the  assessment  of  damages 
or  compensation  may  be  filed  with  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  in  which  the  lands  may  be  situated^  and  near  to  or  adjacent  to 
the  land  proposed  to  be  taken  for  such  public  use,  by  the  person,  or 
town,  or  county,  or  municipal  authority,  or  oflScer  authorized  by  law 
to  take  such  private  property  for  the  use  aforesaid  ;  and  said  justice  of 
the  peace  is  nereby  authorized  and  required  to  cause  to  be  summoned 
a  jury,  to  assess  the  damages  or  compensation,  if  any.     And  said  jury 
and  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  proceedings  shall,  so  far  as  the  same 
be  applicable,  be  governed  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act. 

"§  14.  The  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  said  proceeding 
shall  be  had  shall,  immediately  after  the  rendering  and  entry  of  the 
verdict,  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  a  full  transcript  of 
the  proceedings,  including  all  papers  filed  which  have  relation  to  such 
proceedings — which  transcript  and  papers  shall  be  filed  by  said  clerk, 
aud  entered  of  record  in  the  county  court ;  and  said  proceedings,  when 
so  entered  of  record,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  efiect  as  if  said 
proceedings  had  originally  been  commenced  and  had  in  said  county 
court  or  before  the  judge  thereot?^ 

Amend  section  14,  by  ineerting  alter  the  word  "compensation,"  in 
lines  1,  4  and  6,  where  it  occurs,  the  words  "and  damages."  Add  at 
the  end  of  said  section  the  following .  "Said  bonds  shall  be  approved 
by  the  judge  or  justice  before  whom  such  proceeding  shall  be  had, 
and  executed  and  filed  within  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  said  judge 
or  JQBtice  of  the  peace." 

Amend  section  16  as  follows :  Stride  out  of  line  1  all  before  the 
words  "the  court."  Strike  out  of  lines  2  and  4  the  word  "judgment," 
and  insert  the  word  "order." 

Strike  out  section  17. 

Add  the  following  sections  : 

*'§  — .  The  corporate  authoritiea  of  cities,  town-j  and  villages, 
which  shall  condemn  any  property  for  public  use  in  the  making  of 
any  local  improvement  under  this  act,  or  make  any  local  improvement 
whereby  it  is  necessary  to  take  or  acquire  private  property  for  such 
public  use,  are  hereby  vested  with  power  and  authority  to  levy  and 
collect  the  costs  and  expense  of  such  local  improvement,  (including 
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the  compensation  and  damages  required  to  be  paid  for  the  property  8o 
taken  or  damaged)  by  specitd  assessment  or  special  taxation  of  contig- 
uous property,  or  otherwise,  as  such  corporate  authorities  may,  by  or- 
dinances not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  this  State,  pre- 
scribe ;  and  such  corporate  authorities  are  hereby  vested  with  foil 
power  and  authorities  to  make  all  ordinances  deemed  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient to  carry  this  section  into  full  effect,  and  to  prescribe  and  reg- 
ulate the  proceedings  therefon 

^'§  — .  In  all  cases  pending  in  courts  at  the  time  this  act  takes 
effect,  where  the  right  exists  to  condemn  land,  the  proceedings  may 
be  continued  and  consummated  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

"§  — .  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  oonflict  with  the  proyieions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
affect  any  act  or  thing  done,  or  any  right  accruing,  accrued,  or  estab- 
lished, or  any  suit  or  proceeding  had,  prior  to  the  time  at  which  this 
act  shall  go  into  effect :  Provided^  that  this  act  shall  not  be  constraed 
to  repeal  any  law  or  part  of  law^  upon  the  same  subject,  {Massed  bj 
this  General  Assembly,  but  in  all  such  cases  this  act  shall  be  constraed 
as  providing  a  cumulative  remedy." 

Amend  by  numbering  sections  consecutively. 

Mr.  Whiting  then  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  report 
of  the  committee ;  which  was  adopted : 

Amend  by  striking  out,  in  amendment  to  section  9,  the  words,  "pri- 
vate corporations,"  and  insert  '^corporations  other  than  municipal." 

Mr.  Carter  then  offered  the  following  amendment ;  which  was 
adopted : 

Amend  section  13,  of  committee's  report,  by  inserting  after  the 
word  '^jury,"  in  line  9,  of  printed  copy,  the  words,  ^'of  six  qualified 
jurors,  unless  a  larger  number  shall  be  demanded  by  either  party." 

The  report  of  the  committee,  as  amended,  was  then  concurred  in, 
and  the  amendments,  as  amended,  ordered  printed. 

The  President  then  presented  a  petition  relating  to  the  temperance 
law  ;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  domestic  relations. 

Mr.  Eddy,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  and  enrolled  bills,  re- 
ports as  having  been  properlj  engrossed,  Senate  bill  of  the  following 
title,  to-wit : 

Senate  bill,  No.  405,  for  "An  act  providing  for  the  removal  and 
consolidation  of  institutions  of  learning  in  this  State." 

Mr.  Fuller,  from  the  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
House  bill,  No.  828,  for  "An  act  to  attach  the  county  of  Fayette  to 
the  Central  Grand  Division,'^  reported  the  same  back,  and  recom- 
mended its  passage. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in,  and  the  bill 

Placed  among  the  files  for  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Fuller,  from  the  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  bill,  ^o.  263,  for  ^'An  act  to  prevent  members  of  official  boards 
having  control  of  public  works  from  becoming  interested  in  the  con- 
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struction  thereof/'  reported  the  same  back^  with  the  following  House 
ameudments  to  the  same,  and  recommended  that  the  Senate  concur  in 
the  same : 

Amend  Senate  bill,  Ko.  263,  by  adding  after  the  word  ^^commis- 
sioner," in  line  3,  the  following  words,  to-wit :  "Daring  the  term  of 
ofSce  for  which  he  is  elected." 

Farther  amend  bj  adding  after  section  1  an  additional  section,  as 
follows : 

"§  2.  That  it'  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared  unlawful  for  any 
alderman  of  any  city,  or  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  vil- 
lage of  this  State,  during  the  term  of  ofBce  for  which  he  is  elected,  to 
accept  or  be  appointed  to  or  hold  any  ottice,  by  the  appointment  or 
election  of  the  common  council  or  board  of  trustees  of  which  he  may 
be  a  member,  or  by  the  appointment  of  the  mayor  or  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  thereof ;  and  any  and  all  such  election  or  appoint- 
ment shall  be  absolutely  null  and  void." 

Amen^  section  2  by  calling  the  same  section  3,  and  make  the  same 
to  read  as  follows : 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  now  or  hereafter  holding 
any  office,  either  by  election  or  appointment,  under  the  constitution 
of  this  State,  or  under  any  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  in  this  State, 
to  become  in  any  manner  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
hie  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  or  corporation,  in 
any  contract,  or  the  pertormance  of  any  work  in  the  making  or  let- 
ttng  of  which  such  officer  may  be  called  upon  to  act  or  vote.  And  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  such  officer  to  represent,  either  as  agent  or 
otherwise,  any  person,  company  or  corporation,  in  respect  of  any 
application  or  bid  for  any  contract  or  work  in  regard  to  which  such 
officer  may  be  called  upon  to  vote.  Nor  shall  any  such  officer  take  or 
receive,  or  oflfer  to  take  or  receive,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any 
money  or  other  thing  of  value,  as  a  gift  or  bribe,  or  a  means  of  influ- 
encing his  vote  or  action  in  his  official  character ;  and  any  and  all  con- 
tracts made  and  procured  in  violation  hereof,  shall  be  null  and  void." 

Amend  section  3  by  changing  its  number  to  4,  and  erase  all  down 
to  and  including  the  words  "public  works,"  in  line  2,  and  insert  in 
place  of  the  same,  "any  alderman,  member  of  a  board  of  trustees, 
supervisor  or  countv  commissioner,  or  person  now  or  hereafter  hold- 
ing any  office,  either  by  election  or  appointment  under  the  constitu- 
tion ot  this  State,  or  any  law  now  or  hereafter  in  force  in  this  State. 

Further  amend  said  last  named  section  by  striking  out  after  the 
word  "thereof,"  at  the  end  of  line  3,  all  down  to  and  including  the 
word  "dollars,"  in  line  5,  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following :  "May 
be  punished  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  not  less 
than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years,  or  fined  in  a  sum  not  less 
than  two  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
both." 

The  question  being  on  concurring  in  the  House  amendments. 

And  the  yeas  and  nays  being  called.

The  following  message  of  the  Governor,  by  E.  B.  Harlan,  Private 
Secretary,  was  then  received  : 

STATE  OF  ILLINOIS,  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 

Springiikld,  3/arcA  25,  1872. 

Hon.  .Iohv  Douoiikrty,  President  of  the  Senate^ 

Hon.  Wm,  M.  Smith,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represetdathe*: 

I  hftve  tiie  honor  to  submit  to  the  General  Aspcmbly  a  comraunicft- 
tion  of  this  date,  addressed  to  me  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
in  relation  to  the  state  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
revenue. 

As  will  be  observed  from  the  communication  above  mentioned,  it  is 
probable  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions  of  property,  estimated 
on  a  proportional  assessed  valuation,  evades  taxation  under  present 
laws,  so  that  if,  as  the  Auditor  supposes,  the  property  of  the  State  is 
assessed  at  one-fourth  of  its  actual  value,  six  hundred  millions  of  dol- 
of  the  property  pays  no  taxes.  This  state  of  things,  even  if  approxi- 
mately true,  makes  it  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  present  Gen- 
eral Assembly  should  devise  some  measure  that  provides  for  the  im- 
position of  the  public  burdens  upon  all  prop9«ty  in  the  State  in 
proportion  to  its  value.  And  it  also  appears,  from  the  btatement 
of  the   views  of  the   Auditor,  that  it  is  a  matter  of  extreme  doubt 
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whether  the  changes  introdnced  into  the  syetem  of  countj  govern- 
ment  by  the  cooetitation  of  1870  does  not,  in  some  important  respectfe, 
render  the  present  revenue  laws  inoperative.  This  is,  no  doabt,  rear 
son  to  apprehend  that  the  introduction  of  the  system  of  county  com- 
missioners in  counties  not  under  township  organization,  and  the  re- 
strictions upon  the  exemption  of  property  from  taxation,  contained  in 
the  3d  section  of  the  9th  article  of  the  constitution,  and  other  provis- 
ions in  that  article,  have  so  dislocated  and  deranged  the  machinery 
provided  by  existing  reveHoelaws,  as  to  render  their  practical  enforce- 
ment a  matter  of  great  uncertainty. 

I  troBt.  in  view  of  the  probabilities  of  an  early  adjournment  of  the 
General  Assembly,  that  it  will  not  be  considered  improper  for  me  to 
ask  attention  to  the  urgent  necessity  for  some  general  law  for  the  in- 
corporation of  cities  and  towns. 

The  great  value  of  the  constitution  of  1870,  in  my  jadgment,  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  it  prohibits  local  and  special  legislation  ^incor- 
porating cities,  towns  or  villages,  or  changing  or  amending  the  charter 
of  any  town,  city  or  village,"  yet  the  fact  that  many  bills  have  been 
propoeeJ  in  both  houses  tor  that  purpose,  and  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly and  the  Governor  have  been  constrained,  the  one  to  pass  and  the 
other  to  approve,  some  measures  that  are  special  and  local  in  their  ob- 
ject and  spirit,  and  only  general  in  their  form,  demonstrates  that  a  com- 
prehensive general  law  based  upon  liberal  principles,  embracing  the 
idea  of  jadicions  classification  of  cities  and  towns  with  powers  appro- 
priate to  each  class,  leaving  much  to  the  people,  is  a  want  but  little 
less  pressing  than  a  clear,  just  and  eqaal  revenue  law.  Unless  some 
such  law  is  speedily  provided,  no  department  of  the  government  will 
4)6  able  much  longer  to  resist  the  demand  for  laws  of  doubtful  consti- 
tutionality, and  when  either  department  is  forced  to  yield,  it  is  nearly 
impossible  to  return  to  the  rigid  but  wise  rules  provided  in  the  con- 
Btitation ;  and  I  trust  I  will  be  pardoned  for  urging  attention  to  the  en- 
actment of  laws  providing  for  ascertaining  compensation  to  owners  of 
property  taken  for  public  uses.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any  law  for  that 
purpose  is  now  in  force,  or  whether  any  supposed  law  for  that  pur- 
pose now  on  the  statute  books  sufficiently  conforms  to  the  presentcon- 
stitution. 

The  assertion  of  the  rights  of  the  people  to  their  own  property  as 
against  the  State  itself,  to  say  nothing  of  their  rights  as  against  corpor- 
ations and  persons  who  are  sometimes  intrusted  bylaw  with  thisattri- 
bute  of  sovereignty  which  can  alone  take  private  property,  devolves 
upon  the  General  Assembly.  Corporations  created  for  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads,  and  for  other  popular  improvements  or  works,  will 
appropriate  the  property  they  need ;  no  one  need  fear  that  they  will 
be  long  delayed  by  any  effort  of  a  citizen  to  protect  hi.Lself ;  so  that 
the  real  question  to  be  settled  is,  whether  any  eii'ectual  remedy  exists, 
under  the  laws  now  in  force,  for  the  ascertainment  of  damages  any  one 
will  enstain  by  the  appropriation  of  his  or  her  property. 

Actions  at  law  or  in  equity  for  the  purposes  are  expensive  and  un- 
certain, eo  that  a  cheap  and  simple  law  is  of  the  bisthest  importance.

ikcoiid — 'In  case  no  such  law  should  be  passed  at  the  present  session,  could  the  old^er^ 
nue  laws  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes,  in  your  opinion,  be  enforced  under  our  present 
Constitution  ?  and  if  not,  please  state  the  difficulties  which  prevent." 

In  reply  to  the  first  question,  I  have  no  hesitation  whatever  in  expressing  the  opinion  Uut 
there  does  exist  a  necessity  for  the  passage  of  such  a  law  at  the  present  session.  I  have  onlj 
time  to-day  to  *•  briefly,"  as  you  suggest,  give  some  of  the  reasons  for  that  opinion  : 

A.8  political  questions,  which  have  mainly  engaged  the  attention  of  our  people  for  the  past 
few  years,  are  becoming  settled,  public  attention  is  being  directed  to  our  internal  business  r^ 
lations  and  obligations,  and  as  our  great  resources  and  wealth  as  a  State  are  being  rapidlj  de- 
veloped, and  a  corresponding  increase  of  expenses  incurred  in  establishing  and  maintaining 
our  State  institutions,  aud  defrayiue  the  expenses  of  our  State  and  local  governments,  tbe 
principles  of  taxation  and  the  laws  lor  the  levy  and  collection  of  State  and  local  revenues  are 
becoming  more  and  more  considered  and  critically  examined.  Hence  some  of  our  old  rere- 
nue  laws,  which  have  heretofore  been  acquiesced  in,  will,  I  am  satisfied,  be  contested,  if  not 
repealed,  and  if  contested,  will  be  held  by  the  courts  invalid. 

The  first  great  necessity  for  an  immediate  and  radical  change  and  revision  of  our  revenue 
laws  grows  out  of  the  undeniable  and  admitted  fact  that  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  pro- 
perty in  the  State  have  been  compelled  to  pay  more  than  their  proportion  of  the  taxes;  and 
Irom  proper  evidences  before  me  on  which  to  base  an  estimate,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
intangible  personal  property,  such  as  moneys,  credits,  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  in  value  to  the 
amount  of  at  least  oue  hundred  and  fifty  millions  of  dollars,  has  heretofore  and  will  continue 
to  escape  or  evade  taxation  under  present  laws.  And  when  it  is  considered  that  this  class  of 
property  is  best  able  of  all  property  to  contribute  its  share  of  taxes,  and  that  the  present 
year  the  probable  amount  of  taxes  for  State  and  local  purposes  will  be  $25,000,000,  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  continuance  of  this  state  of  things  is  nothing  less  than  positive  wrong  and  in- 
justice. • 

The  greater  portion  of  this  property,  which  at  present  evades  taxation,  is  owned  by  nil- 
roads,  banks,  bankers,  brokers  and  stock-jobbers. 

A  few  figures  will  illustrate  this  fact: 

There  are  about 7,000  miles  of  railroad  in  this  State.  Eighteen  corporations  own  4,6^ 
miles  of  this  in  the  State,  and  the  value  of  the  assets  of  these  eighteen  roads,  as  made  to  tbe 
Railroad  Commissioners,  and  obtained  in  part  from  other  sources,  is  about  $175,000,000. 
The  assessed  valuation  of  all  railroad  property  in  the  State  for  1871,  being  4,860  miles,  vai 
only  $22,556,126,  which  amount  was  increased  by  equalization  to  $25,516,042,  or  about  one- 
seventh  of  the  value,  as  stated  by  the  roads.  However,  it  is  probable  that  the  property  of  the 
roadj  assessed  represents  an  actual  value  of  about  $75,000,000,  leaving  $100,000,000  of  raise 
un&ssessed. 

A  statement  of  the  banking  facilities  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  in  December,  1871,  shovt  tbe 
amount  of  individual  deposits  to  be  $29,488,585  in  the  banks  of  that  city,  other  than  saviags 
banks ;  and  the  capital  and  surplus  funds  of  bankers,  brokers,  etc.,  other  than  savings  an<! 
national  banks,  to  be  $3,666,646,  which  amount,  added  to  the  amount  of  individual  deposita. 
make  the  sum  of  $38,149,131.     While  Chicago  has  less  than  one-eighth  of  the  population  of 
the  State,  I  will  assume,  and  I  think  correctly,  that  said  city,  in  point  of  wealth,  represents 
one-fifth  of  the  State.     Therefore,  having  $33,000,000  of  this  kind  of  proper^  in  Chicago, 
there  should  be  five  times  said  amount  in  the  State,  or,   in  round  numbers,  $165,0i)0.0ii*»- 
There  was  assessed  in  the  State,  in  1871,  the  sum  of  $14,751,835  as  moneys  and  credits;  the 
sum  of  $283,933  as  bankers',  brokers'  and  stock-jobbers'  property,  and  the  sum  of  $1,799,79^ 
as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  making  total  assessed  sum  of  all  these  items,  $16,835,563,  which 
amount  deducted  from  the  $165,000,000,  leaves  in  round  numbers,  $148,000,000  of  thlsclaad 
of  property  untaxed.     Or  if  that  which  was  assessed  was  valued  at  one-thirdiutrueTalue,  in 
such  case  it  would  leave  about  $1 15,000,000  unassessed.    In  arriving  at  the  assessed  figures, 
you  will  observe  that  I  have  taken  the  item  of  credits  and  bonds  and  stocks,  etc.    Neither  of 
these  classes  of  property  are  included  in  the  $33,1^^9,131  obtained  from  the  statememt  of  Chi- 
cago banks,  and  made  the  basis  of  my  estimate.    If  the  credits  of  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  of  Chi- 
cago were  added  to  said  figures,  and  then  the  sum  thereof  multiplied  by  five,  for  the   remain- 
der of  the  State,  the  $165,000,000  of  value  would  be  very  materially  increased. 
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These  figures  and  reliable  estimates,  made  from  returns  to  this  office  and  information  in 
my  possession,  satisfy  me  that,  exclusire  of  national  and  savings  banks,  there  is  a  loss  of 
revenue,  taking  only  proportionate  ralues,  upon  at  least  150,000,000  of  money  capital  alone. 

There  are  other  items  or  kinds  of  property  to  which  I  might  call  your  attention,  which  it 
may  be  easily  shown,  by  facts  and  figures,  pay  but  a  small  proportion  of  taxes,  but  none 
others,  probably,  to  the  extent  of  the  interests  to  which  I  have  herein  specially  referred  you. 

To  your  second  question,  I  have  to  reply  that  there  are  reasons  which  seem  to  me  to  be 
almost  if  not  quite  insurmountable,  why  the  present  revenue  laws  fail  to  provide  for  the  con- 
stitutional requirements  on  the  subject  of  revenue — to  some  of  which  I  call  your  attention. 

Section  60,  chapter  89,  Gross'  Statutes,  permits  exemptions  of  property  from  taxation  of 
classes  of  persons;  whereas,  other  persons  who  oyn  similar  property  are  required  to  pay  tax 
thereon.  In  other  words,  property  other  than  as  specified  in  the  Constitution  which  the 
Legislature  may  exempt,  is  here  exempted.  I  refer  to  property  of  merchants,  manufacturers, 
dealers  and  others. 

Section  62,  same  chapter,  virtually  exempts  bankers',  brokers*  and  stock  jobbers'  property. 
Although  this  property  is  taxable  under  the  law,  yet  it  escapes  almost  entirely  from  taxation, 
from  the  fact  that  a  specific  mode  is  prescribed  for  assessing  it,  which  has  to  be  followed  by 
the  assessor,  and  in  so  doing,  such  property  is  permitted  to  escape  taxation.  This  statement 
is  true  and  applicable  to  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  railroads,  which  property,  although 
all  taxable,  yet  escapes  taxation  to  a  great  extent  by  and  through  the  special  mode  laid  down 
in  the  law,  and  required  to  be  followed  by  assessors  in  assessing  it.  Therefore,  in  these  cases 
the  law,  by  its  inefficiency,  exempts  property  from  taxation  (as  fully  so  as  if  done  in  direct 
terms)  not  authorized  by  the  Constitution,  and  thus  falls  to  tax  property  required  to  be  taxed 

Sections  69  and  60,  same  chapter,  efiiectually  exempts  from  taxation  all  manufactured  arti- 
cles, or  property,  either  in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturer  or  an  agent.  For  instance:  take 
the  single  item  of  high-wines  in  the  State  on  the  first  of  April,  and  I  doubt  not  its  value  ex- 
ceeds the  $2,867,178 — the  whole  amount  of  '^manufactured  articles"  assessed  in  the  State  for 
the  year  1871. 

Sections  60  and  62,  same  chapter,  provide  for  obtaining  the  value  of  property  of  a  class 
of  persons  by  average  of  time,  which  in  its  operation  may  prove  either  in  favor  of  or  against 
such  persons.  When  against,  it  appears  to  me,  the  discrimination  would  be  sufficient  cause 
to  destroy  the  assessment.  If  this  is  true,  then  others  whose  property  is  not  subject  to  this 
role  might  defeat  their  assessment,  because  the  law  was  not  uniform  in  its  operation  for  ob- 
taining valuations  of  all  property  in  the  State.  Without  doubt  it  could  be  easily  proven  that 
such  discrimination  enabled  capital  or  other  property  employed  in  certain  classes  of  business 
to  escape  its  just  proportion  of  taxation. 

I  have  referred  you  to  sections  of  the  assessment  law  governing  counties  under  township 
organization.  The  same  sections,  although  differently  numbered,  are  in  the  assessment  law 
for  counties  not  under  township  organization. 

Serious,  if  not  insuperable  difficulties  will  arise  in  administering  the  present  laws  for  the 
assessment  of  property  and  the  collection  of  taxes  in  counties  not  under  township  organiza- 
tion, in  consequence  of  the  change  of  government  in  such  counties.  Under  the  Constitution 
of  1848  the  county  affairs  in  such  counties  are  entrusted  to  the  county  court,  composed  of 
the  county  judge  and  two  justices  of  the  peace,  and  at  nearly  every  step  of  the  assessment  of 
property  and  the  collection  of  taxes  under  the  present  laws,  this  tribunal  acts  an  important 
parL  By  the  new  Constitution  the  county  court  is  differently  constituted  and  vested  with 
different  jurisdiction,  and  the  jurisdiction  over  county  afibirs  is,  by  article  10,  section  «), 
vedted  in  the  board  of  county  commissioners.  By  section  240,  chapter  89,  Gross'  Statutes, 
if  the  treasurer  fails  to  give  bond,  his  office  shall  be  declared  vacant  and  the  vacancy  filled 
by  the  county  court.  By  article  6,  section  32,  the  county  board  is  expressly  vested  with  the 
authority  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  county  offices.  No  one  will  seriously  contend  that  the  Con- 
stitution amends  the  law  which  differs  from  it  There  is  no  doubt  where  the  law  and  the 
Constitution  differ,  the  law  must  be  legislatively  remedied,  or  it  will  be  held  unconstitutional. 
To  recite  and  amend  the  various  sections  to  which  this  objection  applies  in  the  revenue  laws 
now  in  force  in  counties  not  under  township  organization,  would  involve  the  re-enacting  of 
the  largest  part  of  the  revenue  laws,  applicable  to  such  counties. 

I,  therefore,  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  at  least  very  doubtful  whether  under  the  present 
Constitution  the  old  revenue  laws  can  be  enforced.    And  the  very  fact  that  serious  legal 
doubts  would  arise  on  this  subject  would  endanger  and  render  practically  inoperative  the  exe-  * 
cution  of  the  old  laws. 

In  conclusion,  and  for  the  foregoing  reasons,  among  others,  I  cannot  doubt  that  a  failure 
to  pass  a  general  revenue  law  at  the  present  session,  would  be  little  short  of  a  calamity  to  the 
people  of  the  State.

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Mr.  E^sall,  from  the  committee  on  jadiciary,  to  which  was  refer- 
red Senate  bill,  No.  475,  for  '^An  act  to  prevent  and  punish  frauds 
upon  or  relating  to  the  title  to  land,"  reported  the  same  back,  with 
amendments,  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  same.

Mr.  McNnlta,  from  the  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
a  resolution  relating  to  the  power  of  the  State  to  levy  and  collect  tolls 
for  the  nse  of  the  improvements  of  the  Illinois  and  Wabash  rivers, 
made  the  following  minority  report;  which  was  laid  on  the  table  and 
1000  copies  ordered  printed. 

MINORnr  BEPOBT. 

The  undersigned,  minority  of  the  Committee  on  judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  resolution  asserting  the  power  of  the  State  to  levy  and 
collect  tolls  upon  boats  and  craft,  passing  through  and  usin^  the  locb 
and  improvements  of  the  navigation  of  the  Illinois  and  Little  Wabash 
rivers,  has  been  unable  to  concur  in  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  either  upon  the  right  of  the  State  to  collect  tolls,  or  the 
policy  of  endeavoring  to  establish  or  acquire  such  a  right ;  and  regards 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution  reported  by  the  majority  of  the  commit- 
tee, as  repugnant  to  the  law,  and  to  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  fraught  with  danger  to  the  people  of  this  State,  by 
establishing  a  precedent  that  may  at  some  future  day  be  used  as  a 
pretext  upon  the  part  of  the  states  bordering  the  Mississippi,  to  levy 
tolls  upon  the  boats  and  craft  traveling  upon  that  river.  The  ques- 
tion whether  the  Illinois  or  Little  Wabash  rivers,  or  either  of  them, 
are  navigable  waters  at  the  places  where  the  improvements  have  been 
made,  is  a  matter  of  fact  upon  which  the  minority  expresses  no  opinion. 

If  these  rivers,  or  either  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  were  not  navi- 
gable in  their  natural  condition,  and  were  made  navigable  by  reason 
of  such  improvements,  then  the  minority  believes  the  right  of  the  State 
to  collect  reasonable  tolls  on  such  portions  made  navigable,  cannot  be 
questioned. 

But  assuming,  as  is  done  by  the  majority  report,  and  these  toers 
navigable  waters  in  their  natural  condition,  then  in  the  opinion  of  the 
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minority  there  is  no  power  in  this  State  to  levy  ^Haz,  impost  or  duty" 
for  the  nee  thereof,  either  with  or  withont  improvements.  And  this 
view  of  the  law  is  not  only  not  contradicted,  but  on  a  fall  examination, 
will  be  found  to  be  supported,  by  the  authorities  cited  by  the  majority 
of  the  committee,  in  their  report. 

The  case  cited  in  1  McLean,  was  an  application  to  the  U.  S.  Circuit 
Court  for  Ohio,  at  the  December  terra,  1838,  for  an  injunction  upon 
the  part  of  the  owner  of  eighty  acres  of  land  situated  at  the  head  of  the 
Maumee  rapids,  (which  were  sixteen  miles  in  length  above  Maumeo 
bay),  together  with  a  small  island  in  the  Maumee  river,  to  prevent  the 
erection  of  locks  and  dams  which  were  authorized  by  the  State  of 
Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  water  into  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal, 
and  for  making  a  navigable  channel  through  and  around  these  rapids, 
connecting  by  slack  water  and  canal,  the  Maumee  bay,  which  is  navi- 
gable for  steamboats  and  other  vessels  that  ply  upon  the  lake,  to  that 
part  of  the  river  to  above  where  '^a  steamboat  and  other  vessels  ply" 
between  the  point  of  the  proposed  dam  and  Fort  Wayne,  a  distance  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  miles.  In  this  case  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
object  of  the  in j  auction  was  to  restrain,  not  enlarge^  the  navigableness 
of  the  river;  not  to  assert  the  right  of  the  complainant  to  have  the 
channel  free  from  obstruction,  ^^tax,  impost  or  duty  ;^'  but  to  prevent 
making  navigation  through  and  around  these  rapids  where  it  was  not 
navigable  in  its  natural  condition ;  which  would  destroy  a  ^^mill  site," 
and  allow  boats  to  pass  between  the  lower  and  upper  navigable  waters 
of  this  river,  instead  of  loading  and  unloading  their  cargoes  at  or  near 
the  land  owned  by  the  complainant,  after  having  been,  or  to  be  trans- 
ported over  these  sixteen  miles  of  portage  to  the  river  below ;  and 
thereby  damage  the  land  of  the  complainant,  by  preventing  the  build- 
ing of  a  town  thereon,  which  was  the  real  injury  songht  to  be  pre- 
vented by  the  injunction  of  the  court;  and  in  the  profuse  opinion  of 
Judge  Leavitt  on  this  remarkable  case,  the  broad  sweeping  language 
quoted  by  the  majority,  was  used.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this 
opinion,  so  elaborately  quoted,  and  confidently  relied  upon«  is  not  from 
a  supreme  court,  nor  even  from  a  presiding  judge,  but  is  that  of  an 
associate  judge  in  the  IT.  S.  circuit  court  of  Ohio,  in  the  year  1838, 
when  that  court  could  not  have  ranked  higher,  if  as  high,  as  do  the 
average  of  the  circuit  courts  of  our  State  to  day,  and  especially  when 
we  consider  the  language  relied  upon  was  by  way  of  argument  or  die- 
tntrty  it  ought  not  to  weigh  against  the  distinct  expression  of  our  own 
supreme  court.  While  the  law  as  stated  in  the  dictum  of  the  associate 
judge  is  questionable,  the  minority  of  your  committee  concurs  in  the 
decision  of  the  court,  as  delivered  by  Judge  McLean. 

The  substance  of  this  decision  was,  that  the  Sfate  had  ample  power 
to  make  a  navigable  channel  through  or  around  these  rapids,  where 
naturally  there  was  no  navigable  channel,  and  to  charge  toll  for  the 
use  of  the  improvement  thus  made.  JNor  does  the  minority  hold  to  a 
different  theory  of  the  law  from  that  held  by  that  same  learned  iudge, 
(McLean)  in  the  case  referred  to  by  the  majority  in  3  McLean,  227.  In 
this  case  the  court  says :  *^This  application  is  made  under  the  fourth 
article  of  the  compact  in  the  ordinance  of  1787,  which  declares  ^thatthe 
Xiavigable  waters  leading  into  the  Mississippi  and  St«  Lawrenc";  and 
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the  carrjiDg  places  between  the  same,  shall  be  oommon  highways  aod 
forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  territory  as  to  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States^  and  those  of  any  other  States  that  may  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  confederacy^  without  any  tax,  impost  or  duty  there- 
for/ " 

^^Tbe  ordinance  had  reference  to  ^  navigable  waters'  in  their  natural 
state;^  No  tax,  impost  or  duty  shall  be  imposed  for  their  use ;  and  as 
they  are  to  remain  ^common  highways'  there  can  be  no  obstroction 
to  their  nee." 

^'Kow  this  provision  of  the  ordinance  does  not  prevent  a  State  from 
improving  the  navigableness  of  these  waters  by  removing  obetractioDe, 
or  by  dams  and  locks  so  increasing  the  depth  of  water  as  to  ezteod  the 
line  of  navigation.  Nor  does  the  ordinance  prohibit  the  constrnction 
of  any  work  on  the  river,  which  the  State  may  consider  important  to 
commercial  intercourse.  A  dam  may  be  thrown  over  the  river,  pro- 
vided a  lock  is  so  constrncted  as  to  permit  boats  to  pass  with  little  or 
no  delay,  and  without  charge.'' 

The  condition  here  made,  upon  which  the  State  may  erect  the  dam 
across  the  river  is,  that  there  seall  be  no  delay  to  boats,  nor  charge  for 
the  use  of  the  lock  and  dam,  and  to  this  view  the  minority  adheres. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  cases  cited  by  the  majority,  except 
those  from  Oonnecticnt,  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  col- 
lect tolls  for  improvements,  was  in  no  case  the  issue  before  the  court 
The  decisions  of  the  Connecticut  court  seem  to  adopt  the  theory  that 
tolls  mi^ht  be  collected  from  vessels  that  could  not  navigate  the  river 
without  the  improvement,  but  that  other  vessels  capable  of  navigatiog 
the  river  in  its  natural  condition,  should  go  untaxed. 

Even  if  this  should  be  the  law  in  Connecticut,  it  cannot  be  the  law 
in  any  of  the  States  carved  out  of  the  northwestern  territory,  if  it  is 
conceded  that  the  fourth  section  of  the  ordinance  of  1787  is  in  force, 
which  it  is  true  has  been  questioned  in  an  opinion  of  Chief  Justice 
Taney  upon  a  question  of  jurisdiction  involving  the  liberty  of  three 
slaves.  In  this  case  Judge  McLean  declined  to  decide  this  point,  bat 
concurred  with  the  other  judges  against  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal 
court ;  although  in  another  case  the  learned  judge  decides  that  the 
4th  section  of  the  ordinance  is  in  force,  and  says :  ^'This  compact  was 
formed  between  political  communities  and  the  future  inhabitants  of  a 
rising  territory  and  the  States  which  should  be  formed  within  it,  and  all 
which  became  inhabitants  of  the  territory  made  themselves  parties  to 
the  compact.  And  the  compact  so  formed  could  only  be  rec^cinded  bj 
the  common  assent  of  those  who  were  parties  to  it."    1  McLean,  344. 

Judge  Catron,  in  concurring  with  the  Chief  Justice  as  to  the  absence 
of  jnrisdiction  in  the  case,  upon  different  grounds,  says  on  the  aobject 
of  the  ordinance:  ^Tor  thirty  years  the  State  courts  within  the  terri- 
tory ceded  by  Virginia,  have  held  this  fourth  article  to  be  in  force 
and  binding  upon  them  respectively,  and  I  feel  unwilling  to  disturb 
this  wholesome  course  of  decisions  which  is  so  conservative  of  the 
rights  of  others.    *    *    *^'    10  How.  W. 

More  than  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  writing  of  this  opin- 
ion, and  the  courts  of  these  States  have  not  changed  the  current  of  their 
decisions  on  this  subject,  and  it  would  avail  no  good  to  the  people  of 
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this  State  for  this  Legielatare  to  adopt  a  different  doctrine,  even  npon 
a  seeming  conflict  between  the  State  and  federal  courts  on  that  ques- 
tion. 

The  minority  concurs  in  the  recent  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral on  this  subject^  and  believes  that  the  same  view  is  snstained  by  the 
decision  of  our  own  supreme  court,  delivered  by  Jadge  Breese,  where 
it  is  said :  ^'Bot  what  is  the  provisions  of  Art.  4  of  the  ordinance  of 
17871  It  is  this:  The  navigable  waters  leading  into  the  Mississippi 
and  St.  Lawrence^  and  the  carrying  places  between  the  same  shall  be 
common  highways  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
territory  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  etc.,  without  any  tax, 
impost  or  doty  therefor.  The  meaning  of  this  expression :  ^shall  be 
common  highways  and  made  forever  tree,'  is  made  very  manifest  by 
the  conclading  words,  'without  any  tax,  impost  or  doty  therefor.'  This 
river  (the  Illinois)  is  a  common  highway,  free  to  the  Indian  in  his  bark 
canoe,  and  to  every  other  vessel  floating  upon  the  water,  whether  pro- 
pelled by  animal  power,  by  the  wind  or  by  the  agency  of  steam.  It  is 
a  common  highway,  free  and  so  forever  to  remain,  to  all  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  no  matter  where  residing,  not  one  of  whom  in  the  free 
use  of  it,  can  be  compelled,  under  any  pretext,  to  pay  any  tax,  impost 
or  duty  whatever  therefor,  nor  against  its  use  shall  there  be  an  ob- 
Btruction.^'  111.  R  Packet  Go.  v.  Peoria  Bridge  Association,  38  111., 
478. 

And  again,  this  same  jadge,  whose  profound  legal  learning  and 
ability  has  for  more  than  a  whole  generation  held  him  pre-eminent  as  a 
beacon  light  for  the  guidance  of  the  courts  and  profession  wherever 
the  salutary  principles  of  the  common  law  have  been  recognized,  de- 
livering the  unanimous  decision  of  himself  and  his  two  associates, 
those  learned  jurists.  Justices  Walker  and  Lawrence,  who  have  each  in 
torn  occupied  the  position  of  Chief  Justice  of  the  supreme  court,  says : 
''And  remarking  upon  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  of  1787,  that  the 
navigable  waters  leading  into  the  Mississippi  and  St.  Lawrence,  and 
the  carrying  places  between  the  same,  shall  be  common  highways, 
and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  territory  as  to  the 
citizens  of  the  IJnited  States,  and  without  any  tax,  impost  or  duty 
therefor,  it  was  said  there  was  no  restriction  on  the  power  of  the 
State,  if  the  ordinance  was  vet  in  force,  to  use  the  most  improved 
artificial  means  of  crossing  those  waters.  The  ordinance  only  pro- 
hibits its  obstruction,  and  the  imposition  of  a  tax  or  duty  on  its  navi- 
l^ation.  Nothing  less  than  a  total  obstruction  by  dams,  or  other  im- 
pediments of  that  nature,  would  be  a  violation  of  its  provisions. 
Ti^avigation  upon  them  would  not  then  be  free,  for  the  very  current  it- 
self would  be  in  custody,  and  mankind  be  thereby  excluded  from  its 
profitable  use.  That  it  does  not  mean  that  the  river  and  its  naviga- 
tion shall  be  a  common  highway,  free  from  all  and  every  condition, 
but  only  that  it  shall  be  free  from  obstruction,  aod  free  trom  any  bur- 
den imposed  in  the  shape  of  a  duty  or  tax.^'  City  of  Chicago  vs. 
McGinn,  51  111.  270. 

It  is  admitted  by  the  majority  that  every  citizen  has  an  affirmative 
personal  easement  in  the  navigation  of  these  rivers  in  their  natural 
Btate.    This  incorporeal  right  is  his  property,  (Bonv.  L.  D.,  891,  Pro- 
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pert;)  which  he  has  the  right  to  enjoy  in  a  lawfal  manner  '^withont 
tax,  impost  or  datj  therefor/^ 

The  shores  of  navigable  waters,  and  soils  under  them^  were  not 
granted  bj  the  Gonstitation  to  the  United  States,  bnt  were  reserved  to 
the  states  respective! j,  and  the  new  states  have  the  same  rights,  sov- 
ereif^nty  and  jarisdiction  over  this  subject  as  the  original  states.  Pol- 
lard vs.  Hagan,  10  How.  212.  Eldridge  v.  Gowell,  4  Gal.  80.  And 
while  the  title  to  the  soil  in  these  rivers,  above  tide  water,  is  in  the 
riparian  owner,  the  sovereign  power  of  the  state  is  a  paramount  title. 

*^An  easement  or  servitude  is  a  right  which  one  proprietor  has  to 
some  profit,  or  benefit  or  lawfal  use  out  of,  or  over  the  estate  of  another 
proprietor."    Wash,  on  Easements,  Sitzer  vs.  Parker,  8  Gush.  145. 

The  servient  estate  is  in  the  State  of  Illinois — the  dominant  in  eadi 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  the  right  of  the  state  being  subject  to  the 
right  oi  the  citizen. 

^The  navigable  rivers  are  highways  over  which  the  public  have  the 
right  to  travel  the  same  as  on  roadways,  except  that  being  nataial 
highways  not  made  by  the  municipal  government  for  the  use  of  its 
citizens  alone,  it  has  no  power  to  obstruct  or  close  them  withont  the 
consent  of  the  whole  people  of  the  United  States. 

Highways  are  easements.  In  them  the  public  acquire,  by  their  lo- 
cation, a  right  of  way,  with  the  powers  and  privileges  incidental  to 
that  right,  such  as  digging  the  soil,  using  the  timber  and  other  ma- 
terials, found  within  the  limits  of  the  road,  in  a  reasonable  manner 
for  the  purpose  of  making  and  repairing  the  road  and  its  bridges,  yet 
the  former  proprietor  of  the  soil  still  retains  his  exclusive  right  in  &II 
the  mines,  quarries,  springs  of  water,  timber  and  earth  for  every  pur- 
pose not  incompatible  with  the  public  right  ot  way.  Wash,  on  Eue- 
mente,  214.  He  is  in  fact  the  owner  of  the  fee  subject  only  to  this 
public  easement,  and  should  he  desire  to  do  so,  he  unqaestionably  hu 
the  right  to  repair  in  a  reasonable  manner  on  his  own  land«  and  to 
erect  proper  bridges  and  increase  the  facilities  for  travel,  but  who  will 
say  that  he  has  the  right  to  collect  tolls  thereon,  or  prevent  the  public 
from  the  use  of  the  same. 

The  improving  or  changing  however  so  much  of  this  servient,  can* 
not  defeat  or  impair  the  dominant  estate  any  more  than  the  improve- 
ment of  a  lot  would  defeat  an  incumbrance  upon  it. 

That  which  has  been  declared  by  the  ordinance  to  be  forever  free, 
should  be  held  to  be  forever  free :  not  merelv  free  until  some  Slate 
desired  to  blend  its  property  with  the  property  of  the  citizen  in  the 
easement,  so  that  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  natural  highway,  he  would 
be  compelled  to  use  the  improvement,  and  then  pay  a  tax  for  the  im- 
provement.   That  would  be  to  tax  the  citizen  for  the  exercise  of  the 
right  in  which  he  was  guaranteed.    It  is  a  well  settled  principle  of 
law  that  that  which  cannot  be  done  directly,  may  not  be  done  indi- 
rectly.   A  toll  of  the  kind  proposed  is  in  the  nature  of  a  tax,  and  the 
right  to  tax  shotild  be  clearly  shown  before  its  collection  should  be 
sanctioned.     The  right  of  the  State  to  collect  tolls  necessarily  implies 
the  right  to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  river.    The  law  is  clear  that  while 
the  State  has  power  to  increase  the  navigableness  of  river?,  it  has  bo 
power  to  obstruct  them.    The  placing  of  improvements  in  narigabk 
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rivers,  dedicates  such  improyements  to  the  pnblic  use^  to  the  same  ex- 
tent as  was  the  river  in  its  natural  state. 

For  these  reasons^  among  others,  the  minority  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolntion  : 

Besolvedf  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  there  ia  no  power  in  this  State  to  collect  tolls 
from  any  boats  or  craft  navigating  the  Illinois,  Little  Wabash,  or  other  navigable  rivers  in 
their  natural  condition,  nor  for  the  use  of  the  improvements  made  therein,  but  that  all  the 
navigable  waters  leading  into  and  through  the  Mississippi  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  or  into  the 
St.  Lawrence,  as  well  as  the  carrying  places  between  the  same,  are  common  highways  and  for- 
ever /ree  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  without  tax, 
impost  or  duty  therefor,  and  when  this  or  any  other  State  exercises  its  authority  in  impioving 
any  navigable  river  by  the  building  of  locks  and  dams,  removing  obstructions  therefrom, 
building  levees,  erecting  and  maintaining  lighthouses,  buoys  or  landmarks,  or  in  any  way 
improving  or  increasing  the  navigableness  thereof,  or  the  facilities  for  its  navigation,  all  such 
improvements  become  a  part  of  the  common  highway,  and  subject  to  the  easement  therein  of 
every  citizen  of  the  United  States  to  the  same  extent  as  such  navigable  river  may  have  been 
in  its  natural  condition. 

All  of  which  is  respectfnllv  submitted.

Amend  by  striking  outfall  of  the  Senate  amendments,  except  see- 
tions  7, 11,  19,  24  and  88,  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  before  section  7, 
the  following : 

"  Section  1.  That  corporations  may  be  formed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  for  any  lawful  purpose  except  banking,  insurance,^ 
real  estate  brokerage,  the  operation  of  raiiroa(&,  and  the  business  of 
loaning  money  :  Fromded^  that  horse  and  dummy  railroads  may  be 
orranized  and  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act :  Ani  pro- 
vmed^  further^  that  corporations  formed  for  the  purpose  of  constnick- 
ing  railroad  bridges  shall  not  be  held  to  be  railroad  corporations. 

**  §  2.     Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seven,  shall  propose  to  form  a  corporation  under  this  vx, 
they  shall  make  a  statement  to  that  effect  under  their  hands,  and  dnij 
acknowledged  before  some  oflScer  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  deeds,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  proposed  corpo- 
ration, the  object  for  which  it  is  to  be  formed,  its  capital  stock,  the 
number  of  shares  of  which  such  stock  shall  consist,  the  location  of  the 
principal  office,  and  the  duration  of  the  corporation,  not  exceeding, 
however,  fifty  years ;  which  statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofi&ce  of 
the  Secretary  of  State.    The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  thereupon,  issue 
to  such  persons  a  license  as  comissioners  to  open  books  for  subscrip- 
tion to  tne  capital  stock  of  said^corporation  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  determine ;  but  no  license  shall  be  issued  to  two  companies 
having  tne  same  name. 

'^  §  3.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  capital  stock  shall  be  folly  snU 
scribed,  the  commissioners  shall  convene  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors  or  managers,  and  the  tranaactior. 
of  such  other  business  as  shall  come  before  them.  Kotice  thereof  shal 
be  given  by  depositing  in  the  postoffice,  properly  addressed  to 
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subscriber,  at  leas^ten  days  before  the  time  fixed,  a  written  or  printed 
notice,  stating  the  object,  time  and  place  of  such  meeting.   In  all  elec- 
tions for  directors  or  managers  of  corporations  organized  under  this 
act,  every  subscriber  or  stockholder  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  for  the  number  of  shares  owned  or  subscribed  by 
him,  for  as  many  persons  as  there  are  directors  or  managers  to  be 
elected,  or  to  cumulate  such  shares  and  give  one  candidate  as  many 
votes  as  the  number  of  directors  or  managers  multiplied  by  the  num- 
ber of  his  shares  of  stock  shall  equal,  or  to  distribute  them  on  the  same 
principle  among  as  many  candidates  as  he  shall  think  fit ;  and  such 
directors  or  managers  shall  not  be  elected  in  any  other  manner.    It 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  corporation,  by  resolution  of  the  stock- 
holders, to  divide  its  board  of  directors  or  managers  into  three  classes, 
numbered  consecutively,  the  term  of  oflice  of  the  first  class  to  expire 
on  the  day  of  the  annual  election  of  said  company  then  next  ensuing; 
the  second  class  one  year  thereafter,  and  the  third  class  two  years 
thereafter.     At  each  annual  election  after  such  classification,  the  stock- 
holderi  of  such  company  shall  elect,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  a  num- 
ber of  directors  or  managers  equal  to  the  number  in  the  class  whose 
term  expires  on  the  day  of  such  election.     All  other  vacancies  to  be 
filled  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

"  ^  4.    The  commissioners  shall  make  a  full  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, including  therein  a  copy  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  the 
foregoing  section,  a  copy  of  the  subscription  list,  and  the  names  of  the 
directors  or  managers  elected  and  their  respective  terms  of  oflice,  which 
report  shall  be  sworn  to  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  commissioners, 
and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.     The  Secre- 
tary of  State  shall,  thereupon,  issue  a  certificate  of  the  complete  or- 
ganization of  the  corporation,  making  a  part  thereof  a  copy  of  all  pa- 
pers filed  in  his  office  in  and  about  the  organization  of  the  corporation, 
and  duly  authenticated  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  State,  and  the  same 
shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  in  the  office  of  the  record- 
er of  deeds  of  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  such  company 
18  located.    Upon  the  recording  of  the  said  copy,  the  corporation  shall 
be  deemed  fully  organized  and  may  proceed  to  business.    Unless  such 
company  shall  be  organized  and  shall  proceed  to  business  as  provided 
in  this  act,  within  two  years  after  the  date  of  such  license,  then  such 
Jicense  shall  bo  deemed  revoked,  and  all  proceedings  thereunder 
void. 

*^ J  6.     Corporations  formed  under  this  act  shall  be  bodies  corporate 
and  politic  for  the  period  for  which  they  are  organized ;  may  sue  and 
be  sued ;  may  have  a  common  seal  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at 
pleasure ;  may  own,  possess  and  enjoy  so  much  real  and  personal  es- 
tate as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and 
may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  when  not  required  for  the  uses  of 
the  corporation.    They  may  borrow  money  at  legal  rates  of  interest, 
and  pledge  their  property,  both  real  and  personal,  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment thereof;  and  may  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  necessary 
and  requisite  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  for  which  they  may  b« 
formed.

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"§  6.  The  corporate  powers  shall  be  exercieeciby  a  board  of  direo 
tors  or  managers :  Provided^  the  nnmber  of  directors  or  mtoagers 
shall  not  be  iDcreased  or  diminished,  or  their  term  of  office  changed, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  shares  of 
stock.  The  officers  of  the  company  shall  consist  of  a  president,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  directors  or  managers,  and  the  directors  or  managers 
may  adopt  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  officers  and  affairs  of 
the  compan;^  :  J^ovidedy  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  State.

^%  7.  The  shares  of  stocks  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  transferable  as  such  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  by-laws,  and  subscriptions  therefor  shall  be 
made  payable  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  be  payable  in  such  install- 
ments and  at  such  time  or  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  dire^ 
tors  or  managers,  and  an  action  may  be  maintained  in  the  name  of 
the  corporation  to  recover  any  installment  which  shall  remain  due 
and  unpaid  for  the  period  of  twenty  days  afler  personal  demand  there- 
for, or,  in  cases  where  personal  demand  is  not  made,  within  thirty 
days  after  a  written  or  printed  demand  has  been  deposited  in  the  post 
office,  properly  addressed  to  the  post  office  address  of  the  stockholder.

"§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  all  times,  have  power  to 
prescribe  such  regulations  and  provisions  as  it  may  deem  advisable, 
which  regulations  and  provisions  shall  be  binding  on  any  and  all  cor- 
porations formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act :  Andj  provided^ 
further^  thai  this  act  shall  not  be  held  to  revive  or  extend  any  private 
charter  or  law  heretofore  granted  or  passed  concerning  any  corpora- 
tion. 

*'§  10.  All  corporations,  organized  under  this  law,  whose  powers 
may  have  expired  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  shall  continue  their  cor- 
porate capacity  during  the  term  of  two  years,  for  the  purpose  only  of 
collecting  tlie  debts  due  said  corporation,  and  selling  and  conveying 
the  property  and  effects  thereof. 

"§  11.  The  said  company  shall  use  the  name  of  their  respective 
corporations  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  capable  of  pros- 
ecuting and  defending  all  suits  in  law  or  equity. 

"§  12.  The  dissolution,  for  any  cause  whatever,  of  any  company 
created  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  take  away  or  impair  any  remedy  given 
against  such  corporation,  its  stockholders  or  officers,  for  any  liabilities 
incurred  previous  to  its  dissolution.  In  all  cases  when  any  company 
or  corporation,  chartered  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  btate, 
shall  consolidate  its  property,  stock  or  franchises  with  any  other  com- 
pany, such  consolidated  company  shall  be  liable  for  all  debts  or  lia- 
bilities of  each  company  included  in  said  consolidated  company  ex- 
isting or  accrued  prior  to  such  consolidation ;  and  actions  may  be 
brought  and  maintained,  and  recovery  had  therefor,  against  such  con- 
solidated company. 

"§  13.  Every  stockholder  in  a  corporation  formed  under  this  act 
shall,  at  all  reasonable  times,  have  the  right,  by  himself  or  his  attor- 
ney, to  examine  the  records  and  books  of  account  of  the  company." 

Further  amend  by  changing  the  numbers  of  sections  in  Senate 
amendments,  as  follows :  Make  section  seven  number  fourteen,  sec- 
tion eleven  number  fifteen,  section  nineteen  number  sixteen,  section 
twenty-four  number  seventeen,  and  section  thirty  eight  number 
eighteen. 

Amend  farther  by  adding  the  following: 

*^§  UK  Societies,  corporations  and  associations  (not  for  pecuniary 
profit)  may  be  formed  as  horeiiiafter  provided.  An v  three  or  more 
persons,  citizens  of  the  United  Srates,  who  shall  desire  to  associate 
iJieinselves  for  any  lawful  purpose,  other  than  for  ])ecuniary  profit, 
mav  make,  siijn  and  acknowledire,  before  anv  otiicor  authorized  to 
t.-ike  acknowledgments  of  deeds  in  this  State,  and  ti'e,  i!i  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  a  certificate  in  writing,  in  whicli  sliall  be  stated 
the  name  or  title  by  which  such  corporation,  society  or  association 
shall  be  known  in  law,  the  particular  business  and  objects  for  which 
it  is  formed,  the  number  of  its  trustees,  direujtors  or  managers,  and  the 
names  of  the  trustees,  directors  or  managers  selected  for  the  first  year 
of  its  existence. 
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"J  20.  Upon  filing  a  certificate  as  aforesaid,  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  thereupon  issue  a  certificate  of  the  organization  of  the  corpora- 
tion, society  or  association,  making  a  part  thereof  a  copy  of  all  papers 
filed  in  his  office  in  and  about  the  organization  thereof,  and  duly  au- 
thenticated under  his  hand  and  seal  of  State;  and  the  same  shall  be 
recorded  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of 
deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  principal  place  of  business  of  such 
corporation,  society  or  association  is  located.  Upon  complying  with 
the  foregoing  conditions,  the  corporation,  society  or  association  shall 
be  deemed  fully  organized,  and  may  proceed  to  business  :  Provided^ 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  not  issue  a  certificate  of  organization  to 
any  corporation,  society  or  association  under  the  name  of  any  then 
existing. 

"§  2l  Corporations,  associations  and  societies  not  for  pecuniary 
profit,  formed  under  this  act,  shall  be  bodies  corporate  and  politic,  bv 
the  name  stated  in  such  certificate ;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  and  may  have  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law. 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  ;  may  have  power  to  make  and  en- 
force contracts  in  relation  to  the  legitimate  business  of  their  corpora- 
tion, society  or  association ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure.  And  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors, by  their  corporate  name,  shall  in  law  be  capable  of  taking, 
purchasing,  holding  and  disposing  of  real  and  personal  estate,  forpD^ 
poses  of  their  organization  ;  may  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States— in 
which  by- laws  shall  be  described  the  duties  of  all  officers  of  the  corpo- 
ration, society  or  association,  and  the  qualifications  of  members 
thereof. 

*'}5  22.  Corporations,  associations  and  societies  (not  for  pecuniary 
profit)  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  elect  trustees, 
directors  or  managers  from  the  members  thereof,  at  such  times  and 
places  and  for  such  period  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws, 
who  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  afifairs  and  funds 
of  the  corporation,  society  or  association.  Said  trustees,  managers  or 
directors  may,  upon  consent  of  the  corporation,  society  or  association, 
expressed  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof,  borrow 
money,  to  be  used  solely  for  purposes  of  their  organization,  and  maj 
pledge  their  property  therefor.  \iVhenever  trustees,  managers  or  di- 
rectors shall  be  elected,  a  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation, 
giving  the  names  of  those  elected  and  the  term  of  their  office,  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  where  the  certificate  of 
organization  is  recorded.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees,  directors 
or  managers  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  by  their  by-laws, 
and  upon  filling  any  vacancy  a  like  certificate  shall  be  recorded. 

''§  23.  No  dividend  or  distribution  of  the  property  of  such  corpo- 
ration, society  or  association  shall  be  made  until  all  debts  are  hi ily 
paid,  and  then  only  upon  its  final  dissolution  and  surrender  of  organi- 
zation and  name ;  nor  shall  any  distribution  be  made  except  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members.  "When  a  distribution  of  any  of  their 
property  is  contemplated,  the  trustees,  directors  or  managers  shall  file 

'^^tutement,  under  oath,  in  the!  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  ia  the 
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county  where  their  bnsiness  office  is  located,  that  all  debts  of  the  cor- 
poration, society  br  association  are  paid.  And  in  case  a  distribution 
shall  be  made  before  filing  such  statement  under  oath,  or  if  such  state- 
ment shall  be  willfally  false,  said  trustees,  directors  or  managers  shall 
be,  jointly  and  severally,  liable  for  the  debts  of  such  corporation, 
society  or  association.  When  a  final  dissolution  of  any  corporation, 
society  or  association,  organized  by  virtue  of  this  act,  has  been  agreed 
upon,  the  trustees,  directors  or  managers  shall  file,  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  a  certificate  thereof^  under  seal  of  the  corporation  ; 
and  upon  the  filing  of  said  certificate,  such  organization  shall  cease  to 
exist. 

"§  24.  Any  such  corporation,  society  or  association  may  change 
its  articles  of  association,  m  the  manner  prescribed  by  their  own  rules ; 
but  no  such  change  shall  be  of  legal  effect,  until  a  certificate  thereof^ 
under  seal  of  such  corporation,  society  or  association,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
recorder  of  deeds  in  which  the  original  certificate  was  recorded. 

"§  25.  Any  church,  congregation  orsociety  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  religious  worship,  may  become  incorporated  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing, to-wit :  by  electing  or  appointing,  according  to  its  usages  or  cus- 
toms, at  any  meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  two  or  more  of  its  mem- 
bers as  trustees,  wardens  and  vestrymen,  (or  sach  other  officers  whose 
powers  and  duties  are  similar  to  those  of  trustees,  as  shall  be  agreeable 
to  the  usages  and  customs,  rules  or  regulations  of  such  congregation, 
church  or  society,)  and  may  adopt  a  corporate  name  ;  and  upon  the 
filing  of  the  affidavit,  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be  and  remain 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  so  adopted. 

"§  26.  The  chairman  or  secretary  ot  such  meeting  shall,  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  such  meeting,  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the 
recorder  of  deeds  in  the  county  in  which  such  congregation,  church 
or  society  is  organized  (which  shall  be  recorded  by  such  recorder), 
an  affidavit  substantially  in  the  following  form  :

"§  27.  The  terra  of  office  of  the  trustees  of  any  such  corporation 
may  be  determined  by  the  rules  or  by-laws  of  the  congregation,  church 
or  society.. 

**§  28.  A  failure  to  elect  trustees  at  any  time  shall  not  work  a  dis- 
solution of  such  corporation,  but  the  trustees  last  elected  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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"§  29.  All  elections  of  trustees  after  the  first,  and  elections  to  fill 
Tacancies,  may  be  called  and  conducted  upon  such  notice  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  rules,  usages  or  by-laws  of  the 
congregation,  church  or  society,  but  the  qualification  and  number  of 
the  trustees  shall  at  all  timen  be  the  same  as  required  in  the  25th 
section  of  this  act.  No  certificate  of  election,  after  the  first,  need  be 
filed  for  record. 

"§  30.  A  trustee  may  be  removed  from  oflice  by  an  election, 
called  and  conducted  in  like  manner  as  elections  for  trustees,  or  his 
office  declared  vacant  for  a  failure  to  act,  immoral  conduct,  or  for  an 
abandonment  of  the  faith  of  the  congregation,  church  or  society. 

"§  31.  Upon  the  incorporation  of  any  congregation,  church  or 
society,  all  real  and  personal  property  held  by  any  person  or  trustees 
for  the  use  of  the  members  thereof,  shall  immediately  vest  in  such 
corporation  and  be  subject  to  its  control,  and  may  be  used,  mort- 
•  gaged,  sold  and  conveyed  the  same  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  to  such 
corporation  by  deed;  but  no  such  conveyance  or  mortgage  shall  be 
raaf  le  so  as  to  affect  or  destroy  the  intent  or  effect  of  any  grant,  devise 
or  donation,  that  may  be  made  to  such  person  or  trustee  for  the  use 
of  such  congregation,  church  or  society. 

"§  32.  Any  corporation  that  may  be  formed  under  this  act,  or  un- 
der any  law  of  this  State  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies, 
may  receive,  by  gift,  devise  or  purchase,  land,  not  excedingiu  quan- 
tity (including  that  already  held  by  such  corporation)  ten  acres,  and 
may  erect  or  build  thereon  such  houses,  buildings  or  other  improve 
ments  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of 
such  congregation,  church  or  society,  and  may  lay  out  and  maintain 
thereon  a  burying  ground ;  but  no  such  property  shall  be  used  except 
in  the  manner  expressed  in  the  gift,  grant  or  devise,  or,  if  no  use 
or  trust  is  so  expressed,  except  for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation, 
church  or  society  for  which  it  was  intended. 

''§  33.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  control  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  congregation,  church  or  society,  and  may,  when  directed 
by  the  congregation,  church  or  society,  erect  houses  or  buildings,  and 
improvements,  and  repair  and  alter  ihe  same,  and  may,  when  so  di- 
rected, mortgage,  incumber,  sell  and  convey  any  real  or  personal 
estate  of  such  corporation,  and  enter  into  all  lawful  contracts  in  the

*'§  34.  Any  congregation,  church  or  society,  heretofore  incor- 
porated under  the  provisions  of  any  law  for  the  incorporation  of  re- 
ligious societies,  may  become  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  not  previoiisly  been  incor- 
porated, in  which  case  the  new  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  and 
invested  with  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  old  corporation,  in 
like  manner    and   to  the  j&amo   extent    »s    the    old    corporation. 
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subject  to  all  the  debts,  contracts  and  liabilities.  The  word  trustees 
wherever  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  include  wardens  and 
vestrymen,  or  such  other  officers  as  perform  the  duties  of  trustees. 

*'§  35.  Any  congregation,  church  or  society,  incorporated  under 
this  act,  may  receive  by  grant,  devise  or  bequest,  real  estate,  not  ex- 
ceeding forfy  acres,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  camp  meetings,  and 
may  put  such  improvements  thereon  as  they  may  deem  for  their 
comfort  and  convenience.  The  title  to  such  real  estate  shall  be  in 
such  corporation,  subject  to  like  conditions  as  are  provided  in  this 
act  in  regard  to  other  real  estate  held  by  such  corporation. 

"§  36.  The  trustees  or  any  other  persons  designated  by  any  such 
congregation,  church  or  society  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  publish,  print,  circulate,  sell  or  give  away,  such  re- 
ligious, Sabbath  school  and  missionary  tracts,  periodicals  or  books 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  the  promotion  of  religion  and  mo- 
rality. 

''§  87.  This  act  is  subject  to  any  limitation  or  modification  which 
may  be  hereafter  enacted  by  general  law  as  to  the  amount  of  real 
estate  and  personal  property  to  be  held  by  the  corporations  respect- 
ively provided  for  herein  for  religious  purposes. 

"§  38.  JNo  corporation,  association  or  society  for  any  purpose  au- 
thorized by  this  act  shall  be  formed  under  any  other  act. 

"§  39.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed :  Provided^  that  the  repeal  of  said  acts 
shall  not  affect  any  corporations  existing  under  any  such  acts,  or  any 
rights  or  liabilities  that  may  have  accrued  when  this  act  shall  take 
effect.''

in    troughs  conveniently  situated  on  the  public  highways  for  public 

ase,  at  other  points  than  at  such  intersections ;  and  the  cost  of  sacli 

improvements  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  road  and  bridge  fands  of  such 

tow^n  or  road  district."

negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  assured,  from  the  ....  day  of ,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and ,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  until  the  ....  day  of ,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  ...  ,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  to  be  paid  by  said  company  to  the 
assured,  within  sixty  days  after  notice  and  proof  thereof,  made  by  the  assured  to 

said  company  or  its  agent.    In  witness  whereof,  the insurance  company 

have  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  their  president,  and  attested  by  their 

secretary,  in  the ,  and  state  of ,  and  this  policy  is  made  and  accepted 

upon  the  above  express  conditions,  but  shall  not  be  valid  unless  countersigned  by 

said  company's  agent,  at

tompany  for  the  insurance  of  private  dwellings.  And  in  i^ase  any  in- 
orance  company  shall,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
lene  any  snch  policy  of  insurance  in  any  other  form,  or  with  other 
onditions  than  those  prescribed  herein,  snch  policy  shall  not  be  void 
B  to  the  rights  of  the  assured  thereunder;  but  as  to  the  assured  and 
ifi  assigns,  shall  be  given  the  same  construction,  force  and  efi'ect  as  if 
I  the  form  prescribed  in  this  section.

§  4.  W  henever  any  such  ordinance  shall  be  passed  by  the  legisla- 
ve  authority  of  any  such  city,  town  or  village,  for  the  making  ot  any 
uprovement  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  other 
ical  innprovement  that  such  city,  town  or  village  is  authorized  to 
lake,  the  making  of  which  will  require  that  private  property  be  taken 
-  damaged  for  public  use,  such  city,  town  or  village  shall  file  a  peti* 
on  in  some  court  of  record  of  the  county  in  which~  such  city  is  situa- 
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ted,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  prajing  that  'Hhe  jaet  compeDsatioD  to  be 
made  for  private  property  to  betaken  or  damaged  for  the  improvemeut 
or  purpose  epecified  in  aach  ordinance  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury." 

§  5.  Sach  petition  shall  contain  a  copy  of  the  said  ordinance,  cer- 
tified by  the  clerk,  under  the  corporate  seal ;  a  reasonably  accurate 
description  of  the  lots,  parcels  of  land,  and  property  which  will  be

the  parties  thereto,  the  title  of  the  court,  and  the  time  and  place  of 
the  return  of  the  summons  in  the  case,  and  the  nature  of  said  proceed- 
ii  g — such  publication  to  be  made  for  four  weeks,  consecutively,  at 
least  once  in  each  week,  the  first  of  which  shall  be  at  least  thirty  dajs 
before  the  return  day  of  such  summons.

§  7.  Upon  the  return  of  said  summons,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the 
business  of  the  court  will  permit,  the  said  court  shall  proceed  to  the 
hearing  of  such  petition,  and  shall  impannel  a  jury  to  ascertain  the 
just  compensation  to  be  paid  to  all  of  such  owners  and  occupants 
aforesaid. 

§  8.  Sucli  jury  shall  also  ascertain  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid 
to  any  person  claiming  an  interest  in  any  lot,  parcel  of  land  or  prop- 
erty, which  may  be  taken  or  damaged  by  such  improvement,  whether 
or  not  such  person's  name,  or  such  lot,  parcel  of  land,  or  other  prop- 
erty is  mentioned  oY  described  in  such  petition  :  Provided^  such  per- 
son shall  first  be  admitted  as  a  party  defendant  to  said  suit  by  such 
court,  and  shall  file  a  statement  of  his  interest  in  and  description  of 
the  lot,  parcel  of  land,  or  other  property  in  respect  to  which  he  claims 
compensation. 

§  y.  The  court  may,  upon  the  motion  of  such  city,  town  or  village, 
or  of  an  J  person  claiming- any  such  compensation,  direct  that  said  jury 
(under  the  charge  of  an  officer  of  the  court)  shall  view  the  premises 
which  it  is  claimed  by  any  party  to  said  proceeding  will  be  taken  or 
damaged  by  said  improvement. 

§  10.  Upon  the  return  of  such  verdict,  the  court  shall  order  the 
same  to  be  lecorded,  and  shall  enter  such  judgment  or  decree  thereon 
as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  'fhe  court  shall  continue  or 
adjourn  the  cause,  Irom  time  to  time,  as  to  all  occupants  and  owners

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or  bronght  in  bj  publication,  and  shall  order  a  new  eammons  to  issae 
and  new  publication  to  be  made  ;  and  upon  snch  occupants  or  owners 
being  brought  into  court,  shall  impannel  a  jury  to  ascertain  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  to  such  defendant  or  defendants,  for  private  prop- 
erty taken  or  damaged;  and  like  proceeding  shall  be  bad  for  such' 
porpose  as  hereinbetbre  provided  for  the  ascertaining  of  compensation, 
to  other  owners. 

§  11.  The  court  shall  have  power,  at  any  time,  upon  proof  that  any 
such  owner  or  owners  named  in  such  petition,  who  has  not  been  served 
with  process,  has  ceased  to  be  such  owner  or  owners  since  the  filing 
of  such  petition,  to  impannel  a  jury  and  ascertain  the  jnst  compensa- 
tion to  be  made  for  the  property  (or  the  damage  thereto)  which  had 
been  owned  by  the  person  or  persons  so  ceasing  to  own  the  same; 
and  the  court  may,  upon  any  finoing  or  findings  of  any  jury  or  juries, 
or  at  any  time  during  the  course  of  snch  proceedings,  enter  such  order, 
rule,  judgment  or  decree,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require. 

§  12.  No  delay  in  making  an  assessment  of  compensation  shall  be 
occasioned  by  any  doubt  or  contest  which  may  arise  as  to  the  owner- 
ship  of  the  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  as  to  the  interests  of  the 
respective  owners  or  claimants ;  but  in-  such  case  the  court  may  im- 
pannel  a  jury  and  ascertain  the  entire  compensation  or  damage  that 
should  be  paid  for  the  property,  or  part  of  property,  and  the  entire  in« 
terests  of  all  parties  therein,  and  may  require  adverse  claimants  to  in- 
terplead, BO  as  to  fully  determine  their  rights  and  interests  in  the  com- 
pensation so  ascertained.  And  the  court  may  make  such  order  as 
may  be  necessary  in  regard  to  the  deposit  or  payment  of  such  compen- 
eation.

§  28.  On  or  before  the  final  hearing,  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more 
of  the  commissioners  shall  be  tiled  in  said  court,  stating  that  they 
have  sent  or  caused  to  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  owners  whose  premises 
hare  been  assessed,  and  whose  names  and  places  of  residence  are 
known  to  them,  or  upon  diligent  inquiry  could  be  ascertained,  the 
notice  hereinbefore  required  to  be  sent  by  mail  to  owners  of  premises 
assessed.  They  shall  also  cause  to  be  tiled  the  affidavit  of  the  person 
who  shall  have  posted  the  notices  required  by  this  act  to  be  posted, 
setting  forth  when  and  in  what  manner  the  same  were  posted.  Such 
affidavits  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  coniph'ance 
with  this  act  in  regard  to  giving  such  noticos.  They  shall  also  file  a 
certificate  of  publication  of  said  notice  Jn  like  manner  as  is  required 
in  other  cases  of  publication  of  notices. 

§  2J.  If  ten  days  shall  not  have  elapsed  between  the  first  publica- 
tion, or  the  putting  up  of  such  notices,  and  the  first  day  of  the  next 
term  of  such  court,  the  hearing  shall  be  continued  until  the  next  term 
tf  court. 

§  30.  Any  person  interested  in  any  real  estate  to  be  affected  by 
such  assessment,  may  appear  and  file  objections  to  such  report,  aiui 
the  court  may  make  such  order  in  regard  to  the  time  of  tiling  such 
objections  as  may  be  made  in  cases  at  law  in  regard  to  the  time  of 
tiling  pleas.  As  to  all  lots,  blocks,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  to  the 
assessment  of  which  objections  are  not  filed  within  the  time  ordered 
by  the  court,  default  may  be  entered,  and  the  assessment  confirmed 
by  the  court. 

§  31.  On  the  hearing,  the  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  be 
competent  evidence,  and  either  party  may  introduce  such  other  evi- 
dence as  may  tend  to  establish  the  right  of  the  matter.  The  hearing 
shall  be  conducted  as  in  other  cases  at  law,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
the  premises  of  the  objector  are  assessed  more  or  less  than  they  will 
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be  benefited,  or  more  or  less  than  their  proportionate  share  of  the 
cost  of  the  improvement,  the  jury  shall  so  nnd,  and  also  find  the 
amount  for  which  such  premises  ought  to  be  assessed,  and  judgment 
shall  be  rendered  accorainffly. 

§  32.  The  hearing  in  lul  cases  arising  under  this  act  shall  have 
precedence  over  all  other  cases  in  such  court,  except  criminal  cases. 

§  33.  Tlie  court  before  which  any  such  proceeding  may  be  pend- 
ing, shall  have  authority,  at  any  time  before  final  adjournment,  to 
modity,  alter,  change,  annul  or  confirm  any  assessment  returned,  as 
aforesaid,  or  cause  any  such  assessment  to  be  recast  by  the  same  com- 
missioners whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  jus- 
tice, or  may  appoint  other  commissioners  in  the  place  of  all  or  any  of 
the  commissioners  first  appointed,  ibr  the  purpose  of  making  such  as« 
sossment,  or  modifying^  altering,  changing  or  recasting  the  same,  and 
may  take  all  such  proceedings  and  make  all  such  orders  as  may  be 
necessary  to  make  a  true  and  just  assessment  of  the  cast  of  such  im- 
provement according  to  the  principles  of  this  act,  and  may  from  time 
to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  continue  the  application  for  that  pur- 
pose as  to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  premises. 

§  34.  The  judgment  of  the  court  shall  have  the  effect  of  a  several 
judgment  as  to  each  tract  or  parcel  of  land  assessed,  and  any  appeal 
from  such  judgment  or  writ  of  error  shall  not  invalidate  or  delay  the 
judgment  except  as  to  the  property  concerning  which  the  appeal  or 
writ  of  error  is  taken.  Such  judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  pro- 
perty assessed,  from  the  date  thereof  until  payment  shall  oe  made. 

§  35.  The  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  such  judgment  is  rendered 
shall  certify  the  assessment  roll  and  judgment  to  the  clerk  of  such  city 
or  village,  or  if  there  has  been  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  taken  on  any 
part  of  such  judgment,  then  he  shall  certify  such  part  of  the  judgment 
as  is  not  included  in  such  appeal  or  wiit  of  error.  The  clerk  of  the 
city  or  village  shall  file  such  certificate  in  his  office,  and  issue  a  war- 
rant for  the  collection  of  such  assessment. 

§  86.  The  wan*ant  in  all  cases  of  assessment  under  this  act  shall 
contain  a  copy  of  such  certificateof  the  judgment,  describing  the  lots, 
blocks,  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  assessed,  and  the  respective  amounts 
assessed  on  each  lot,  block,  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  and  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  officer  authorized  to  collect  such  special  assessments. 
Such  warrant  shall  give  sufiicient  authority  to  collect  the  assessments 
therein  specified. 

§  37.  The  collector  receiving  such  warrant  shall  immediately  give 
notice  thereof  by  publishing  such  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
in  such  city  or  village,  if  such  newspaper  is  there;  and  if  there  is  no 
Buch  newspaper,  then  by  posting  four  copies  thereof  in  public  places 
along  the  line  of  the  proposed  improvement.  Such  notice  may  be 
Bubstantially  in  the  following  form  :

§  38.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  into  whose  liands  the 
warrant  shall  so  come,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  call  upon  all  persons 
resident  within  the  corporation  whose  names  appear  on  the  assessment 
roll,  or  the  occupants  of  the  property  assessed,  and  personally,  or  by 
written  or  printed  notice  left  at  his  or  her  usual  place  of  abode,  inform 
them  of  such  assessment,  and  request  payment  of  the  same.  Any 
such  collector  omitting  so  to  do  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  every  such  omission,  but  the  validity  of  the  special  assessment, 
or  the  right  to  apply  for  and  obtain  judgment  for  any  such  special 
assessment,  shall  not  be  affected  by  such  omission.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  collector  to  write  the  word  "paid"  opposite  each  tract  or 
lot  on  which  the  assessment  is  paid,  together  with  the  name  and  post 
office  address  of  the  person  making  the  payment,  and  date  of  pay- 
ment. 

§  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  of  special  assessments, 
within  such  time  as  the  city  council  or  board  of  trustees  may  by  ordi- 
nance provide,  to  make  a  report  in  writing — to  the  general  officer  of 
the  county  authorized,  or  to  be  designated  by  the  general  revenue  law 
of  this  State,  to  apply  ibr  judgment  and  sell  lands  for  taxes  due  the 
county  and  State — of  all  the  lands,  town  lots  and  real  property  on 
which  he  shall  hare  been  unable  to  collect  special  assessments,  with 
the  amount  of  special  assessments  due  and  unpaid  thereon,  together 
>yith  his  warrant,  or  with  a  brief  description  of  the  nature  of  the  war- 
rant or  warrants  received  by  him  authorizing  the  collection  thereof; 
whicli  report  shall  be  accompanied  with  the  oath  of  the  collector  that 
the  list  is  a  correct  return  and  report  of  the  lands,  town  lots  and  real 
property  on  which  the  special  assessments  levied  by  authority  of  the 
city  of (or  village  of . . . . ,  as  the  case  may  be),  remain  due  and  un- 
paid; that  he  is  unable  to  collect  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
that  he  has  given  the  notice  required  by  law  that  said  warrants  had 
been  received  by  him  for  collection,  feaid  report,  when  so  made,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  all  the  forms  and  requirements  of  tlie  law 
in  relation  to  making  said  return  have  been  complied  with,  and  that 
the  special  assessments  mentioned  in  said  report  are  due  and  unpaid. 
And  upon  the  application  for  judgment  upon  such  assessment  no  de- 
fense or  objection  shall  be  made  or  heard  which  might  have  been  in- 
terposed in  the  proceeding  for  the  making  of  such  assessment,  or  the 
application  for  the  confirmation  thereof. 

§  40.  When  said  general  officer  shall  receive  the  report  provided 
for  in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  at  oncp  proceed  to  obtain  judg- 
ment against  said  lots,  parcels  of  land  and  property  for  said  special 
assessments  remaining  due  and  unpaid,  in  the  same  manner  as  ia  or 
may  be  by  law  provided  for  obtaining  judgment  against  lands  for 
taxes  due  and  unpaid  the  county  and  State;  and  shall  in  the  same 
manner  proceed  to  sell  the  same  for  the  said  special  assessments  re- 
maining due  and  unpaid.  In  obtaining  said  judgment  and  making 
said  sale,  the  said  officer  shall  be  governed  by  the  general  revenue 
of  this  State,  except  when  otherwise  provided  herein. 
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§41.  After  making  eaid  sales,  the  list  of  lots,  parcels  of  land  and 
property  sold  thereat  shall  be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  county  clerk, 
and  redemption  may  be  made  as  provided  for  by  the  general  revenue 
law  of  the  State. 

§  42.  If  the  collector  shall  receive  any  moneys  for  taxes  or  assess- 
ments, giving  a  receipt  therefor,  for  any  land  or  parcel  of  land,  and 
afterwards  return  the  same  as  unpaid  to  the  State  officers  authorized 
to  sell  lands  for  taxes,  or  shall  receive  the  same  after  making  such  re- 
tarn,  and  the  same  be  sold  for  tax  or  assessment  which  has  been  so 
paid  and  receipted  for  by  himself  or  his  clerks,  he  and  his  bond  shall 
shall  be  liable  to  the  holder  of  the  certificate  given  to  the  purchasers 
at  the  sale,  for  double  the  amount  of  the  face  of  the  certificate,  to  be 
demanded  in  two  ^ears  from  the  date  of  the  sale,  and  recovered  in 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount ;  and  the  city  or  village 
shall,  in  no  case,  be  liable  to  the  holder  of  such  certificate. 

§  43.  The  collector  or  collectors,  and  the  general  officer  aforesaid, 
to  whom  the  said  warrant  shall  be  returned,  shall  pay  over  to  the  city 
or  village  treasurer  to  which  it  shall  belong  all  moneys  collected  by 
them,  respectively,  upon  or  by  virtue  of  such  warrant,  or  upon  any 
sale  for  taxes  or  otherwise,  at  such  time  or  times,  and  in  such  manner 
as  ahall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  shall  be  allowed  such  com- 
pensation for  their  services  in  the  collection  of  such  assessment  as  the 
ordinances  of  the  city  or  village  may  provide,  except  when  such  com- 
pensation is  fixed  by  eeneral  law. 

§  44.  The  generalrevenue  laws  of  this  State,  in  reference  to  pro- 
ceedings to  recover  judgments  for  delinquent  taxes,  the  sale  of  pro- 
j>erty  thereon,  the  execution  of  certificates  of  sale  and  deeds  thereon, 
the  force  and  efiect  of  such  sales  and  deeds,  and  all  other  laws  in  re- 
lation to  the  enforcement  and  collection  of  taxes  and  redemption  from 
tax  sales,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  applicable  to 
proceedings  to  collect  such  special  assessment. 

§  45.  Any  city  or  village  interested  in  the  collection  of  any  tax 
or  special  assessment,  may  become  a  purchaser  at  any  sale  of  real  or 
personal  property  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  same,  and  may,  by 
L>rdinance,  authorize  and  make  it  the  duty  of  one  or  more  city  or  vil- 
a^re  officers  to  attend  such  sales,  and  bid  thereat  in  behalf  of  the  cor- 
^oration. 

§  46.  If  any  assessment  shall  be  annulled  by  the  city  council  or 
Doard  of  trustees,  or  set  aside  by  any  court,  a  new  assessment  may  be 
nade  and  returned,  and  like  notices  given  and  proceedings  had,  as 
lerein  required  in  relation  to  the  first;  and  all  parties  in  interest  shall 
lave  the  like  rights,  and  the  city  council  or  board  of  trustees  and  court 
ihall  perform  like  duties  and  have  like  power  in  relation  to  any  subse- 
laent  assessment,  as  are  hereby  given  in  relation  to  the  first  assessment. 

§  47.  If,  in  any  case,  the  first  assessment  prove  insufficient,  a  sec- 
ond may  be  made  in  the  same  manner,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  so  on, 
mtil  BuMcient  moneys  shall  have  been  realized  to  pay  for  such  public 
mprovement  If  too  large  a  sum  shall,  at  any  time,  be  raised  the  ex- 
less  shall  be  refunded  ratably  to  those  by  whom  it  was  paid. 

§  48.  If,  from  any  cause,  any  city  or  village  shall  fail  to  collect 
be  i^hole  or  any  portion  of  any  special  assessment  which  may  b^ 
$-104 
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levied,  which  shall  not  be  canceled  and  set  aside  by  the  order  of  any 
court,  for  any  public  improvement  authorized  to  be  made  and  paid 
for  by  special  assessment,  the  city  council  or  board  of  trustees  may, 
at  any  time  within  five  years  after  the  confirmation  of  the  original 
assessment,  direct  a  new  assessment  to  be  made  upon  the  delinquent 
property  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency,  and  interest  thereon  from 
the  date  of  such  original  assessment — which  assessment  shall  be 
made,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein  prescribed 
for  the  first  assessment.  In  all  cases  where  partial  payment  shall 
have  been  made  on  such  former  assessment,  they  shall  be  credited  or 
allowed  on  the  new  assessment  to  the  property  for  which  they  were 
made,  so  that  the  assessment  shall  be  equal  and  impartial  in  its  re- 
sults. If  such  new  assessment  prove  ineffectual,  either  in  whole  or 
in  part,  the  city  council  or  board  of  trustees  may,  at  any  time  within 
said  period  of  five  years,  order  a  third,  and  so  on,  to  be  levied  in  the 
same  manner  and  for  the  same  purpose ;  and  it  shall  constitute  no 
legal  objection  to  such  assessment  that  the  property  may  have  changed 
hands  or  been  encumbered  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  original  as- 
sessment, it  being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section  to  make 
the  cost  and  expense  of  all  public  improvements  to  be  paid  for  by  a  spe- 
cial assessment  a  charge  upon  the  property  assessed  therefor,  for  the 
full  period  of  five  years  from  the  confirmation  of  the  original  assess- 
ment, and  for  such  longer  period  as  may  be  required  to  collect,  in  due 
course  of  law,  any  new  assessment  ordered  within  that  period. 

§  49.  All  persons  taking  any  contracts  with  the  city  or  village,  and 
who  agree  to  be  paid  from  special  assessments,  shall  have  no  claim  or 
lien  upon  the  city  or  village  in  any  event,  except  from  the  collections 
of  the  special  assessments  made  for  the  work  contracted  for. 

§  60.  All  contracts  for  the  making  of  any  public  improvement  to 
be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  special  assessment,  and  any  woA 
or  other  public  improvement,  when  the  expense-  thereof  shall  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  ia 
the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  ordinance — such  contracts  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  mayor  or  president  of  the  board  of  trustees :  Providid^ 
h/yuoever^  any  such  contract  may  be  entered  into  by  the  proper  officer 
without  advertising  for  bids,  and  without  such  approval,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  or  trustees  elected. 

§  61,  All  special  assessments  levied  by  any  city  or  village  imder 
this  act,  shall,  from  the  date  of  assessment,  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  and  such  lien  shall  con- 
tinue until  such  special  assessments  are  paid.  And  the  same  proceed- 
ings may  be  resorted  to  by  the  collector,  upon  any  warrant  or  order 
issued  or  made  for  the  collection  of  special  assessments,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes  under  the  general  laws  of 
the  State. 

§  52.  At  any  time  after  the  same  becomes  due,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  collector  thereof  to  commence  suit  in  any  court  of 
record,  in  the  corporate  name  of  such  city  or  village,  against  any  per- 
son or  persons,  for  the  total  amount  of  special  assessments  which  such 
person  or  persons  are  liable  for  the  payment  of.  Such  suit  shall  be 
commenced  by  petition,  and  shall  state  the  several  amounts  of  the 
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special  assessments  sought  to  be  recovered,  and  give  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  warrant  or  warrants  issued  for  the  collection  thereof;  npon 
the  filing  of  the  petition  a  summons  shall  be  issued,  served  and  re- 
turned as  in  other  suits  in  such  court.     Upon  the  return  of  such  sum- 
mons duly  served,  the  court  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  hearing  of 
eaid  petition  without  formal  pleadings,  and  may  render  judgment  for 
all  or  any  part  of  the  special  assessments,  as  the  right  and  justice  of 
the  case  may  require.     The  original  or  a  certified  copy  (by  the  clerk, 
under  the  corporate  seal),  of  such  warrant  or  warrants,  and  list  or 
lists,  or  so  much  thereof  as  refers  to  the  special  assessments  sought  to 
be  recovered,  shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  of  the  right  of  said  col- 
lector to  a  judgment  in  favor  of  such  corporation.    Execution  shall 
issue  on  such  judgment  as  in  other  cases,  but  such  execution  may  be 
first  levied  upon  and  collected  from  any  personal  property  of  the  de- 
fendant ;  or  the  court,  in  which  such  proceedings  were  had,  may,  upon 
complaint  of  the  city  or  village,  issue  a  scira  facias  against  the  per- 
son or  persons  liable  for  such  payment,  to  show  cause  why  execution 
should  not  issue  against  him  or  them  for  the  amount  of  such  assess* 
ment ;  and  if,  upon  the  return  of  such  scira  facias^  good  cause  is  not 
shown  why  execution  should  not  issue,  the  court  may  award  execution 
against  such  person  or  persons  in  the  usual  form  of  execution  upon 
judgments  at  law. 

§  53.  Whenever  any  city  or  village  shall  apply  to  any  court  for 
the  purpose  of  making  just  compensation  for  property  taken  or  dam- 
aged by  such  proceedings  as  are  authorized  by  tnis  act,  such  city  or 
village  may  file  in  the  same  proceeding  a  supplemental  petition,  pray- 
ing uxe  court  to  cause  that  an  assessment  be  made  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  compensation  ana  damages 
^wrhich  may  be  awarded  for  the  property  taken  or  damaged,  with  the 
costs  of  the  proceeding,  and  when  it  may  be  desirable  so  to  do,  also 
including  the  cost  of  making  the  improvement  for  which  the  property 
IS  taken  or  damaged.  When  such  supplemental  petition  is  filed,  like 
proceedings  shall  be  had,  and  the  assessment  made,  collected  and  en- 
forced in  the  same  manner,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  is  provided  in  this 
article  in  other  cases. 

g  54.  Any  city  or  incorporated  town  or  village  may,  if  it  shall  so 
determine  by  ordinance,  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  article  without 
adopting  the  whole  of  this  act ;  and  where  it  shall  have  so  adopted 
this  article,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  take  all  proceedings  in  this 
article  provided  for,  and  have  the  benefit  of  all  the  provisions  hereof.

Mr.  McNnlta,  from  the  committee  of  conference  on  Honee  bill,  No. 
117,  f(  r  ^*An  act  to  provide  for  tbe  organization  and  government  of 
corporations  for  pecuniary  profit,''  made  tbe  following  report: 

The  joint  committee  of  conference,  to  which  was  referred  Honse 
bill  No.  117,  being  ^^A  bill  for  an  act  to  provide  for  the  oi^anixa* 
tion  and  government  of  corporations  for  pecuniary  profit,''  together 
with  the  several  ameodmeuts  thereto^  have  the  honor  to  report  th&t 
they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  the  same 
baclc^  and  recommend  that  the  House  amendments  to  Senate  amend- 
ments be  amended  so  that  the  bill  shall  read  as  follows: 

^^  Section  1.     That  corporations  may  be  formed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  for  any  lawful  purpose  except  banking,  insurance* 
*  real  estate  brokerage,  the  operation  of  railroads,  and  the  business  of 

loaning  money  :  Jfrovided^  that  horse  and  dummy  railroads  ma;  be 
organized  and  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  And jifo- 
^tded^fvTther^  that  corporations  formed  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing railroad  bridges  shall  not  be  held  to  be  railroad  corporations. 

•*  §  2.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seven,  shall  propose  to  form  a  corporation  under  this  act. 
they  shall  make  a  statement  to  that  effect  under  their  hande,  and  diiK 
acknowledged  before  some  officer  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  ac* 
knowledgment  of  deeds,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  proposed  corpo- 
ration, the  object  for  which  it  is  to  be  formed,  its  capital  stock,  ite 
nnmber  of  shares  of  which  such  stock  shall  consist,  the  location  of  the 
pii  icipal  office,  and  the  duration  of  the  corporation,  not  exceediog. 
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however,  99  years;  which  statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  therenpon,  issae 
to  such  persons  a  license  as  comissioners  to  open  books  for  subscrip- 
tion to  tne  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  determine ;  but  no  license  shall  be  issued  to  two  companies 
having  the  same  name. 

^^^  8.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  capital  stock  shall  be  fully  sub- 
scribed, the  commissioners  shall  convene  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors  or  managers,  and  the  transaction 
of  such  other  business  as  shall  come  before  them.  Notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  by  depositing  in  the  post  office,  properly  addressed  to  each 
subscriber,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  tixed,  a  written  or  printed 
notice,  stating  the  object,  time  and  place  of  such  meeting.  In  all  elec- 
tions for  directors  or  managers  of  corporations  organized  under  this 
act,  every  subscriber  or  stockholder  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in 

Eerson  or  by  proxy,  for  the  number  of  shares  owned  or  subscribed  by 
im,  for  as  many  persons  as  there  are  directors  or  managers  to  be 
elected,  or  to  cumulate  such  shares  and  give  one  candidate  as  many 
votes  as  the  number  of  directors  or  managers  multiplied  by  the  num- 
ber of  his  shares  of  stock  shall  equal,  or  to  distribute  them  on  the  same 
Jrinciple  among  as  many  candidates  as  he  shall  think  fit ;  and  such 
irectors  or  managers  shall  not  be  elected  in  any  other  manner.    It 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  corporation,  by  resolution  of  the  stock- 
holders, to  divide  its  board  of  directors  or  managers  into  three  classes, 
numbered  consecutively,  the  term  of  office  of  the  first  class  to  expire 
on  the  day  of  the  annual  election  of  said  company  then  next  ensuing; 
the  8ec)nd  class  cue  year  thereafter,  and  the  third  class  two  years 
thereafter.     At  each  annual  election  after  such  classification,  the  stock- 
holderi  of  such  company  shall  elect,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  a  num- 
ber of  directors  or  managers  eaual  to  the  number  in  the  class  whose 
term  expires  on  the  day  of  snon  election.     All  other  vacancies  to  be 
filled  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

^^§  4.     The  commissioners  shall  make  a  full  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, including  therein  a  copy  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  the 
foregoing  section,  a  copy  of  the  subscription  list,  and  the  names  of  the 
directors  or  managers  elected  and  their  respective  terms  of  office,  which 
report  shall  be  sworn  to  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  commissioners, 
and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.     The  Secre- 
tary of  State  shall,  thereupon,  issue  a  certificate  of  the  complete  or« 
ganization  of  the  corporation,  making  a  part  thereof  a  copy  of  all  pa- 
pers filed  in  his  office  in  and  about  the  organization  of  the  corporation, 
and  duly  authenticated  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  State,  and  the  same 
shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  in  the  office  of  the  record- 
er of  deeds  ot  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  such  company 
is  located.    Upon  the  recording  of  the  said  copy,  the  corporation  shall 
be  deemed  fully  organized  and  may  proceed  to  business.    Unless  such 
coinpany  shall  be  organized  and  shall  proceed  to  business  as  provided 
in  this  act,  within  two  years  after  the  date  of  such  license,  tnen  such 
license  shall  be  deemed  revoked,  and  all  proceedings  thereunder 
void. 
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'^§  6.  Corporations  formed  under  this  act  shall  be  bodies  corporate 
and  politic  for  the  period  tor  which  they  are  organized ;  may  sue  and 
be  sued ;  may  hare  a  common  seal  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at 
pleasure ;  may  own,  possess  and  enjoy  so  much  real  and  personal  es- 
tate as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and 
may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  when  not  required  for  the  uses  of 
the  corporation.  They  may  borrow  money  at  leffal  rates  of  interest, 
and  pledge  their  property,  both  real  and  pereoncd,  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment thereof ;  and  may  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  necessaiy 
and  requisite  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  for  which  they  may  be 
formed  :  Provided^  however^  that  all  real  estate  so  acquired  m  satis- 
faction of  any  liability  or  indebtedness,  unless  the  same  may  be  ne- 
cessary and  suitable  for  the  business  of  such  corporation,  shall  be 
offered  at  public  aucti(»n  at  least  once  every  year,  at  the  door  of  the 
court  house  of  the  county  wherein  the  same  may  be  situated,  or  on 
the  premises  so  to  be  sold,  after  giving  notice  thereof  for  at  least  four 
consecutive  weeks  Id  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published 
in  said  county ;  and  if  there  be  no  such  newspaper  published  there- 
in, then  in  the  nearest  adjacent  county  where  such  newspaper  is  pub- 
lished ;  and  said  real  estate  shall  be  sold  whenever  the  price  o£&red 
for  it  is  not  less  than  the  claim  of  such  corporation,  including  all  in- 
terests, costs  and  other  expenses  :  A^id^  provided^  further ^  that  in 
case  such  corporation  shall  not,  within  sudi  period  of  five  years,  sell 
such  lauds  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  State  attorney  to  proceed  by  information  in  the  name  of 
the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  against  such  corporation,  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  county  within  which  such  land,  so  neglected  to  be 
sold,  shall  be  situated,  and  such  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  the  fact,  and  to  order  the  sale  of  such  land  or  real  es- 
tate at  such  time  and  place,  subject  to  such  rules  as  the  court  shall  es- 
tablish. The  court  shall  tax,  as  the  fees  of  the  Staters  attorney,  audi 
sum  as  shall  be  reasonable ;  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  after  de- 
ducting the  said  fees  and  costs  of  proceedings,  shall  be  paid  over  to 
such  corporation. 

*•%  6.  The  corporate  powers  shall  be  exercised  by  a  board  of  direc- 
tors or  managers :  Provided^  the  number  of  directors  or  managers 
shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished,  or  their  term  of  office  changed, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  shares  of 
stock.  The  officers  of  the  company  shall  consist  of  a  president,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  h^e  de- 
termined by  the  directors  or  managers,  and  the  directors  or  managers 
may  adopt  by  laws  for  the  government  of  the  officers  and  afikirs  of 
the  company  :  Jhromded^  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  State.  The  directors  or  managers  may  require  oi  the  officers  and 
agents  bonds  with  such  sureties  and  conditions  as  they  shall  deem 
proper,  and  may  remove  any  officers  when  the  interest  of  the  corpo- 
ration shall  require.  The  officers  shall  hold  their  respective  offices 
for  the  period  provided  by  the  by-laws.  x» 

'^§  7r  The  shares  of  stocks  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  deemed  ]>erao]ial 
property,  and  transferable  as  such  in  the  manner  provided  by    the 
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bj-law8,    and  Babecriptions  therefor    eball  be  made  payable  to  the 
curppration,  and  shall   be  payable   in    snch  installments     and    at 
8(icn   time  or  times   as  shall  be  determined  by    the  directors   or 
managers,  and  an  action  may  be  maintained  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation  to  recover  any  installment  which  shall  remain  due  and 
unpaid  for  tlie  period  of  twenty  days  after  personal  demand  there- 
for, or,  in  cases  where  personal  demand  is  not  made,  within  thirty 
days  after  a  written  or  printed  demand  has  been  deposited  in  the  post 
office,  properly  addressed  to  the  post  office  address  of  the  stockholder. 
The  directors  may,  by  by-law,  prescribe  other  penalties  for  a  failure 
to  pay  the  installments  that  may  from  time  to  time  become  due,  but 
no  penalty  working  a  forfeiture  of  stock,  or  of  the  amounts  paid 
thereon,  shall  be  declared  as  against  any  estate  before  distribution 
shall  have  been  made,  or  againstany  stockholder  before  demand  shall 
have  been  made  for  the  amount  due  thereon,  either  in  person,  or  by 
a  written  or  printed  notice,  duly  mailed  to  the  proper  aadress'of  such 
stockholder  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  time  wnen  such  forfeiture 
is  to  take  effect :     Jhrovided^  that  proceeds  of  said  sale,  over  and 
above  the  amount  due  on  said  shares,  shall  be  paid  to  the  delinquent 
stockholder. 

^^§  8.    Every  assignment  or  transfer  of  stocks,  on  which  there  re- 
mains any  portion  unpaid,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  re- 
corder of  deeds  of  the  county  within  which  the  principal  office  is  lo- 
cated, and  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  corpo- 
ration to  the  extent  of  the  amount  that  may  be  unpaid  upon  the  stock 
held  by  him,  to  be  collected  in  the  manner  herein  provided.    No 
assignor  of  stocks  shall' be  released  from  any  such  indebtedness  by 
reason  of  any  assignment  of  his  stock,  but  shall  remain  liaise  there* 
for  jointly  with  the  assignee  until  the  said  stock  be  fully  paid.     When- 
ever any  action  is  brought  to  recover  any  indebtedness  against  the 
corporation,  it  shall  be  competent  to  proceed  against  any  one  or  more 
stockholders  at  the  same  time,  to  the  extent  of  the  balance  unpaid  by 
such  stockholders  upon  the  stock    owned   by  them,  respectively, 
^vhetber  called  in  or  not,  as  in  cases  of  garnishment.     Kvery  assignee 
or  transferee  of  stock  shall  be  liable  to  the  company  for  the  amount 
nnpaid  thereon,  to  the  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had 
been  the  original  subscriber. 

'^§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  all  times,  have  power  to 
prescribe  such  regulations  and  provisions  as  it  may  deem  advisable, 
which  regulations  and  provisions  shall  be  binding  on  any  and  all  cor- 
porations formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act :  And^  provided^ 
J-urther^  that  this  act  shall  not  be  held  to  revive  or  extend  any  private 
charter  or  law  heretofore  granted  or  passed  concerning  any  corpora- 
tion. 

^%  10.  All  corporations,  organized  under  this  law,  whose  powers 
may  have  expired  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  shall  continue  their  cor* 
porate  capacity  during  the  term  of  two  years,  for  the  purpose  only  of 
collecting  the  debts  due  said  corporation,  and  selling  and  conveying 
the  property  and  effects  thereof. 
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^%  11.  Saoh  corporations  shall  use  their  respective  names  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  capable  of  prosecating  and  defeiMiiDg 
all  suits  in  law  or  eqaity. 

^^§  12.  The  dissolution,  for  any  canse  whatever,  of  any  corporation 
created  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  take  away  or  impair  any  remedy  ^ven 
against  such  corporation,  its  stockholders  or  officers,  for  any  liabilities 
incurred  previous  to  its  dissolution. 

^^§  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  or  tmstees  of  every 
stock  corporation  to  cause  to  be  kept  at  its  principal  office  or  place  of 
business  in  this  State,  correct  books  of  account  of  all  its  business,  and 
every  stockholder  in  such  corporation  shall  have  the  right  at  all  rea- 
sonable times,  by  himself  or  oy  his  attorney,  to  examine  the  records 
and  books  of  account  of  the  corporation. 

"§  14.  A  failure  to  elect  directors,  trustees,  or  officers  in  lieu  of 
trustees,  on  the  day  named  and  designated  in  the  by-laws,  or  on  the 
day  for  which  notice  was  ^iven  for  election,  shall  not  have  the  effect 
of  dissolving  the  corporation ;  but  such  election  may  be  held,  at  any 
time  after  proper  notice. 

^*§  15.  All  assessments  or  installments  of  the  stock  of  any  stock 
corporation  shall  be  levied  by  the  directors  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  bv-laws,  bnt  any  assessment  or  installment  required 
to  be  paid  shall  be  levied  pro  rata  upon  all  the  shares  of  such  stock. 

^'§  16.  If  the  indebteoness  of  any  stock  corporation  shall  exceed 
the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  the  directors  and  officers  of  such  cor- 
poration, assenting  thereto,  shall  be  personally  and  individually  liable 
tor  such  excess,  to  the  creditors  of  such  corporation. 

^^§  17.    The  president,  secretary  or  treasurer  ot  every  stock  ooipo- 
ration  ^all  annually,  within  twenty  days  from  the  first  day  of  De* 
cember,  make  a  statement  in  writing,  setting  forth  a  description  of  all 
real  estate  to  which  title  was  acquired  in  securing  any  debt  o>  liability 
due  such  corporation,  together  with  the  time  of  acquiring  title  there- 
to ;  which  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
such  president,  secretary  or  treasurer,  and  be  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  recorder  of  the  county,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

'^§  18.  If  any  person  or  persons  being,  or  pretending  to  be,  an 
officer  or  agent,  or  board  oi  directors,  of  any  stock  corporation  or 
pretended  stock  corporation,  shall  assume  to  exercise  corporate  pow- 
ers,  or  use  the  name  of  any  such  corporation  or  pretended  corpora- 
tion, without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  before  all 
stock  named  in  the  articles  of  incorporation  shall  be  subscribed  in 
good  faith,  then  they  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  all  debts 
and  liabilities  made  by  them  and  contracted  in  the  name  of  such  ^r- 
poration  or  pretended  corporation. 

^'§  19.  It'  the  directors  or  other  officers  or  agents  of  any  stock 
corporation  shall  declare  and  pay  any  dividend  when  such  corpora- 
tion is  insolvent,  or  any  dividend  the  payment  of  which  would  ren- 
der it  insolvent,  or  which  would  diminish  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock,  all  directors,  officers  or  agents  assenting  thereto,  shall  be  jointly 
and  severally  liable  for  all  the  debts  of  such  corporation  then  exist- 
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ing,  and  for  all  that  shall  thereafter  be  contracted,  while  they  shall  re- 
spectively continue  in  office. 

*'§  20.  The  by-laws  of  every  corporation  shall  provide  for  the 
calling  of  meetings  of  the  directors,  trustees  or  other  officers  corres- 
ponding to  trustees ;  and  when  all  such  officers  shall  be  present  at 
any  meeting,  however  called  or  notified,  or  shall  sign  a  written  con- 
sent  thereto  on  the  record  of  such  meeting,  the  acts  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  as  valid  as  if  legally  called  and  notified  :  Providtd^  that  the 
action  of  any  meeting  held  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State  shall  be 
void,  unless  such  meeting  was  authorized  or  its  acts  ratified  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  directors,  trustees  or  officers  corresponding  to 
trustees,  at  a  regular  meeting. 

"§  21.  If  anv  certified  report  or  statement  made,  or  public  notice 
given,  by  the  officers  of  any  corporation  shall  be  false  in  any  material 
representation,  all  the  officers  wno  shall  have  signed  the  same,  know- 
ing it  to  be  false,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  all  damages 
arising  therefrom. 

"§  22.  The  stockholders  of  any  stock  corporation  owning  two- 
thirds  of  the  stock  in  such  corporation,  upon  which  all  assessments 
have  been  fully  paid  up,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
such  corporation,  by  signing  a  call  therefor,  with  their  proper  names, 
stating  tne  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  and  filing  the  same  with 
the  president  or  secretary  of  such  corporation,  and  publishirig  the 
same  in  a  newspaper  in  this  State  where  the  principal  office  of  such 
corporation  is  kept,  and  at  the  seat  of  government,  for  three  succes- 
sive weeks  prior  to  the  time  fixed  for  holding  such  meeting,  and  mail- 
ing a  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the  directors  of  said  corporation  at  his 
usual  place  of  abode.  And  the  secretary,  of  such  corporation  shall 
enter  such  call  upon  the  records  thereof,  and  the  fact  of  such  publi- 
cation, and  mailing  such  notice,  giving  the  name  of  such  paper,  with 
the  dates  and  places  of  publication,  which  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence thereof. 

^%  23.  No  person  holding  stock  in  any  corporation  as  executor,  ad- 
ministrator, conservator,  guardian  or  trustee,  and  no  person  holding 
Buch  stock  as  collateral  security,  shall  be  personally  subject  to  any 
liability  as  stockholder  of  such  corporation ;  but  the  person  pledging 
Buch  stock  shall  be  considered  as  holding  the  same,  and  shall  be  lia- 
ble as  a  stockholder  accordingly,  and  the  estate  and  funds  in  the  hands 
of  such  executor,  administrator,  conservator,  guardian  or  trustee  shall 
be  liable  in  like  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  testator  or  in- 
testate, or  the  ward  or  person  interested  in  such  trust  fund,  would 
have  been  if  he  had  been  living  and  had  been  competent  to  act,  and 
held  the  stock  in  his  own  name. 

''§  24.  Every  executor,  administrator,  conservator,  guardian  or 
trustee  shall  represent  the  stock  in  his  hands  at  all  meetings  of  any 
Btock  corporation,  and  may  vote  accordingly  as  a  stockholder,  and 
every  person  who  shall  piedm  his  stock  may,  nevertheless,  represent 
the  same  at  ail  meetings,  and  may  vote  accordingly,  as  a  stockholder. 
^^§  25.  If  any  corporation,  or  its  authorized  agents,  shall  do  or  re- 
frain from  doing  any  act  which  shall  subject  it  to  a  forfeiture  of  its 
charter  or  corporate  powers,  or  shall  allow  any  execution  or  decree  of 
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any  conrt  of  record  for  a  payment  of  money,  after  demand  made  by 
the  oflScer,  to  be  returned  "no  property  found,"  or  to  remain  unsatis- 
fied for  not  less  than  ten  days  after  soch  demand,  or  shall  dissolve  or 
cease  doin^  business,  leaving  debts  unpaid,  suits  in  equity  may  be 
brought  against  all  persons  who  were  stockholders  at  the  time,  or  lia- 
ble in  any  way  for  the  debts  of  the  corporation,  by  joining  the  corpo- 
ration in  such  suit;  and  each  stockholder  may  be  required  to  pay  his 
pro  rata  share  of  such  debts  or  liabilities  to  the  extent  of  the  unpaid 
portion  of  his  stock,  after  exhausting  the  assets  of  such  corporation; 
and  if  any  stockholder  shall  not  have  property  enough  to  satisfy  his 
portion  ot  such  debts  or  liabilities,  then  the  amount  shall  be  divided 
equally  among  all  the  remaining  solvent  stockholders ;  and  courts  of 
equity  shall  have  full  power,  on  good  cause  shown,  to  dissolve  or 
close  up  the  business  of  any  corporation ;  to  appoint  a  receiver  there- 
for, who  shall  have  authority  by  the  name  of  the  receiver  of  soch 
corporation  (giving  the  name)  to  sue  in  all  courts  and  do  all  things 
necessary  to  closing  up  its  affairs  as  commanded  by  the  decree  of  snch 
court. 

^%  26.  Foreign  corporations,  and  the  officers  and  agents  thereof 
doing  business  in  this  otate,  shall  be  subjected  to  all  the  liabilities,  re- 
strictions and  duties  that  are  or  may  be  imposed  upon  corporations  of 
like  character  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and 
shall  have  no  other  or  greater  powers.  And  no  foreign  or  domestic 
corporation  established  or  maintained  in  any  way  for  the  pecnniarj 
prolit  of  its  stockholders  or  members,  shall  purchase  or  hold  real  estate 
in  this  State,  except  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

"§  27.  The  certified  copy  of  any  articles  of  incorporation  and 
changes  thereof^  together  with  all  indorsements  thereon,  under  the 
great  seal  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all 
courts  and  places  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 
^^§  28.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  allow  the  con- 
struction or  operation  of  any  street  railroad  in  any  city,  town  or  in- 
corporated village,  without  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  thereof. 
^'§  29.  Societies,  corporations  and  associations  (not  for  pecuniary 
profit)  may  be  formed  as  hereinafter  provided.  Any  three  or  more 
persons,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  desire  to  associate 
themselves  tor  any  lawful  purpose,  other  than  for  pecuniary  profit, 
may  make,  sign  and  acknowledge,  before  any  officer  authorized  to 
take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  in  this  State,  and  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  a  certificate  in  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated 
the  name  or  title  by  which  such  corporation,  society  or  association  shall 
be  known  in  law,  the  particular  business  and  objects  for  which  it  is 
formed,  the  number  of  its  trustees,  directors  or  managers,  and  the 
names  of  the  trustees,  directors  or  managers  selected  for  the  first  year 
of  its  existence. 

^^§  30.  Upon  filing  a  certificate  as  aforesaid,  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  thereupon  issue  a  certificate  of  the  organization  of  the  corpora- 
tion, society  or  association,  making  a  part  thereof  a  copy  of  all  papers 
filed  in  his  office  in  and  about  the  organization  thereof,  and  duly  au- 
thenticated under  his  hand  and  seal  of  State ;  and  the  same  shall  be 
Tftmrried  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of 
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deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  principal  place  of  business  of  such 
coqx)ration,  society  or  association  is  located.  Upon  complying  with 
the  foregoing  conditions,  the  corporation,  society  or  association  shall 
be  deemed  mlly  organized,  and  may  proceed  to  business :  Provided^ 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  not  issue  a  certificate  of  organization  to 
ah^  corporation,  society  or  association  under  the  name  of  any  then 
existing. 

^^8  81.     Corporations,  associations  and  societies  not  for  pecuniary 
profit,  formed  under  this  act,  shall  be  bodies  corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  stated  in  such  certificate;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  and  may  have  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  ;  may  have  power  to  make  and  en- 
force contracts  in  relation  to  the  legitimate  business  of  their  corpora- 
tion, society  or  association ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure.    And  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors, by  their  corporate  name,  shall  in  law  be  capable  of  taking, 
purchasing,  holding  and  disposing  of  real  and  personal  estate,  for  pur- 
poses of  their  organization  ;  may  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States— in 
which  by-laws  shall  be  described  the  duties  of  all  officers  of  the  corpo- 
ration,   society   or    association,  and  the  qualifications  of  members 
thereof. 

^'§  82.    Oorporations,  associations  and  societies  (not  for  pecuniary 
profit)  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  elect  trustees, 
directors  or  managers  from  the  members  thereof,  at  such  times  and 
places  and  for  such  period  as  may  be  provided  for  hj  the  by-laws, 
^wYxo  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  afiairs  and  funds 
of  the  corporation,  society  or  association.     Said  trustees,  managers  or 
directors  may,  upon  consent  of  the  corporation,  society  or  association, 
expressed  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof,  borrow 
money,  to  be  used  solely  for  purposes  of  their  organization,  and  may 
pledge  their  property  therefor.     Whenever  trustees,  managers  or  di- 
rectors shall  be  elected,  a  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation, 
^ivine  the  names  of  those  elected  and  the  term  of  their  office,  shall  be 
recoraed  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  where  the  certificate  of 
organization  is  recorded.    Yficancies  in  the  board  of  trustees,  directors 
oi*  managers  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  proyided  by  their  by-laws, 
and  upon  filling  any  yacancy  a  like  certificate  shall  be  reaorded. 

**§  88.  No  diyidend  or  distribution  of  the  property  of  such  corpo- 
ration, society  or  association  shall  be  made  until  all  debts  are  fully 
paid,  and  then  only  upon  its  final  dissolution  and  surrender  of  organi- 
sation and  name ;  nor  shall  any  distribution  be  made  except  by  a  yote 
yf  SL  majority  of  the  members.  When  a  distribution  of  any  of  their 
:>i*ope3rty  is  contemplated,  the  trustees,  directors  or  managers  shall  file 
^  statement,  under  oath^  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  in  the 
:oi3.nty  where  their  business  office  is  located,  that  all  debts  of  the  cor- 
x>Y*ation,  society  or  association  are  paid.  And  in  case  a  distribution 
l:i£kll  be  made  before  filing  such  statement  under  oath,  or  if  such  state- 
shall  be  willfally  fabe,  said  trustees,  directors  or  managers  shall 
jointly  and  seyerally,  liable  for  the  debts  of  such  coiporation, 
c>Giety  or  association^  When  a  final  dissolution  of  any  corporation, 
t— lOT 
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society  or  association,  organized  bj  virtue  of  this  act,  baa  been  agreed 
upon,  the  trustees,  directors  or  managers  shall  file,  in  the  ofiSce  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  a  certificate  thereof,  under  seal  of  the  corporation  ; 
and  upon  the  filing  of  said  certificate,  such  organization  shall  cease  to 
exist. 

''§  34.  Any  such  corporation,  society  or  association  may  change 
its  articles  of  association,  m  the  mannerprescribed  by  their  own  rules;

"§  36.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  any  religions 
corporations ,  but  any  church,  congregation  or  society  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  religious  worship,  may  become  incorporated  in  the  manner 
following,  to-wit :  by  electing  or  appointing,  according  to  its  usages  or 
customs,  at  any  meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  two  ormore  of  its  mem- 
bers as  trustees,  wardens  and  vestrymen,  (or  such  other  ofiScers  whose 
powers  and  duties  are  similar  to  those  of  trustees,  as  shall  be  agreeable 
to  the  usages  and  customs,  rules  or  regulations  of  such  congregation, 
churcii  or  society,)  and  may  adopt  a  corporate  name  ;  and  upon  the 
filing  of  the  affidavit,  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be  and  remain 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  so  adopted. 

^%  36.  The  chairman  or  secretary  of  such  meeting  shall,  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  such  meeting,  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the 
recorder  of  deeds  in  the  county  in  which  such  congregation,  church 
or  society  is  organized  (which  shall  be  recorded  by  such  recorder), 
an  affidavit  substantially  in  the  following  form  :

'^§  88.  A  failure  to  elect  trustees  at  any  time  shall  not  work  a  dis- 
solution of  such  corporation,  but  the  trustees  last  elected  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

''§  89.  All  elections  of  trustees  after  the  first,  and  elections  to  fiU

corporation  by  deed;  but  no  such  conveyance  or  mortgage  shall  be 
made  so  as  to  affect  or  destroy  the  intent  or  effect  of  any  grant,  devise 
or  donation,  that  may  be  made  to  such  person  or  trustee  for  the  use 
of  such  congregation,  church  or  society. 

^'§  42.  Any  corporation  that  may  be  formed  for  religious  purposes 
under  this  act,  or  under  any  law  of  this  State  for  the  incorporation  of 
religious  societies,  may  receive,  by  gift,  devise  or  purcnase,  land, 
not  exceding  in  quantity  (including  that  already  held  by  such  cor* 
poration)  ten  acres,  and  may  erect  or  build  thereon  such  houses, 
buildings  or  other  improvements  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  such  congregation,  church  or  society, 
and  may  lay  out  and  maintain  thereon  a  burying  groand ;  but  no 
Buch  property  shall  be  used  except  in  the  manner  expressed  in  the 
^ift,  grant  or  devise,  or,  if  no  use  or  trast  is  so  expressed,  except 
for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation,  church  or  society  for  which  it  was 
iutended. 

^'§  43.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  control  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  congregation,  church  or  society,  and  may,  when  directed 
by  the  congregation,  church  or  society,  erect  houses  or  buildings,  and 
improvements,  and  repair  and  alter  ihe  same,  and  may,  when  so  di- 
rected, mortgage,  incumber,  sell  and  convey  any  real  or  personal 
estate  of  such  corporation,  and  enter  into  all  lawful  contracts,  in  the

^%  45.  Any  congregation,  church  or  society,  incorporated  under 
this  act,  may  receive  by  grant,  devise  or  bequest,  real  estate,  notex- 
ceeding  for^  acres,  for  tne  purpose  of  holding  camp  meetings,  and 
may  put  Buch  improvements  thereon  as  they  may  deem  for  their 
comfort  and  convenience.  The  title  to  such  real  estate  shall  be  in 
such  corporation,  subject  to  like  conditions  as  are  provided  in  this 
act  in  regard  to  other  real  estate  held  by  such  corporation. 

'^§  46.  The  trustees  or  any  other  persons  designated  by  any  such 
congregation,  church  or  society  incorporated  under  this  act,  shull 
have  power  to  publish,  print,  circulate,  sell  or  give  away,  such  re- 
ligious, Sabbath  school  and  missionary  tracts,  periodicals  or  boob 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  the  promotion  of  religion  and  mo- 
rality. 

^^§  47.  This  act  is  subject  to  any  limitation  or  modification  which 
may  be  hereafter  enacted  by  genend  law  as  to  the  amount  of  reil 
estate  and  personal  property  to  be  held  by  the  corporations  respect- 
ively proviaed  for  herein  for  religious  purposes. 

^S  48.  ^o  corporation,  association  or  society  for  any  purpose  aa- 
thorized  by  this  act  shall  be  formed  under  any  other  act. 

^^§  49.  AH  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  ot 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed :  Provided^  that  the  repeal  of  said  acts 
ahall  not  affect  any  corporations  existing  under  any  such  acts,  or  an; 
rights  or  liabilities  that  may  have  accrued  when  tnis  act  shall  tske 
effect ;  but  such  rights  and  liabilities  shall  remain  as  though  this  set 
had  not  been  passed.''
